Association(SA) is current- 
ly looking into reading days 
scheduled either before ex- 
ams begin or during the 
week of exams. These 
would be days before or dur- 
ing exams in. which no 
classes or exams would be 
held and students could just 
suidy. “Apparently, — the 
administration is willing to 
work with us. It just is 
whether or not students 
want it,”’ said SA Senator 
Sunny Sabnani. 

“I’m really in support of 
reading days before exams. | 
feel that many students 
need more than a weekend 
to prepare for their tests,” 
said Prof. Arthur Kuflik, 
chariman of the Calendar 
Committee. The Calendar 
Committee is responsible 
tor planning the academic 
year. The plan is then sub- 
matted to Faculty Senate for 
approval 

“The Student Associa- 
tion Senate is attempting to 
put together a survey which 
will attempt to find out if 
the student body wishes to 
include reading days during 
exams,” Sabnani said. 

A previous survey took 
place through the VOSP, a 


ys studied 


computerized, | telephone 
polling system, but the 
questions were tainted ac- 
cording to Sabnani. The 
results were thrown out. 

According to Kuflik, the 
discussions are ‘only in the 
fact— finding stage as the 
committee is awaiting the 
result of the senate’s 
surveys. Proposals include 
having reading days before 
exams, or possibly during 
the week of exams. 

“Because of a certain 
number .of mandated 
teaching days, any addition 
of reading days would re- 
quire extending the school 
year,’ said Kuflik. Some 
students may be reluctant 
to adding days onto the 
school year. 

“The way | ow it, we 
would have exams Monday 
and Tuesday, have Wednes- 
day off, and then have ex-— 
ams Thursdaythrough Satur - 
day,”’. said $.A..' Vice- 
president Ray Steen. “We 


‘can't put any more than a 


day into the calender until 
1994,"" 

Because the academic 
calendar works on a_ five 
year plan, immediate revi- 
sions to the schedule are 


not possible. Kuflik said

Gutterson expands 


Renovations have begun 
on the Gutterson. . Field 
House. This construction, 
which is presently schedul- 
ed to be completed in the 
tall of - 1990, will. allow 
vreater access of the UVM 
community ‘to’view hockey 
games. However, this  ex- 
pansion does not come 
cheaply, as estimated toal 
cost of this endeavor is pro- 
jected at 4.6 million dollars. 

Assistant Vice President 
of Administrative and 
Facilities Services. Ray 
Lavigne, said that the addi- 
tion could be lodked at in 
two sections, the east end 
and the north’side. On the 
east end (which ts closest to 
the parking lot), the 
renovations will create 
more seats, a lobby and con- 
cession area, and new 


restrooms. 

“There will be a mez- 
zanine level above the seats 
on the north, east and west 
sides (of the building),”’ said 


Lavigne. ‘This would allow 
access to the seats from 
above.” 

On the north side, the ad- « 
dition will create new 
locker. rooms and . team 
lounges ‘‘so that literally six 
teams can be involved in a 
tournament,” said Lavigne. 

However, the-upper story 
addition will remain un- 
finished for the present 
time, reflecting the costs of 
construction. In the: tuture 
this area will be used far of- 
fices and potentially a new 
varsity weight room. 

One of the final results of 
the Gutterson renovation is 
a new ice rink which will 
meet international | stan- 
dards, since the current rink 
does not. Completing the 
rink on time will - allow 
UVM to host the Auld 
Lang Syne Classic in late 
December.

Broderick gives a splendid performance of the young 


Shaw in a film full of splendid performances. Regret- ~~ 


tably, however, his character is the only one which goes 
through any significant- amount of character develope- 
ment. The fault here is more with Kevin- Jarre’s script 
than anything else, but at least it keeps the film moving. 

When the film opens with a graphic depiction of the 
Battle of Antietam we see Shaw's naivete towards battle 
and, more importantly, the ceremony which comes with 
the bloodshed. As the film progresses, so does Shaw. His 
hesitancy when asked to lead the regiment is plainly ap- 
parent, yet as the two-hour film nears conclusion he is a 
fearless leader leading a fatal charge. 

In-addition to Broderick, Denzel Washington, Morgan 
Freeman, and Cary Elwes play impressive supporting 
roles. Washington and Freeman are volunteers in the 
regiment and both are intriguing characters, but the au- 
dience ts left yearning to learn more of them. What we 
do know of them provides solid groundwork for more 
developement: Freeman plays a sort of academic who 
grew up with Shaw and is firm in his black beliefs, but 
not in the mechanisms to carry them out; Washington is 
the rebellious sort who ‘‘is willing to fight...anything.”’ 
Other than the Confederates, however, Shaw is the only 
one he squares off against 

Certainly the high point of Glory is its acting, but the 
film is not without flaws. The worst of which is James 
Horner’s musical score. Often times the battle scenes are 
accompanied by ridiculous ‘heavenly’ sounding. hymms 
which give the movie an almost holy tone. Zwick’s bat- 
tle scenes are well-developed and organized, if not a bit 
gory, but at no time should war be a holy thing, and that

For everyone who has seen one review too many of the 
new Oliver Stone film, the Cynic “critic who cares’’ 
doggedly sat through Internal Affairs, a film which will 
undoubtedly suffer from its release date, a week aftet 
Bom on the Fourth of July. Sadly, Michael Figgis’ film has 
enough problems of its own without being handicapped 
by an unfortunate release date. 

Richard Gere turns in a fine performance as Dennis 
Peck, a (Trust him...he’s a) cop who isn’t above putting 
a switchblade in a dead man's hand if it means helping 
out one of his trigger-happy buddies on the force. Such 
an indiscretion barely scratches the surface of Peck’s 
crimes, however; the man also orchestrates a grand 
money-laundering scheme, throws in an occasional 
murder or two if the price is right, and apparently sleeps 
with every female character in the movie, with little 
regard for such things as wedding rings. Not that he isn’t 
a good family man, of course; he has nine children, even 
though they did come from four different marriages. Ap- 


| pallingly, Peck ultimately attempts to convince us that 
he wouldn’t be such a bad guy if he weren't thinking of 


his children. , 
Peck's deeds come to the attention of Internal Affairs 
and the Division's new agent, Raymond Avilla (Andy 


| Garcia). Avilla is a Latino determined to prove his 


abilities, particularly when he realizes that his job makes 
him about as popular with other police officers as curdl- 
ed milk.. The pressure he puts on himself jeopardizes 
both his career and his marriage, particularly when he: 


- believes Peck’s claim that he is having an affair with 
Avilla’s wife. Given the cop's track record, Avilla’s 
paranoia can be comprehended, if not totally defensible 

The movie turns quite quickly into little more than a 
framework for the Gere-Garcia confrontation, where 
Gere’s character tries to prove to Garcia’s that the two 
of them are really very much alike, whether Avilla can 
admit it or not. This concept is not a new one, of course, 
with last year’s Gary Oldman-Kevin Bacon pairing in 
Criminal Law one of the more recent, and yet forget- 
table, examples. The attempt does not fail utterly, as it ts 
clear that each man will stop at nothing in the pursuit of 
his goals, but the scope of Gere’s crimes make him total: 
ly unsympathetic, and Garcia's efforts to seem cool and 
collected make him ultimately uninteresting.

is what the music seems to be doing to these war scenes. 

Another problenrwith the film is the length. For more 
character developement and more historical groundwork 
the film seems to be deserving of at least another 45 
minutes to an hour of footage. Indeed, the film adver- 
tises itself as an_epic but is without the traditional ‘epic 
length’ of three hours. 

Finally, there are a few historical problems with the 
film. For one, there is an entire relationship between 
Shaw and his mother which Zwick elected, for some 
reason, to ignore completely. Secondly, the fact that one 
member of the Regiment won the Congressional Medal 
of Honor for his actions when the men try to take Fort 
Wagner was also neglected by Zwick. While similar 
discrepancies in fact earned Mississippi Burning heavy 
criticism, here they take little away from the film. 

Even with its flaws, Glory deserves praise. The 54th 
Regiment not only led to increased black participation 
in the Union Army, but it also was a factor in emancipa- 
tion for the slaves. These facts alone make the film im- 
portant, but the stellar acting and Zwick’'s adept direc- 
ting only make this historically important film visually 
pleasing.

Instant replay: 
in the grasp —

So there’s no football this weekend. So next weeken 
the machine that is the San Francisco 49ers is either go- 
ing to roll over Denver en route to their fourth Super 
Bowl, or they are going CO all die in a horrible plane acct 
dent en route to New Orleans. 4. 

That means, of igi that there is precious little to 
be said about this pa icular “Big Event’’ that hasn't 
already been said by people who get paid much more 
than | do (i.e. anything, at all). So 1am going to be con: 
rent with a look not-so-far into the future, at a period ot 
time when They Who Own The Teams decide what 
rules of football They like, which They don't like, and 
what the game called football will look like next year. 

Much of the discussion this year centers down to a lit- 
tle rule that enables referees to make credible calls on 
plays which they didn't really see the first time it was 
played right in front of them. 

The concept makes sense. How many plays have you 
seen that have been “conclusively” called wrong by the 
officials? It doesn't happen often, but it- dees happen. It 
was this idea which installed the instant replay rule. It 
was a good idea then, it ts 4 good idea now. Just ask any 
Green Bay Packer Backer. 

A good idea, that ts, unless you are making money oft 
of how-long football takes to play. The three major net 
works have been up in arms about the extra 2-3 minutes 

‘which replays take, throwing the time elapsed on the 
screen under the title of “replay delay”’, and complain- 
ing in no uncertain terms about the time tt takes to 
make the correct decision. i will admit that it would be 
wonderful to have a world in which correct decisions 
could be made instantly, but we don’t have such a world. 
Sometimes it takes a while to examine the different 

angles that reveal what actually happened. . 

Of course, most people would rather let sloppy, incor 

- fect, wrong decisions go by — as long as they're made 

fast. Or so the TV networks believe. Instant Replay, as 't 

stands, now works. It may take. time, but there: have 

been few calls overturned that the replay official has got

ten. wrong. Yet, there are still plays which are upheld 
although called’ blatantly wrong. 

One great example of how instant replay should be us- 
ed was played out in front of national television during 
the 49ers humiliation of the Rams. It also neatly 
dovetails the two  tssues I am attempting to address. 
Roger Craig took a handoff from Joe. Montana, ran into 
the flat on the right side of the line arid set up a pass. He 
was grabbed by the Ram defender and was in the process 
of being tackled when he threw the ball and was called 
down. The officials never really made the call this way, 
but from the replay it was obvious that Craig's knees 
were still above the ground when the pass was made, and 
that he had been called down “in the grasp.” That's 
right, a running back was called down: **in the grasp.” 

First of all, the ‘In the Grasp’’ rule is idiotic. Designed 
to protect precious NFL quarterbacks from injuries such, 
as the one Joe “Gladiators” Theisman suffered. The rule 
has bogged down the game more than instant replay. 
Quarterbacks, especially mobile quarterbacks like Ran- 
dall Cunningham and John Elway, are being called 
down if their shoestrings get brushed by a defenseman 
below three blockers. Now, even running backs are be- 

ing called “in the grasp.” 

| agree that it is important to ensure as much as possi- 
ble that people don’t get seriously hurt playing football, 
but most players do realize the difference between being 
in pads on the field and being in white tie at the opera. 

The problem is that owners look at the game through 
dollar-colored glasses. They don’t want their marquee 

* names, who get megabugks without playing the lottery, 

~ getting broken legs. Why do they have to invent a brand 

new tule for it? Backs and receivers have been playing 
with the forward-motion rule for decades. 

Assuming that the “In the Grasp” rule stays, why not 
make. it optional for quarterbacks? Some offenses de- 
mand that their quarterbacks be able to pass and run, 
and they have seen numerous drives stifled by a quarter- 
back who had his jersey. grabbed ineffectually trom 
behind as he lofted a pass downfield. Give them the 

choice, they're playing the game and taking the risks.

“The stalemate has been broken between the city 
and UVM,” said Mayor Clavelle at. 12:30 on 
Wednesday afternoon. He and UVM Interim Presi- 
dent John Hennessey presented their solution to the 
five-year problem of university growth within the ci: 
ty of Burlington. - ‘ 

* Both sides have made promises of change and im- 
provement and both see. the agreement as 
advantageous. 

. According to the agreement, UVM will add 165 
on-campus. apartments to house at least 544 
students. The university is also responsible for at- 
‘tracting 300 students from off-campus back into the 
residence halls, f 

For improvements in traffic, the city will receive 
land and $350,000 for development on Main 
Street. An additional 400 parking spaces will be ad- 
ded, connected to campus by a campus-wide shuttle 
system. 

In trade for these promissory changes, UVM will 
be free to bargain with the city’s development eém- 
mittees for projects such as the Stafford Building 
with a clean slate. 

Clavelle was impressed with the agreement, say- 
ing that he understood the difficulty involved for 
the University in making these changes. “We 
realize that the impacts have taken place over 20 
years, they are incremental and cannot be blamed 
on a single building,” said Clavelle. 

Hennessey in return was full of praise for the 
mayor and his role in breaking the stalemate. 
‘Mayor Clavelle stands out as a person who has 
provided strong leadership in this process,’’ Hen- 

_ nessey said. 5 

City Attorney Joe McNeil called the agreement a 
‘new dawn in Burlington-UVM relations.” 

When asked what benefits the university was 
receiving from this agreement, UVM General 
Counsel Lee Liggett answered that the agreement 
fulfills some of UVM's own goals for change. “Last 
spring the Board (of Trustees) determined that they 
wanted to attract students back in any way,” he 
said. x 
One way this will be done is to build apartment- 

type housing on Redstone Campus near Burlington 
Country Club and at University Heights. Also, Lig- 
gett said he hopes that the new policy of requiring 

res to remain on campus will reduce the 
number of students moving off-campus. The re- 


_ quirement will apply to the 1990 first-year students. |

lots located behind the Visiting Nurses Association 
on East Avenue and behind the Sheraton Hotel on 
Williston Road. Ray Lavigne, assistant vice- 
president for administrative and facilities services, 
‘described the sites and added, ‘‘These sites will be 
serviced by a shuttle.”’ 

McNeil stressed that the city preferred structure 
parking lots, but understands the limitations of cost. 

On Monday at Burlington's aldermanic meeting 

. the agreement is expected to be approved. Clavelle 
is recommending the approval of the agreement and 
of the construction of the Stafford building. 

‘| don’t anticipate any problems,” said Board of 
Aldermen Chair Erhardt Mahnke. He has a few 
concerns surrounding the plans for apartments at 
University Heights, but said that the aldermen have 
no direct voice in changing the agreement. 

McNeil was pressed to point out that this agree- 
ment and the City Council approval of the Stafford 
building will not affect the other stages of approval 
necessary before construction can begin. ‘“The City 

Council believes these locations are appropriate and 


that it is appropriate to construct the Stattord 
Building,” he explained. ‘‘This does not, | repeat 
does not, interfere, guarantee a result or impact a 
judgement for the zoning procedures. Normal 
development by-laws of the city will be applied.” 

To additionally control student movement off- 
campus, UVM has agreed to a no-growth schedule 
for undergraduate enrollment and only a modest 
growth in graduate enrollment. 

Until this point UVM and Burlington have been 
at odds when dealing with this problem., “The city 
has contended that there were deficiencies in these 
areas (parking, traffic and housing) that needed to 
be made up before this new dawn could occur,” said 
McNeil. : 

“Now we have a level playing field situation,” 
said Clavelle. The city has agreed ta acknowledge 
this agreement as resolved and not to block other 
UVM projects because of any of these deficiencies. 

Both the UVM Board of Trustees and the Burl- 
ington Board of Aldermen are expected to approve 
the agreement. |

Burlington exports trash to Colchester Jandfill

on solid -waste, Burl- 
ington has been approved 
to dump in its new: landfill 
in Colchester. The previous 
landfill was closed on 
December 31. 

There had been allega- 
tions against the city that 
the landfill violated state 
and federal laws and was 
hazardous to the public. 
The allegations led to a 
civil suit. Damages awarded 
as a result of the judge's 
decision included the clos- 
ing of the landfill in 1990. 

‘But according to Steven 
Goodkind, the Burlington 
city engineer, the old land- 
fill was scheduled to be clos- 


and. work to 
preserve democracy around 
the world.

tell us to do anything ex- 
traordinary and the party 
was not given compensa- 
tion above and beyond that 
which was already required 
of us,"’ Goodkind said. 

The judge had ruled that 
the old landfill was leaching 
waste into surrounding soil 
but to what degree the 
substance was harmful was 
unclear. ‘‘My belief is that 
it was not at all a bad land- 
fill as far as unlined landfills 
go,"’ Goodkind said. 

Although it could still be 
hazardous to the environ- 
ment, the old landfill has 
been closed and Burlington 
has received a permit under 
Vermont Act 78 to start 
dumping’ at the new Col- 


chester landfill. The permit 
is good for two years at 
which time the city will ap- 
ply for a new permit or will 
close the landfill if it is full. 

Opposition has - come 
from the state Environmen- 
tal Board who said that the 
city needs another permit 
under Act 250, the state’s 
‘law on land use. Burlington 
officials. disagreed, saying 
that the law applies only to 
those projects involving 10 
acres or more. The Col- 
chester landfill only incor- 
porates four acres. 

In response, the state got 
the Attorney General's Of- 
fice to bring charges against 
sthe city. Attorney General 
Jeffrey Amestoy has said 
that he will allow the city 
to dump while ‘applying for

As a consequence of the Ci- 

_ ty of Burlington's appeal to 
UVM. to keep more of its 
students on campus, the 
university has selected 
developers to construct new 
apartments on university 
land. .These mew — apart- 
ments are ‘‘a response to 
the city's request that we 
deal with the impact of 
students living in the 
neighborhoods and . how 
that has impacted the city’s 
housing stock,’’ «said 
-University Planner. Linda 
Seavy. 

Two housing projects are 
currently expected to be 
completed by the Fall of 
1991. : 

One apartment complex, 
to. be built on East Avenue, 
will be used to relocate 
taculty, staff, and graduate 
students who Currently live 

_ in the one-story University 
Heights buildings which are 
located next to Living and 
Learning. Once the people

“The point of the new 
housing is to make it attrac- 
tive enough to pull in 
students who are currently 
living in the housing stock 
downtown," said Seavy. 
This’ apartment complex 
will be targeted at junior 
and senior UVM students 
but will not be ‘‘housing 
that is in the university's 
residence hall system," said 
Seavy. ‘These are going to 
be totally independent." 
The Novarr Mackesey 
Development Company of 
Ithaca, New York’. will 
design, construct, and 
manage the apartments that 
will be built on South Pro- 
spect Srreet. A fairly com- 
rican arrangement will 
be made between UVM and 


Novarr Mackesey 


. Although no contract has 


been signed yet, UVM. will 
lease the 4.6 acres to the 
development company for a 
nominal price of something 
like $1.00 per year tor the 
next 35 years, at which 
point. the buildings — will 
revert back to UVM 
Although UVM will have

some say as to approving 
the design of the apart: 
ments, the Novarr 
Mackesey Company will 
build and manage the 
buildings themselves. 
Universities have develop- 
ment companies build and 
manage apartments on their 
campuses because “‘it re- 
quires none of their own 
funds,”’ said—John -Novarr, 
the president of Novarr 
Mackesey Development 
Company. “Not only do 
they solve their housing 
problem, but their bottom 
line is somewhat better,” 
he said.

The apartments. will not 
be more expensive than the 
average Burlington apart- 
‘ment and will probably be 
less. As a part of the agree- 
ment with Novarr 
Mackesey, the apartments 
“have to be at or below 
market rates for rentals in 
Burlington,'’ said Seavy. 

Although. any project 
runs the risk of running up 
against Opposition as it goes 
through the approval pro- 
cess, Seavy does not foresee 
any major problems-in get- 
ting the apartments. approv- 
ed so that they can be built. 
“The fact is that. it’s (fulfill- 
ing) a need that the city and 
neighborhood. wants,’’ she

The show was a showcase of their influences. Strange 
recordings and artificial crowd noise punctuated the 
set, and provided -the audience with something to listen 
to while the band was either changing instruments, 
bassists, or keys. 

Based around the guitarwork, and vocals, ot Péter 
Katis, and benefitting no end from the flailing bass style 
of Tarquin, they fleshed out many covers, ranging fromi 
the Beatles’ “Rain” to their opening cover ot Jazzin 
Hell, and played. their immortal tribute to Reggie 
Jackson (“Reggie Jackson was the greatest baseball 
player...’"). In addition to “Reggie,” they trotted out “| 
am Stupid, Hear me Roar” (no, repeat no, relation to the 
Helen Reddy song is to be seen in this song), and closed 
the evening with ‘‘Forever Gone.” 

In the final analysis, the Philistines are one of those 
bands that exemplifies what rock-n-roll is, Every city has 
them, bands that’ are just willing to play, for anyone that 
wants to see them. Some members travelled hours to be 
here for this show, just because.

Unfortunately, the transition between the various 
mediums resulted in major discrepancies between the 
story lines. All of this is amply explained in the In- 
troduction to this new compendium, titled The More 
Than Complete Hitchhiker's Guide. However, Adams does 
note that this ‘‘definitive” Introduction is flatly con-. 
tradicted by the introduction he wrote after this one for 
the Hitchhiker's Radio Scripts. 

Ultimately the attraction lies not in the mythology of 
the real world surrounding the evolution of the Guide, 
but in the adventures, and misadventures, of Arthur 
Dent (the sole survivor of Earth's final moments), Ford 
Prefect (Arthur's friend who came to Earth to research 
the planet for the Guide, which in the book is rhe bible 
for interstellar travel, but always*claimed he was an out- 
of-work actor from Guildford), Zaphod Beeblebrox 

' (President of the Galaxy turned interstellar criminal), 
Tricia McMillan (who dumped Arthur at a party ofly to 
encounter him once again a few light years away from 
earth while flying in Zaphod’s stolen spaceship), and 
Marvin (the paranoid android). : 

If you've followed these brief character sketches, you 
are more than ready for the books. In fact, all of these 
sketches are culled from the first half of the first book, 
and the brilliantly introspective took that Adams takes 
to our.world, and others like it, follow some of the most 
hizarrely coincidental paths towards a conclusion. that 
takes a look at life on earth, where it came from, where 
its going; what made it tick, what will make it tick, and

In short, the books cannot be adequately explained in 
a short period of time, but must be caretully examined as 
one*reads them.

The weekend began filled with promise. It ended filled with regret. 
* Last Friday marked the continuation of the long-standing home-and-home rivalry 
hetween Vermont and RPI. It was a crucial series for both teams: RPI had hopes of a 
sweep and moving into contention for a home-ice berth; Vermont also aspired to 
sweep, and doing so would lift them out of a share of the cellar with Dartmouth and in- 
to the playott race. , ‘ 
By the time the weekend concluded, however, Vermont was staring into the face of 
what had to be their worst-case-scenario entering the weekénd. Not only were they 
swept by the Engineers by scores of 9-8 and 5-4, but they also had to endure the loss tor 
the season of their high-scoring forward, John LeClair. 
The lost weekend could not have gotten off to a better start for Vermont, however. 


With nervous excitement in the air of a sold-out Gutterson Field House, the UVM °* 


tuchtul were treated to a rare display of offense which they had not witnessed since 
Vermont's last home game, a 6-5 win over Harvard way back on December 8th. Like 
the Harvard contest, this one kept the. crowd thrilled throughout — until RPI’s Bill 


Flanauan scored his second goat of the night 2:35 into the overtiine to lift RPI ro 
a Hat ; 

All week long there was talk of how Vermont coach Mike Gilligan was going to 
pen uy Vermont's offense Everyone was going to get the green light to shoot. The 
Cats, averaging a paltry 2.8 goals per game coming in, were suddenly going to be 
transtormed into a battalion of carinons on skates. Engineer gc valie Sean Kennedy was 
going to be sprayed with so many shots he would need.a bulletproof vest. 

Indeed. Vermont did come out firing. They exploded to an early 3-0 lead and had 
numerous chances to enlarge that advantage. Vermont's offensive intentions were 
made apparent early, when Ricker Love put a pass on the stick of a breaking Mike 
Mel auehlin, who then beat Kennedy one-on-one with a wrist shot into the upper cor 
ner ot the net. It was clear that Vermont's offense had come to play. ‘ 

But smebody torgot to tell the UVM defense that they were invited, too. Despite 
coming off their best defensive outing of the season, holding the nationally-ranked 


Providence to just one goal through two periods (before succumbing in the final period 
of a 41 loss), the Cats’ defense turned invisible on Friday night.. As if nine goals 
weren't bad enough, the defense failed to hold leads of 3-0, 4-1, 6-4, 7-6, and 8-7. 
“I really couldn't be more pleased with the way our offense played, but our defense 
experienced a letdown,” said a disgruntled Gilligan after the game. 
Vermont's offensive barrage was spread out amongst seven players with only one

Blown leads mark weekend for hoop and hockey

For the first five minutes of Tuesday night’s game against Canisius, the UVM Cata- 
mounts were the 49ers of college basketball. Executing their offense to near perfection, 
the Cats rolled up a quick 17-5 lead on the road-weary Golden Griffins. However, it 
didn’t take long for rhe Griffs to realize they were in Vermont, not New Orleans. 

“Leading 60-53 with 5:30 remaining, the Catamounts seemed well on their way to 
their second consecutive victory. But turnovers and poor shot selection left the door 
open for the opportunistic Griffins, who outscored Vermont 14-4 over the final five 
minutes en route to a 67-64 victory. 

Led by guard Gregg Smith, Canisius ran off nine straight points. After three field 
goals and a free. throw by Smith, an inside basket by forward Nixon Dyall put the Grif- 
fins on top 62-60 with 3:13 to play. Leading all scorers with 21 points, Vermont's Mart 
Johnson tied the game with an incredible running half-hook off the glass. Bur it wasn't 
enough, as Griffin guard Chuck Giscombe put Canisius up for good, 64-62, with an 
equally impressive pump fake from eight feet. 

The loss comes after what was arguably Vermont's biggest win of the year: a 64-55 
victory over Dartmouth in which the Cats seemed to shake off the jinx. that had 
plagued them. in the waning minutes of a crushing 79-75 overtime loss to New Hamp- 
shires In Tuesday's game, however, the Cats seemed anything but crunch-time tough. 

“We're still playing young at the end of games,” said Vermont coach Tom Brennan. 
“We're not making the kind of plays we need to, bur that’smy fault. I'm in charge and 
if we're not getting the job done, that’s my responsibility.” 

_ For Brennan, the past four days have been one long, emotional, rollercoaster ride. It 


began at the Patrick Gym last Saturday when Brennan watched his team squander a 


six-point lead in the final 50 seconds of their game against New Hampshire. 

Vermant led, 63-60, with 19 seconds left in regulation when, during a timeout, 
Brennan specifically ordered them to foul. They didn’t, and the Wildcats got the ball 
to a wide-open Pat Manas who promtly buried a game-tying three-pointer with seven 
seconds left. The Cats had two chances to win in regulation, but a running jumper by 
Matt Johnson and the following tip by Kevin Roberson both tell off the rim. With 
momentum firmly on their side, New Hampshire seized the early lead in overtime and 
never looked back.

NHL on NBC?

For the first time in a decade, the National Hockey 
League appeared on national televisi ision last Sunday 
NBC telecast the 41st Annual All- Star Game, the first 
time hockey has been on network television since CBS 
telecast a 1980 playoff game between the New York 
Islanders and the Philadelphia Flyers. 

Counting on the.fact that most of the country, most 
notably the South, is not that-acquainted to the sport in: 
any way, NBC went out of its way to capture the finer 
points of the game. Coaches, referees, goal-posts, and 
the boards all were specially microphoned in an effort to, 
capture the sounds of the game. ' 

Interviews were carried out live during the game right 
on the bench, and several extra cameras were also used. 
In addition, extensive use was made of instant replays. 

The announcers, Marv. Albert and John Davidson, 
both had strong credentials. Albert has been one of 
NBC's best play-by-play. men for many years and David- 
aon has been color analyst for the Flyers’ cable telecasts. 
Both were careful to explain some of the game’s more 
simple rules, such as offsides and icing, and were also 
quick to point out whenever the game's two biggest at- 
tractions, Wayne Gretzky and Mario Lemieux, were on 
the ice. 

Gretzky, arguably the player of the decade in any sport 
and probably the greatest player in the history of the 
game, entered Sunday's contest once agaim leading the 
league in scoring. NBC went out of its way to focus its 

cameras on The Great One; but it was not his day. 
Lemieux ended up stealing the show. 

Playing in front of a sold-out crowd in the Pittsburgh 
Civic Arena, Lemieux dazzled the hometown crowd, 
scoring four goals, en route to winning the MVP award, 
won last year by Gretzky. At the age of 23, Lemieux has 


- won five automobiles for winning various MVP awards 


Lemieux's scoring was just part of an offensive explo- 
sion which led to a record-setting 19 goals. With some of 
the best players in the world going head-to-head, there 
was hardly any checking. For that matter, there was

hardly any defense either. The last fight in-a game of this 
sort was almost 40 years: ago. 

The game also featured an all-time high of seven 
American-born players and three others who went to 
American colleges. One of them, Pat LaFontaine, is se- 


‘cond in the league in goals with 40. 


With all the attractions, the NHL expected some 
three million viewers to tune in to the game. The game 
put up a respectable showing in the face of some serious 
obstacles — two ot which; were a pair of NBA’ games 
aired directly opposite it, featuring the league's four big 
vest media attractions: in the Lakers, Knicks, Pistons, 
and Bulls 

About 15 percent of the NBC affiliates, mostly in the 
South, refused to air the game, undoubtedly lending 
credence to the theory that hockey is strictly a regional 


spor 

The problems that taced NBC Vere sin ir to those 
taced -by CBS7in the mid-70s, when ratings plummered 
in the face of competition, Hockey: was ‘at an-all-rime 


low before Gretzky entered the |e ague and the 
Americans won the Gold Medal in Lake Plicid in 1980 
Ir was the perfect opportunity to go-back to network 
television and recapture the dwindling audience. But tor 
unknown reasons, the NHL, which has always worked in 
Strange ways, settled for regional cable coverage. A 
pertect opportunity was blown bite 

Fortunately, ‘the game has regained its popularity 
through its unofficial atnbassador, Gretzky. Perhaps the 
All-Star game may be a beginning to a future network 
contract. : 

But Joel Nixon, NHL Vice-President of Broadcasting, 
does not see it like that. ‘This really isn't viewed as a 

grajor breakthrough. It’s just an excellent Opportunity 
for us to showcase our stars. 

NBC, now that it has lost baseball to CBS; may yer” 
put up a bid for the rights to the NHL when their. cur- 
rent contract with SportsChannel America runs up in 
1995. Who knows? After Lemieux’s performance, maybe 
he and Gretzky will finally be discovered by America. 

However, history says they won't, as the country total- 
ly ignored the great Bobby Orr in the 60's: There isa 
chance that the two of them will capture attention from 
parts of the country that don't follow hockey. Then, and 
only then, will NBC offer a television contract which 
may finally make hockey an American sport.

Released in 1988, ..,.And Justice For All burst torth trom 
the underground speedmetal scene to multi-platinum 
record sales with virtually no mainstream radio airplay 
Arguably, Justice is their best, most concise, most direct, 
and most powerful album. When one looks back over a 
past that includes landmark works like Kull “Em All, Rud 
The Lightning, and Master of Puppets, this ts no small 
achievement, Musically, the Ip leaps oft the table (or 
pushes out of the CD player, depending on your format 
of choice). Light-years ahead ot the pop-metal acts like 
Bon Jovi-or Morley Crue, Metallica moves ina territory 
all. their own. 

They endeavor to stay away from the girls and partying 
aspect of other bands in favor of topics of youth aliena 
tion (“Eye of the Beholder,’ Shortest Straw’’), the tutili 
ty of war (“One’’), the destruction of the world's en- 
vironment (‘“Blackened"’), and the inability of the 
underprivileged to survive in the current system ot 
“yustice’’ (“...And Justice for All’). 

The band's opinion of our justice system is evident 
trom. the front cover, showing the traditional ‘blind 
justice’’, with scales full of money, being pulled down by 
ropes. The implications of the cover are many and 
varied.

Love and Who? 


Peter Murphy returns to recording 
with his new solo album, Deep.

EI tn MS chat a cr Se ee nO 
Peter Murphy doesn’t scream about God the three-in 
one in Latin anymore. Well, he might but he doesn't 
record it on his albums. Peter Murphy used to be the 
Ivricist and. singer for the band, Bauhaus. In. 1983, 
musical difference caused the band to split-and Peter 
Murphy went solo while the other three formed, first, 
Tonés on Tails and then the more successful Love and 
Rockers. Since Murphy doesn’t write songs or play an in 
strument. 1t was-assumed- that he would tailas a solo ar 
tist. Bur with the release of his third. seo album, Deep 
he proves that he will be around for a while 

Murphy, whe records on the Beggars ‘Banquet record 
label, has a style thats reasonably unique. Were David 
Bowte not alive, it would-be totally unique. Hts backing 
band. the Hundred Men (so titled from a song on Mur 
phy's last album, Love Hysteria), are led by Paul: Statham, 
Murphy's aid in” songwriting: It -should--be— noted 
however, that this is the first album where Murphy has 
written songs by himself, The first, “The Line Berween 
the Devil's. Teeth (And ‘Thar Which: Cannot Be 
Repeat!) is a particularily unmemorable piece discuss 
iny-disilliusionment with the world. This ts not a theme 
untamilar to Bauhaus tans 

The other song.is “A Strange Kind of Love’, released 
on a twelve-inch single as a dance track and on the 
bum as an acoustical piece. This piece is a great work 


of melody and lyrics that has a subrle edge to w. “Let 
him shout a rage so strong/ A rage that knows no right or 
wrong! And take a little piece of you.” Murphy shows 
that-he will be able to write more material in the tuture 

The songs on this album are sigificantly different than 
the early work of Bauhaus and the recent work of Love 
and Rockets. Murphy prefers a quieter, softer approach 
to songs. “Marlene Dietrich’s Favourite Poem’’, the 
fourth-cut on the album, is just such a song, His lyrics are 
what draw most people to Murphy, since he creates such 
vivid images, and in this song hé rises to the top of his 
field. ‘Just wise owl tones no velvet lies/ crush her 
velvet call/ Oh Marlene suffer all the fools/ who write 
you on the wall.’ This, too, ts not unfamilar to Bauhaus 
fans who: remember “The victims have been bled/. red 
velvet lines’’ as just one of the images from the immortal 
“Bela Lugosi's Dead.’ The other feature of ‘Marlene 
Dietrich’s Favourite Poem” is a fairly minimalistic com- 
bination of keyboards and drums. Accented by Murphy's 
deep bass voice, the song ts rather cold. 

Murphy never rocks our, but he does from time to time 
vet more energetic and more furtous. “Roll Call’ and 
“Deep Ocean Vast Sea” are two songs tha have an 
urgency behind them. They drive and roll into your 
head. Good music has a way of infesting your brain, and 
these two songs pound until you let them in. 

My favorite track, apart from “A Strange Kind ot 
Love’. is the third song, entitled ““C ‘rystal Wrists.”’ The 
song is a subtle jab at organized religions, the mind- 
numbing effects they sometimes have, and the way they 
drive people to more conservative views. Murphy sings, 
“T ewist a shade to my right/ and spit at beelzebub on 
sight/ and go on loving all I see/ For here | live on pa- 


tiently.”” The song uses Murphy's bass voice and his | 


lyrics in pertect- collaboration with the instruments of 
the Hundred Men. 

The break-up of Bauhaus was a great loss to the music 
industry and neither of the Spin-offs can ever be as in- 
fluential as that band was. However, Murphy has taken 
steps to insure that he will be able to influence the music 
scene on his own. In a while, he may be a talented force 
worth watching. Now, he's just fun to listen to.

Driving those machines ts no small teat, espectally it 
deep, wet snow. Nine levers control the hydraulic arts 
which move the plows and bed. These need to be moved 
by one person who ts also controlling salt levels comu 
out the back, navigating the road and watching the sut 
rounding trattic. In South Burlington, the Department 
puts two people in one truck: one to drive ind one t 
control the plows and salt 

Dealing with motorists onthe road ts the biggest co 
plant trom the drivers. Fred Brown tried to. get thr

dramatic. You could still have the six division winners 
go, Which would have allowed teams like the 9-7 Buttalo 
Bills and the Browns to slip in. Then, the teams with the 
next four best records would go, which would have put 
in Washington and Green Bay and eliminated Houston 
and Pittsburgh. Then, the 10 teams can be seeded, 
which in 1989 would have looked Tike this: San Fran- 
cisco, New York, Denver, Philadelphia, Los Angeles, 
Minnesota, Green Bay, Washington, Cleveland, and 
Buffalo. Then have the best and worst teams play until 
there are but two left, just like college basketball. 

Think about it. The opening round of the playofts 
would have featured Denver-Washington, Philadelphia- 
Green Bay, Los Angeles-Minnesota, and New York- 
Cleveland. Poor Buffalo would have had their hands full 
with San Francisco, but then, so did everyone. 

With five teams left, of course, there is a problem. 
This could be solved in one of two ways: (1) In the open: 
ing round, the number seven team plays the number ten 
team and the number eight team plays the number nine 
team. This would parallel the current wild-card weekenc 
and give the top six teams a week off, which currentl; 
the six division winners get —“not the top six teams, a:

On Friday evening, Lee sat 
for almost three hours in front of over 
1,000 enthusiastic people at Ira Allen.

More than 2,000: people - braved 
zero-degree weather outside Ira Allen 
Chapel on Friday evening to see film 
maker Spike kick -off Black 
History Month at UVM. Overflow 
from the Chapel was put in’ Bilings 
Theater to watch the show on closed- 
circuit television. ‘ 
The crowd who attended. the show 
came from all over the region. The 
UVM Black Student Union reserved 
a section for its members up front.

The 
audience was mostly UVM students, 
but there was also a strong turnout of 
local residents curious to see the face 
behind.the movies. 

Lee sat on the stage next to a table 
and a glass of water addressing the gid- 
dy crowd.

He credits his parents for raising 
him to be a successtul person and tilm 
maker.- His mother was: an English 
teacher and-exposed him frequently to 
theater and film.

Mbulelo Mzamane and his wife, Nthoana, will be the pro- 
gram directors of the Afnca House at the Living and Leam- 
mg Center that will begin next fall. Africa House is a part of 
the growing African Studies Program at UVM and hopes to 
provide an opportunity for students to increase global 
awareness in a culturally diverse environment. He recently 
visited UVM to lecture for Professor Gordon's anthropology 
class and make arrangements for next year 

Cynic: What do. you think of the issues confronted by 
Spike Lee in his films such as inter-racial tension in the 
cities and the problem of retaining one’s blackness in- 
stead of conforming to so-called white American 
standards? , ; :

One or two years down 
the road, | notice that I see more. More than that, ita 
due to functions of geography and economy That is nor 
reversible 

If the University of Vermont has programs that appeal 
to the national population, we-will get the right kind-ot 
students.-And when we do that, we can appeal for tur 
ther funding from bodies who will recognize the impor 
tance of our work. In this way, we Can get schol irships 
and attract both imrernational students and ethnic 
students.

Help Save The Youth Of America may not be the best utle 
to choose for an ep designed to get you better acquainted 
with the American buying public, but for English “ur 
bane folk’, singersongwriter Billy Bragg it gets to the 
point. quite nicely, The ep, subtitled “Live and 
Dubious” features music from Bragg’s tour of the Soviet 
Union, the one that Billy Joel and Bon Jovi weren't on 
Bragt's political bent was established quite early on in 
his career. when he gained a reputation. as England's 
newest “angry boy” while shuffling himself around with 
‘his guitar and amptitier to play-at Union -meenngs and 
Strike Rallys that broke out against the. Thatcher 
Government in the mid-’80’s (as w ell asa benefit for the 
Congressianal bid of one Bernard Sanders), The live ep 
was his fitth release, third: if America, and was released 
while the Presidential Campaigns were rolling across 
America in 1988. It is, basically, Bragg's plea, trom a 
common European actually, that we take the process ot 
choosing a President more seriously. As he put it in the 
liner notes for the ep, “Well may you ask, “(Why is this 
limev whining on about. our country, when irs nothing 
to do with him”: | have noyote inyour Presidential ele 
honovet its outcome. will directly attect my future an !

Since many ot the problems his country has 
are quite similar to ours, his music applies nevertheless 
Brave has many. songs about racial relations, notable 
not only tor their application to our own culture bur also 
because of Bragg’s relatively homogeneous home. coun- 
trv. “This Guitar Says Sorry’” ts Bragg’s actount of an 
inter-racial couple's struggle with their own parentage, 
and the society around them. ‘‘Sandra met Raymond at 
the Race Relations/ Much to the dismay of her family 
and friends! The love that we have is so important’’, he 
sings, with sparse guitar Bac kground 
He draws on his country’s own twisted history tor 
other observations, like the 1649 confrontation between 
the Diggers and the British government w hich saw the 
destruction of their effort at the hands of “the:men of 
property's hired men and troopers.” Bragg finishes the 
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song, after the Diggers have been wiped out by the 

troopers, noting “You poor take courage7 You Tich tak. 

carey This earth was made a common treasury fc! 
a ‘ j 

evéryone to share/ All things in common/ All peop: 

one! We come in peace/ The orders came to cut ther 


down.” 

By this time Bragg's political orientation may not be 
much of a problem to figure; he's associated quite heavi 
ly with Marxist ideals, but for a working clas 
Englishman that may not be entirely unusual. His opt 
nion of his government is made quite_clear, as is his op" 
nion of the “free press’ of the British Isles, but he als 
maintains another side to his songwriting that touche 
on the more human and emotional aspects of people. 

“A New England,” which can be found on hi 
American release called Back To Basics, also indicate 
that this is what he would much rather center on (" 
don't want to change the world/ I'm not. looking for / 
New England/ I'm just looking for another girl."* It is th 
perspective of the British working man, delivered to \ 
in song. The song begins, ‘Il was 21 years when | wrot 
‘this song/ I'm 22 now but I won't be for long/ People as 
me when will you grow up to be a man/ But all the girls 
loved at school are already pushing prams,"’ and e: 
emplifies not only the repressed sexuality of our socie

Students for Choice 
Meeting: Feb. 8th 


Tuesday, January 30th, members of Students for Choice 
were present and testified at the Public Hearing in 
Montpelier on the Parental Norification Bill that was re- 
jected by the Vermont Senate Health and Welfare Com- 
mitree. Under this bill, a minor seeking an abortion 
would have had to notify her parents by either phone of 
certified letter before the procedure Could be performed. 
The fact is that a pregnant teenager usually will involve 
her parents if open communication lines already exist in 
the family. Often, children who come from. dystunc- 
tional families cannot talk to their parents because of 
poor relations, 

Head of Escorting, Peter Dully, spoke from personal 
experience when making his testimony at the hearing 

“In my work, | confront intimidating anti-choice tet- 
rorists teguiarly. Marty are also parents. 1 have witnessed, 
up-close and-personal, the irttimidating, abusive tactics 
emnployed by these so-called adults ahd so-called 
parents. They possess all the sound, responsible judg- 
ment and parental compassion which enable them to 
reduce teenage girls to tears. Imagine tor a moment what 
it would be like to be the daughter of mature, sensible 
parents, who, between terrorizing other young women, 
might find the rime to talk the decision over with you.” 

Annie Colloredo-Mansfeld, the Co-Founder and Co-

sees no sense at all, Sitting on a fence is a man who 
strokes his twenty beards, Sitting on a fence is a man 
who drinks real ale, but the real problem with this man 
is that he says he can't when he can, He'd rather not vet 
his hands dirty, He'll still be there when he's thirty.’ 
Ignore the gender-specific pronoun and perhaps ore 
will see that it is time to stop: being ‘‘sheep.”’ Alas, once 
again America’s Social Conscience.comes from Britain.

There was no attempt made 
ro rob or sexually assault her; the motive seems [to arise 
ut of the fact that she was a member of Cat Patrol 
Although paranoia would put these crimes together 
and label it a dangerous trend, violence such as this is a 
rarity at UVM. Captain Paul Meade of UVM Security 
Services asserts that by tar the most common forms of 
crime on campus are larceny and vandalism, which 
would seem almost intuitive to any student who has ever 
lived in.a dorm. Wallets and money are the most com- 
mon things stolen, while the destruction of various parts 
ot residence halls is the most popular form of vandalism. 
According to Meade, breaking into cars and dorm. rooms 
is also seen relatively often 
Could we be standing idly by while a full-scale crime 
wave is welling up before our eyes? Not in the opinion of 
Captain Meade, who believesgahat compared to other 
universities of similar size, UVM 1s relatively safe. It 
would be interesting as well as informative, in Meade's 
view, to survey equal (but large) numbers of on and off- 
campus students on the extent to which they have been 
the victims of various types of crimes. It is his hypothesis 
that off-campus students are more often subject to the 
types of crime Most commonly seen on campus than 
those campus inhabitants ; 
Although UVM’s law enforcement agency is called 
‘Security Services,’ there are in fact 21 officers who are 
in all respects equivalent to the police. They have the 
power fo arrest, process D.W I suspects, issue trattic 
tickets. send cases to court, conduct criminal investiga- 


tions, and have statewide jurisdiction: There exists the 
common miscongeprion that UVM Security consists of 
little more than “rent-a-cops. It is unclear whether this 


misconception, helps or hinders them in their ettorts to.

Even tf this 
vague question could be decisively answered, there 
would be no guarantees 

One alternative would’ be to pump More Money into 
Security. Services, giving them) more. officers and 
vehicles to Cover the campus. This isn’t likely to be a 
solution, however,.as very few campus crimes. could 
have been prevented by more security. If a guard was t 
he posted at the door of every residence hall comples 
the lerge cost to. the university as well as the fcelbaned 
hassle to students would create more controversy than it 
would prevent. The easiest and most immediate option 
ro purstie would be to advise general awareness that 
crime does exist in the student community 

To many, a certain amount of mischievous revelry isa 
certainty,-and should perhaps be tolerated. Some people

Good education costs money. Just ask 
any student, particularly an out-of- 
state student, and he or she will tell 
you. Our money goes toward ‘ouilding 
maintenance, equipment, and a 
variety of other things. Unfortunately, 
taculty salaries don’t appear to be one 
the things students are paying for. 
Faculty at UVM receive an average 
of $10,000 less annually than do facul- 
ty at other New England universities 
such-as UConn, UNH, UMaine, and 


UMass. This average of $10,000 does ° 


not even take into account the grossly 
disproportionate select 
taculty such as former deans returned 
to teaching. These fortunate few 
receive salaries that compete even 
with those of the administrators. 

The UVM _= administration must 
realize that faculty salaries are not a 
good place to cut comers. UVM's 
academic reputation is founded on a 
policy of academic excellence and this 
excellence comes straight from our 
A quality faculty, one that 
ell as research, doesn't 
come cheaply, but this doesn’t seem 
to bejehe thinking of the university. 
They seem to think we can maintain a 
good staft that can effectively do their 
job and save money in the process. 
One wonders if they aren't taking the 
leadfrom the state and federal govern- 
ment’s educational policy.

| am writing in response to a 
letter signed ‘*).D."’ under the 
heading ‘Homosexuality Un- 
natural.’ | would like: J.D. to 
turn to him— (or her—) self 
and ask “what do | mean by 
unnatural?" 

Certainly, if one takes a look 
at mother nature and all her 
children in the animal 
kingdom it can be found that 
homosexuality occurs in most 
every species, increasing in 
prevalence as one moves to the 
more intelligent animals. In 
this respect, homosexuality is 
more a part of nature than 
apart trom it. 

Unnatural can also mean 
“not within the intended order 
of things.” This type of state- 
ment implies many different 
things to a lot of people and 
often has religious connota- 
tions. Because everyone is 
always tight in his own 
religious beliefs it is not 
necessary to discuss this issue 
on that level 

Let us take a look at “‘un- 
natural’’ in the sense of being 
foreign to the nature of a per- 
son or thing. If one considers 
the entire human race it can- 
not be said that homosexuality 
is unnatural. Referentes to 
homosexuality (regardless — of

their connotations) have oc- 
curred since the beginning of 
recorded history. 

If the issue is brought to a 
more personal. level it cam be 
said that it is unnatural for a 
homosexual person to have 
heterosexual intercourse, as 
this would violate his own 
nature. Whether it is right or 
wrong becomes a matter of in- 
dividual opinion. 

The psychidtric community 
recognizes that sexual orienta- 
tion is not chosen. Some peo- 
ple discover that they are gay. 
Others realize that they are 
not. Most people probably find 
themselves somewhere in bet- 
ween. This is part of their own 
nature and they should have 
the right to associate positive 
experiences with it if that is 
their choice. It is nor 
something that -can be 
changed

Human Race." | recognize that 
].D. is not gay and that 
homosexuality woiuld be un 
natural for him (or her).

It is part of 
what makes J.D. J.D. That ts 
good enough for J.D. but not 
necessarily for other people 
To quote the Monty Python 
troup: ‘‘We 
individuals.”’

On Shiotani’s in 
in amateur photographer's group, called the 
Best Club. was setcup m 1919. It was the first of its 
n the region.

Kodak Camera with a single element lens for all his 
photographs, keeping. a stock of spare parts on hand for 
neccesary repairs 
All ot his prints were made on Kodak Royal Bromide 
paper, until it was discontinued after World War IL. Its 
nique qualines of a warm color tone, which took sepia 
ning well, and ivory ground made. it prized among 
lapanese photographers. He continued his quiet life Of 
photography tor over 60 years until his death in 1988 
Shiotani had no use. for new techniques. All the 
techniques and styles in photography which evolved in 
the twenties in Europe and the United States were well 
known in Japan when these Japan Sea coast pictures 
were taken, but there. is no. indication in’ these 
photographs that Shiotani knew anything about them 
There ts in his work no trace of extra-sharp focus, as seen 
in. works by his contemporaries. For  Shiotani, 


phetography was soft-textured paper, filters, and various 


painterly techniques, including what the Japanese call 
oirueshusei, an effect. which gives the photo the’ ap 
pearance. of an_oil painting. He always did all his own 
developing: and printing , 

Occasionally, however, there is evidence of manipula- 
tion in the developing process. In at least one ot the im- 
ages on display at the Fleming, Picture of a ‘Weather 
Report, he appears to have bent the negative in the 
enlarger. The negative, which has survived, shows an 
absolutely straight horizon, yet in the print there ts an 
apparent curvature — as though the avorld shrank 

In his photography, Shiotani turned the everyday into 
the immortal, and manintained a con¢ern about the in- 
tegrity of the subject. “Be close to the. natural,” 


Shiorani is quoted as saying. “" ‘ultivate a natural heart, 


shizen no kokono, but. one which reacts. ~ If. you 
photograph a storm, feel stormy.” 

These natural inclinations ate very evident in his 
works. There are images of fishermans’s nets, a field of 
lightning, a shop in the harbor, sand dunes, and an 
especially notable photograph of two Buddhist monks 
About the last photograph, Life In-A Zen Temple, 
Japanese critic Eiichi Sakuri has said, ‘1 can teel the in 
ternal beauty of those young monks through their tacial 
expressions; and the clean, innocent image of those 
young monks who are going through hard training and 
study every day-touches my heart. This must be what 
moves everyone.”’ 

It is this ability to capture ‘‘the real’ which makes 
Shiotani’s work so special. In each of the images, a mun- 
dane scene is photographed and captured in such a way 
as to immortalize the moment. Shiotani’s works are 
scenes from everyday lite; frozen in time, and preserved 
on. film. For us, these photographs Seem steeped in 
nostalgia: They. are fragment: of the past. But tor him, 
this was the way things were, the way he saw them and 
presented them to us. As he himself put it, “After | 
finish working from my library, | watch the sea am- 
biguously. A sea breeze touches the surface ot the water 
A large ship, a small ship going in and out of the pier. | 
stare...Out at the sea, colored with sunset, amber- 
colored water, shining like candles, unexplainable 
beauty.”

- Playing the Music of Nature

The. collection of musicians known as Mannheim 
Steamroller haven't put out an original composition in 
years. They do, however, manage to remain in the 
musical file “Still Kicking’ with releases of Christmas 
songs, other musicians’ collaborations, and re-releases of 
their own material. 

Their most recent effort, Yellowstone, The Music of 
Nature, is completely true to. this form, Nine of the 
album's fifteen tracks are recordings from the popular 
Fresh Aire series and the others are pieces by Antonio 
Vivaldi, Ottorino Respighi, Claude Debussy, and Ferde 
Grote. The album is worth the purchase for the music 
and for the ideas behind it : 

Chip Davis, drummer and composer of Mannheim 
Steamroller and founder of the record label, American 
Gramaphone, which releases all thetr-material, put the 
collection of songs together for this album to help raise 
awareness of the fire that devastated Yellowstone Na 
tional Park. A certain portion of the proceeds trom sales 


of this album will go to help the. revitalization of the 


park. For this reason alone, this album should be bought 

The music is also worth the price of this album since 
the compact disc version is packed with over seventy 
minutes of music. The Mannheim re-releases are all ex 


cellent songs that inspire one to feel justabout anything 


Among them are the songs “Come Home to the Sea’, 
“Morning”, and the combination of ‘Earthrise’ with 
“Return so Earth”. The last two are highlighted by an 
effective combination of acoustical guitar chords, blend- 
ed> vocal harmonies, brass, and) rypical Mannheim 


keyboards. “Come Home to the Sea’’ is a beautiful, airy 
piece that is driven by a backround of crashing waves 
“Morming’” is just that, the joy of waking at sunrise not 
hungover, drinking a cup a coffee and watching, smell 
ing, feeling, hearing, and tasting the day untold. The 
Mannheim sound is best described as eclectic but you 
can classify them as whatever you want. They make 
music for everyone 

The classical pieces added to this album are strong 
choices from a variety of fields. The most traditional are 
the Allegro movements from Vivaldi'’s The Four Seasons, 
which are handled well by the Mannheim crew and a 
guest orchestra. Claude Debussy's ‘‘Ballade”’ is the other 


_ piece by a relatively well-known composer. This, too, ts 


played with a large amount of style and skill, bringing 
out the highlights of the piece 

The other two pieces, Ferde Grofe’s ‘Grand Canyon 
Suite: Cloud Burst’ and Ottorino Respighi's ‘The Pines 
of Rome”, are less popular but certainly as powerful as 
the other two. Written in a more modern style, they rely 
more on contrast than on harmony. This is not a detri- 
ment to the album, however. The overall strength is in- 
creased by the break in melodicism created by these two 
pieces. “The Pines of Rome” is still a beautifully flowing 
piece but without the tightness of the other classical 
pieces. 

‘Grand Canyon Suite" is an excellent composition 
that combines the dissonance of modern composition 
and intricacies of classic classical. To hear it is to unders- 
tand what Yellowstone is about; life and death and the 


_ever changing cycle of nature. Yellowstone, the Music of 
- Nature is truly what it says it is — the music of nature. 


While we wait for Mannheim Steamroller to come out 
with more original material (probability: unlikely) we

From 
that point on, the Red Raiders would get no closer than 
seven points. 

“I don't really think about how well I'm shooting the 
ball during a game,"’ said Johnson. ““When we were 
~ down by three, all | knew was that we had to get a good 
shot and it didn't really matter who took it. This-was 
probably my best shooting game of the year, but I still

After.a less-than-ememorable outing th Vemont's 79-69 
loss at Colgate, Kevin Roberson turned in a superb effort 
for the 11-15 Catamounts. Recording career highs in 
points (21) and rebounds (18), Roberson received the 
usual standing ovation as he left the floor. Currently 
third in the nation in blocked shots, Roberson finished 


_ with six blocks on the afternoon. 


“In terms of intensity, this was my best game of the 
year,” said Roberson. “I was really pumped up tor this 
yame because of what happened at Colgate.”’ 

The Cats held a 32-18 advantage with 3:13 remaining 
in the first half, but Colgate outscored Vermont: 12-4 
over the last three minutes to trim the Catamount lead 
to 36-30 by halftime. 

As the Red Raiders drew closer in the second half, 


reserve guard Jack Ehretsman came off the bench to give © 


Colgate their first lead since the opening seconds of the 
game. With Vermont on top 47-45, Ehretsman con- 
verted a three-point play after being-fouled in the act of 
shooting by Matt Johnson. Seconds later, Ehretsman 
stole the ball and scored on a layup to give the Raiders 
their largest lead at 50-47 with 11:18 left in regulation. 

Ehretsman finished with 14 points, while center 
Jonathan Stone led all Colgate scorers with 15. Guard 


Jay Armstrong also had 11 points for the 7-18 Red — 


Raiders. 

Heading into their final’ game of the season, Ver- 
mont's playoff picture is rather clear. After ending the 
regular season in Hartford this Saturday, the Cats will 
travel back to the Hartford Civic Center for the opening 
round of the NAC tournament March 6th. If they defeat 
Hartford on Saturday, Vermont will square off against 
the Black Bears of Maine in the first round. However, if 


-they lose to Hartford, they will play the Hawks again | 


when the tournament begins next Tuesday, Although 
Maine could be considered a more favorable opponent 
to face in the first round, the Catamounts have defeated 
both teams during the regular season. 

“We just want to beat Hartford this Saturday,” said 
assistant coach Mike Cordovano. ‘‘It doesn’t really mat- 
ter who we play in the first round, because we have to 
win three games (to win the tournament) anyway.

Vermont’ s junior forward Rich Tarrant had 14 points, 10 rebounds, and six steals Wednesday against Northeastern to go with his 10 points Tues- 


day against Maine. 


Northeastern at the Hartford Civic Center was un- 
doubtedly Vermont's biggest victory since Tom 
Brennan took the helm in 1986. Furthermore, it 
was the first time the Cats had beaten Northeastern 
away from home in 70 years. 

“This is the most fatartous win I've ever been in- 
volved with in my life,’’ said Brennan. ‘‘(Nor- 
theastern coach) Karl Fogel said there were only 
three teams that could win this tournament: Nor- 
theastern, Hartford, and Boston University. Now 
two of those three teams are out. Obviously, we're 
very thrilled to be in this position.

Cats had to weather not one, but two ie ee 
storms at the beginning of each half. Powered by 
standout guard Lamont Hough and forward Dexter 
Jenkins, the Huskies scored the first six points of the 
game, and opened a 19-9 lead on a pair of free 
throws by Hough at the 13:49 mark of the first half. 

But she Cats battled back. Displaying a versatile 
offensive attack, Vermont outscored Northe astem 
19-6 over the next. 11 minutes. Two three-pointers 
by Kenny White and another by Matt Johnson 
caught the attention of the Husky defense which in 
turn freed up forwards Rich Tarrant and Rahim 
Huland El. With just over three minutes left in the 
half, a three-pointer by Huland El put the Cats on 
top 28-25. However, the Huskies finished the half

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Woman leads discussion of homophobia

On Tuesday, March 6, ap- 
proximately 25 people 
assembled in the Billings 
North Lounge to . discuss 
homophobia. The discus- 
sion was led by Lori Hayes, 
agency facilitator for 
Women Helping Battered 
Women. The discussion 
was held as part of 
Women’s History Month 
and a response to recent in- 
cidents of homophobia. in 
the Burlington and UVM 
community. 

After a short introduc- 
tion, Hayes asked the group 
to help determine the agen- 
da for the discussion. A 
conclusion was made -that 
both education about 
homophobia, _ particularly 
fear of lesbians, and 
strategies for solving 
homophobia related pro- 
blems would be the focus of 
the meeting. 

Hayes began the discus- 
si0O)n b y 
homophobia as -‘‘the fear, 
hatred, or dread of lesbians 
or gay mén. It is also being 
scared tO get close toa per- 
son of the same sex.”’ Hayes 
then pointed to a quote 
from a letter written to The 
Cynic, where homosexuali- 
ty was described as “‘an un- 
natural act that is as un- 


detining, 


natural 
incest.” 

Quite often, homosexuals 
are petceived as a threat to 
heterosexuality, said Hayes. 
This fear often leads to 
negative actions, many of 
which are violent, towards 
lesbians or gay men. Accor- 
ding to Hayes, ‘‘a lesbian is 
often perceived as a 
threat.’’ In actuality, ‘‘it is 
as common to be @ lesbian 
or a gay man as it is to be 
left-handed. There are more 
lesbians and gay men than 
people with red hair. People 
do not attach a_ moral 
stigma: to red-heads or left- 
handed people, however, 
they see homosexuals as be- 
ing morally inferior.’ One 
out of every ten people are 
gay. 

Homophobia — atso—-con- 
tains elements of hypocrisy, 
said Hayes. When one goes 
to the movies, or. watches 
t.v., heterosexuality . ‘is 
everywhere. These depic- 
tions are often blatant and 
violent. Hayes, 
“hererosexuals are often us- 
ed and abused, but people 
say it’s okay and don't talk 
about it.’ When people 
talk about homosexuals 
they say, ‘‘I just wish queers 
wouldn't be so pervasive.”

VT Extension Service 
plans modernization 


CHRISTY WARNER 
In 1912, The Vermont Ex- 


tension Service started 
working toward improving 
the. standard of © living 
among rural Vermonters. In 
1990 this organization ts 
seeking to reorganize and 
““modernize™’ its services. 
According to Dennis 
Kauppila, an Agricultural 
Agent for the Extension 
Service in Caledonia Coun- 
ty, the Extension Service is 
‘a research based intorma- 


tion center designed to 
serve the people of the 
state; it serves as the 
outreach arms. of the 
university.”’ 

The Extension Service's 


goals are based upon the im- 
portance of improying Ver- 
monter’s standard of living 
by attempting to educate 
Vermonters on economic 
well-being and valuable life 
skills. It addresses the im- 
portance of nutrition, con- 
sumer resource manage- 
ment skis and natural 
resource management skills. 
For example, in 1927 crops 
in several parts of the state 
were damaged from severe 
flooding. Farmers called the 
Extension Service to see 
what they could do to save 
what was left of their crops. 
Extension Service agents 
paid personal visits to these 
farms to see how they could 
help. 

In addition to. these ser- 
vices, the Extension Ser- 
vice encourages participa- 
tion in public policy deci-

sions. It has reached its 
goals through the 4-H Pro- 


gram, through its television 


program. ‘‘Across the 
Fence’. and’ by. means of 
community service 


_activities. 


Kauppila admits, 
however, that ‘ ‘the Exten- 
sion Service has been 
around a long time and is in 


need of some moderniza- 
tion.” “Extension in the 
90's and Beyond" is the 


proposal developed by the 
Extension Service to 
reorganize its system. The 
proposal stresses the impor- 
tance of continuing its work 
with the state and Ver- 
monters but in a more 
organized manner. If the 
proposal is agreed upon by 
the university, several struc- 
tural changes will take 
place. Issue teams will be 
organized to decide upon 
issues that will be pertinent 
to Vermonters. Personnel 
changes will also be needed, 
including the addition of a 
few new positions. And to 
serve the state as a whole, 
the state will be divided in- 
to five regions with an Ex- 
tension Service office in 
each region. 

The Extension Service is 
a longstanding organiza- 


tion. It has served the state . 


for over seventy years. Ac- 
cording to Kauppila, this 
proposal would allow the 
Extension to address its 
goals more efficiently and 
help serve Vermonters 
perrer~ *; 
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answer such difficult ques- 
tions as, “What does a les- 
bian or gay man give up 
when they ‘come out’?”’ 
“What does a homosexual 
gain by ‘coming out’?”’ and 
“What are some strategies 
to make UVM safer for 
homosexuals?” 

When a_ homosexual 
‘comes out'(of the closet), 
or openly admits to his or 
her homosexuality, many 
sacrifices are made. Accor- 
ding to those who attended 
the discussion, these 
sacrifices range from 
privacy, to safety, to the 
legal right to marriage. 
Homosexuals often become 
alienated from friends, 
family members and are 
discriminated against when 
applying for jobs. Gay men 
and lesbians. cannot

denied medical care. 
Attendants of the 
meeting also agreed that 
there are benefits to ‘com- 
ing out.’ Homosexuals gain 
integrity and feel relieved 
when they come out. Being 
honest with oneself was also 
cited as a benefit of admit- 
ting one’s homosexuality. 
The attendants believed 
that disadvantages of com- 
ing out, however, seem to 
outweigh those of staying in 
the closet. According to 
Hayes, “there are incredi- 
ble risks involved in coming 
out. You should honor and 
encourage people to come 
out, but it is important not 
to blame lesbians and gay 
men who are too scared to

In 
1970, according to Stoler, 
the situation appeared more 
optimistic as. Nixon and 
Kissinger signed 50 percent 
of all U.S/USSR treaties 
within a two year period. . 
--Tr was in the late 1970's 
when -dentente collapsed 
Stoler listed the reasons: tor 
this. He said thar both na- 
tions expected too much 
and would nor accept that 
there were limits on power 
while also believing in the 
zero-sum-gain concept. 

Now, Stoler explained,

Flag-burners are protesting the 
desecration of original rights 


A recent judicial decision from Seat- 
tle has resurrected one of the* most 
myopic political fights in recent 
memory. Considering the apparent 
ability of our Representatives, that 
may come as sort of a surprise. 

The Seartle 
upheld an American's right to burn 
the flag as a protected expression of 
tree speech under the First Amend- 
Looking at the current 
Supreme Court precedent on the sub- 
ject, established just last year, the con- 
firmation of that ruling -by a lower 
court seems hardly a surprise. Never- 
theless, it has touched off raging 
debate in Washington once again. 
Some Congressmen have even offered 
to have their constituents pay for 
“tree one-way trips to Iran’’ for every 
“person who wants to bum the flag. Of 
course he was a Republican, they like 
to spend lots of money to ship things 
‘to lran.

The debate in Congress really serves 
to show us one thing: how much of a 
problem we have in this country when 
defending the rights which our 
toretathers deemed “‘inalienable’’ yet 
our present leaders seem willing to 
abridge at their leisure. The flag of our 
country is meant to stand for the prin- 
ciples upon which our forefathers 
established it, principles for which it 
must stand, even at the risk of being 
burned. That was the spirit ih which 
it was created, unfortunately, it seems 
thar spirit has been lost. 

The major problem seems to be that 
attending to our rights and ensuring 
that they are extended to all has 
become “inconvenient for most peo- 


ple. For example, outside of Vermont 
most people find the whole concept of 
“Town Meeting Day’’ strange and 
mysterious. It seems odd for people 
who grew up ina society where the 
democratic process lasted five minutes 
to ‘see ordinary people actually talk- 
ing, discussing, and debating political 


concerns fos'a whole day. The idea. . 


that everyone gets the day off to do so 
is even stranger. 

People are letting their rights slip 
away beccuse for most people life is 
comparatively. easy, yet . difficult 
enough to make one less concerned 
with being informed about such trifles 
as local politics, school budgets, and 
world affairs. How many towns out- 
side of Vermont will vote on the Sane 
Freeze referendum, or even consider 
banning disposable diapers? Not 
many, if any. at all. 

In the final analysis, the protesters 
today are not burning the flag as a 
desecration of our national symbol, as 
so many people thoughout the world 
have done. They are burning it to 
show how far we have diverged from 
the principles which established’ it. 
The flag was already being -bumed, 
figuratively, by the state that has tried 
to supplant the rights of individual to 
its own benefit. The flag represents 
the individual right of an American to 
choose what he or she will do, it does 
not represent a state that will in any 
way limit their freedom, nor does it 
represent one that will allow its 
citizens to become uninformed 
enough to let it limit their freedom. In 
short, it doesn't represent America

Masturbation also unnatural 


To the Editor: 

Were | to found a fraternity to- 
day I would establish a policy 
of membership discrimination 
such that no man who mastur- 
bates would be accepted for 
membership. My reasons for 
this position closely parallel 
those given for homosexuality 
in the letters to the editor by 


].D. (2/22/90) and Hank Lewis 


(3/1/90) with one difference. . 


).D. thinks that things are un- 
natural due to our feelings of 
disgust surrounding them and 
sO eating feces is unnatural 
because we cringe when con- 
templating it, but this is not so 
There is more to naturalness 
than a-mere expression of emo- 
tion. Even J.D. realized these 
defects when he wrote of his 
own thesis that ‘There is no 
way of rationally explaining it 

We have known for cen- 
turies that masturbation is un- 
natural as confirmed by its con- 
demnation in the tenets of 
both Christianity and Judaism 
(Genesis 38:9-10), but, the un- 
naturalness of masturbation 
will become clearer once we 
understand the three general 
forms. of sexual expression: 
heterosexual, males having 
sexual jntercourse with each 
other, and females having sex- 


ual intercourse. with each 
other. As Lewis would concur, 
we were put on this earth to 
procreate. Hence, masturba- 
tion (and we. might add oral 
sex, contraception, and. 
celibacy to the list) is  un- 


-natural and | agree with J.D. 


that “it doesn’t matter how 
many people are doing it,” 
numbers don't determine what 
is natural. Masturbation is 
viewed by many as a healthy 
form of sexual expression, 
usually by the same people who 
are always ‘‘sticking up for 
some stupid cause’’ such as pro- 
tessors of human development, 
psychiatrists, anthropologists 
and psychologists, but we 
know better and have known 
for a long time. 

Some say that discrimination 
against masturbators would be 
wrong, but as Hank Lewis has 
pointed out, fraternities have 
the right to,act in their best in- 
terests and that includes 
preventing immoral people 
and those of questionable 
character from tainting the in- 
tegrity of brotherhood. Un- 
natural sexual behavior such as 
masturbation is immoral and 
fraternities must have the right 
to keep immorality out of the 
fraternity. Some say that this 


« 
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“quality of character'’ argu 
ment has been used to 
discriminate against others 
such as blacks and Jews. My 
point is thar, unlike one’s skin 
color or choice of worship, 
masturbation is unnatural and, 
therefore, wrong. We know 
that what men do with their 
bodies, even in private without 
affecting any non-consenter, is 
a reliable indication of the 
content of their moral 
character. Therefore, my 
fraternity has the right to re- 
ject such people from member 
ship solely on the basis of their 
means of sexual expression and 
without any further 
considérations. 

I hope my sarcasm is ob 
vious. My point is that if we ac’ 
cept these arguments in the 
case of homosexuality we must 
accept them in the case of 
masturbation as well. So, 
either a fraternity should 
discriminate against both or 
neither. Needless to say, |

Vladimir Felrsman, the Russian emigre pianist’ who 
came to the United States on August 18, 1987 after an 
eight-year fight to leave the Soviet Union, gave a con- 
cert last night at the Flynn Theater. It was sponsored by 
the Lane Series. The concert consisted of three pieces 


and an encore: Bach/Busoni’s Chaconne in D Minor from. 


BWV 1004, Mozart's Sonata #8 in A Minor, K. 30, and 
Modest Mussorgsky's Pictures at an Exhibition, with an 
encore by Rachmaninov . 

The Feltsman story is well known by now. Leslie 
Rubenstein’ summed it up tersely for an article in 
Stagebill ntagazine: ‘“‘It has the makings of a Hollywood 
blockbuster. Soviet wunderkind applies for exit visa. 
“Wunderkind, a Jew, turned down. Wunderkind labeled 
‘Refusenik."’ Refusenik blackballed for eight years. U.S. 
Ambassador intervenes. Private recital planned. Piano 
strings slashed. Sabotage reported worldwide. High level 
brouhaha. Schulz, Gorbachev, Shevardnadze, 
“Glastnost.’’ Next. stop, The White House. 
Wunderkind plays’ ‘The Star Spangled Banner*' He 
sells out Carnegie Hall. On celluloid, perhaps, the 
American dream...” 

His performance Wednesday night at the Flynn 
Theater was exceptional. As. the lights dimmed, out 
from the wings and straight to.the Steinway walked the 
Russian pianist. Without so much as a passing glance at 
the audience, the concert began. In no time at all, Mr. 
Feltrsman was deep into the sonorous Chaconne in D 
Minor. With lightening speed. and precision, Vladimir 
Feltrsman let loose with an impressive display of ascen- 
ding and descending melodic motifs. He played) with 
great delicacy. and little restraint. If anything, he seemed 
a bit too contident at the piano. One began to suspect 
his technique infallible. 

“After atquick bow to the audience, he began the se- 
cond piece, Sonata No. 8 in A Minor. Mr. Feltsman’s 
tingers delicately worked the keyboard, producing the 
well-known trilly arpeggiation of Wolfgang Amadeus 
Mozart. This musical gem was so light. and fluffy, ‘the 
flurry of notes seemed to burst into thin air. 

Atrer an intermission, Mr. Feltsman retumed to finish

the concert with Mussorgsky's musical interpretation of 
Pictures at an Exhibition. This dramatic piece evoked 
cartoon-like images of an imaginary Market Place, a 
Gnome, an Old Castle, and the recurring theme of the 
Promenade. After receiving a standing ovation, Mr. 
Feltsman returned to the Steinway for an short encore 
by Rachmaninov. 

Vladimir Feltsman is the son of composer Oskar 
Feltsman, one of the best-known Russian composers of 
popular music. The younger Feltsman first performed 


with the Moscow State Philharmonic Orchestra at the 


age of 10, won*the Concertina International Competi- 
tion in Prague at 15, and took first prize at the 
Marguerite Long Competition in Paris at 19. He toured 
extensively but became disenchanted with having his 
career run for him. With his biologist wife Anna, he re- 
quested emigration to Israel during a period in which 
many Soviet Jews were leaving the country. His request 
was turned down and the few concerts he was subse- 
quently given were mostly in the provinces with inade- 
quate pianos and little or no advertising. 

But Feltsman did not lose hope, because he knew 
there were people in the U.S. and in other.countries try- 
ing to secure his release. He also had great contidence in 
the powers of his own talent. In Gramaphone magazine, 
he wa’ quoted as saying “if you get this kind of message 
(talent) from God, it’s your duty to create something, to 
pive it back, with royalties. It doesn’t matter if you have 
a miserable life or a painful life. If you really have it, you 
have to do what you.can to develop: it.” And this is 
precisely what Feltsman has been doing all his life 

As well as keeping up a demanding concert schedule, 
Feltsman is also a professor at the State University of 
New York. He also has various teaching commitments at 
The College at New Paltz, where he teaches a Course in 
piano literature, conducts a series of master classes, and 
instructs a limited number of piano majors. 

When asked about his own musical influences, he has 


said ‘‘E never lnok at myself as a typical representative of 


the Soviet school. And I see no reason tu start my Career 
withrypical programmes--Rachmaninov, Prokofiev, and 
Scriabin. That's boring and ridiculous. | choose my pro 
grammes for one simple reason-it's music | love."’

Essentially, Antigone defies the order and buries her 
brother thereby sentencing herself to death by Creon’s 
laws. The catch is that she is promised in marriage to 
Creon’s son, Haemon. Creon is so blinded by his pride 
that he sentences her to death anyway. He is warned by 
the prophet, Tiresias, that if he doesn't revoke his deci-

Blues Great Lightnin’ Hopkins 


B.B. King may not have been born with the Blues, but 
he's been singing them since he was four. Sixty years 
later he is still singing the Blues; and he brought them 
with him to Burlington's Memorial Auditorium along 
with his Gibson 335 guitar, named “‘Lucille,” and a

That's right,-a slightly fractured leg. Mr. King explain- 
ed to’ the nearly packed house that a few weeks ago he 
slipped on some ice in Chicago and now can barely walk 
without the aid of crutches. He came onstage with the 
crutches, ‘but ‘abandoned them on more than one 
number as it seemed that not even a hairline fracture 
could keep him from playing the blues on his own feet 

That alone shows a: sense of old-fashioned. protes 
sionalism which seems to be painfully absent trom many 
contemporary acts: Where—mest 
cancel (and have cancelled) if they so much as telt slight 
ly under the weather, Mr. King played an hour and a halt 
show in obvious discomfort. It was almost as if he took

the stage with something tj prove 

(The pain) isn't in-my hands. It isn't in my fingers 
It's in-my leg and that shouldn'r stop me froni playing,” 
Mr. King told the audience. With the aid of his sax 
ophonist, who frequently was requested by Mr. King to 
alter his microphone position, Mr: King pur on an ad- 
mirable performance. 

But after winning five Grammys, recording over 50 
albums, and influencing countless musicians, Mr. King 
need not prove he is a legend. The proof was in his play- 
ing, and-his legendary status was reinforced by it. last 
Thursday night. 

The legend began in Memphis when King was 20 and 
American music was at a crossroads. The big band sound 
was fading, but radio and records were becoming both 
increasingly more popular and available. Americans 
craved a new sound and Mr. King’s unique electric \ 


sound, along: with his orchestra-accompaniment . and 


gospel-oriented vocals, provided the backbone of that 
new sound. 


His popularity, however, was not achieved until the’ 
70s when he hit big with ‘The Thrill is Gone.”’ Not on- 
ly did that eam him a Grammy for best R&B vocals; it 
also firmly entrenched him in the American Pop Music 
scene. Since then, the records have kept coming and so 
have the Grammys. Last year he produced another 
album (The King of the Blues), which featured guest per- 
formances bythe likes of Stevte Nicks and 1990's biggest 
Grammy winner, Bonnie Raitt. In addition, he recently 
recorded, and subsequently toured with U2; a: tour 
which stretched from Europe to the Far East. He is 
almost like the Energizer Rabbit, but instead of repeated- 
ly beating his drum, he keeps playing his gitar. And 
playing. And playing 

As'a studio artist, thar playing has earned him much of 
his recognition. But what he’s most known for, as a live 
pertormer, is the amazing rapport he is able to maintain 
with his audience: Last Thursday, he was able to tame a 
crowd which was waiting for Mr. King for nearly ‘two 
hours after the show began: The crowd wasn't exacrls 
throwing tomatoes or screaming catcalls, but they were 


getting. slightly impatient. Atter listening to over an 


hour ot local Blues fromthe opening act, Dr. Burma, and 


then taking in the sights as the stage crew frantically 
transformed the stage, it was approaching ten o'clock by 
the time Mr, King took the stage 
- Dr. Burma was a solid opening act, 
test’ sponsored by WIZN also. lessened the delay, but 
when Mr. King finally hobbled onto the: stage. rhe 
warmth with which he was received was matched only 
by the warmth he-showed for those in attendance. He 
generates instant respect, both from and. tor hts au 
dience, His stories carried us back to when he, was a 
youth. growing up in Indianola, Mississippi. He told ot 
past relationships before going into “You've Lost Your 
Good Thing,” and he prefaced “‘The Thrill is Gone’ 
with his own old-tashioned, bur still applicable, advice 
on how to treat women. Part of Mr. King's magic is that 
he has the timeless ability to create a symbiotic relation- 
ship with his audience based on both: respect and 
compassion. 3 

__Atter closing ‘the show with “When Love Comes to 
Town,” Mr. King proved that neither has the thrill left 
his voice, nor-has the magic left his fingers. His guitar

Ramage’s Installation at the Fleming

There's a new exhibit in the’ Fleming Museum this 
month entitled**A Centripetal Installation” by William 
Ramage. While the name sounds like some oppressive 
drive ;from Orwell's 1984, the show. is actually about 
liberation. Perceptual liberation ‘that is as William 
Ramage Challenges. the otd vocabulary of visual percep- 
tion and presents us with his own brain-crushing ver- 
sion. The concept is really quite simple and yet, uncom 
fortably complex. Be aes 

What Ramage demonstrates is that human perception 
originates trom the eye and emenates outward like the 
spokes of a wheel. While this may sound ridiculously evi 
dent, his works, especially the main room which was 
created with this conceft. in mind, are contusingly 
unorthodox 

Actually, what Ramage has done is reverse the tradi 
tional mode of understanding space in graphic arts. Ever 
since the Renaissance artists have envisioned space as a 
perpendicular recession of planar spaces. This is like 
standing on the railroad tracks and seeing space receed 
into the distance. In this model of understanding of 
space there is one definite vanishing point in the 
distance where all lines could be shown to converge 
(think train tracks). 

Ramage however, thinks ‘that this mode of perception 

is indoctrinated and may not actually represent reality. 
What he sets out to accomplish therefore, is to create an 
image of reality according to our eyes. 
- Things which are close to us appear small. If, for exam- 
ple, you were to stand in front of a row of columns the 
column directly in front of you would appear to be 30 
feet tall while the columns on the end might appear only 
to be 10 feet tall. Since all the columns were actually 20 
fr. tall, reality according to Ramage has been tampered 
with. 

In his art he attempts to expose this phenomenon by 
creating images’ with this distortion already 
incorporated. 

~ In the main galley of the show, Ramage alters the en- 
tire space to make this point. The room was originally 


rectangular yet Ramage has so manipulated the space 
that y ou will swear it’s a concave wall. To do this he ar- 
ranged perceptual lines and grids which all coorespond 
Actually 
there are three of these magic spots and if you find one ” 
suddenly the lines make sense and space looks right. It's 


to a central locus somewhere in the room 


exactly the same sensation one feels when standing in 
the center of colonades of Bermini’s St. Peter's square in 
Rome, when all the columns line up in perfect harmony. 

Alsqincluded in the show are four colossal pencil on 
paper portraits ot a steeley eyed man. As one such face 
welcomes you to the “installation” you probably will 
teel like you dreomeeting Big Brother. Don't be atraid, 
howes eT, these stupendously detailed CTeATIONsS are. AC 
tually selt portraits of Ramage himself . 

The. added tact that these creations served as. inspira 
tion for Ramage’s perceptual theory makes them doubly 
intriguing. As the story goes, Ramage realized while 
drawing his face, that his dominant eye was unable to 
perceive certain sections of his face because of his nose 
The end result was that certain sections of his portrain 
are skewed and exaggerated. According to Ramage 
“when | tried to anticipate where something would fall, 
1 was all wrong.” It was at this point that he realizzed 
that his perception of everything was contingent upon 
his immediate relationship. with the world. Whether 
things looked high, low, skinny, fat, curved, crooked, 
small, big or just plain far-away, all depended upon 
where he, and more specifically, where his eye was 
located. 

If all this leaves you a little confused, don’t be — that's 
exactly how you should feel, What Ramage compells us 
‘to do is to reconsider and reevaluate our own understan- 
ding of perspective and perception. Don’t, however, be 
intimidated by the theoretic razz-matazz. Ramage's show 
is tun for those of us who don’t want to think about art. 
Go enjoy-the show. It will spin you around mbit, but the 
ride is fun and besides it's free. The Fleming afterall is 
not the “ministry of information,” it’s nice, it’s free and 
you should go check it out. The Ramage show lasts until 
April eighth so you can go twice or three times if you 
like. I'll see you there.

In the second half, the Huskies once again stormed 
out of the lockerroom and threatened to run the Cata: 
mounts off the floor. Five quick points by Jenkins and a 
basket by Hough put Northeastern on top 38-28 with 
17:41 remaining. But the Huskies could not sustain the 
ittensive onslaught. Committing 12 turnovers and 
shooting a dismal 34 percent from the field, Nor- 
theastern was unable to solve Vermont's zone defense. 
Forward Steve Carney and center Barry Abercrombie, 
who both' keyed a 76-58 Northeastern victory at the 
Patrick Gym two weeks ago, were held to a combined 19 
points Wednesday night. While Carney finished with a 
game-high 18 rebounds, he was unable to turn the tide 
for the 16-12 Huskies. Jenkins led all Northeastern 
scorers with 15 points. 


For the Catamounts, sophomore sensation Kevin. 


Roberson was his usual dominating self, He tied-a tour- 
nament record with seven blocked shots, grabbed a 
team-high 11 rebounds, and scored 11 points. 

“We didn't play them any differently on defense,” 
said Brennan. ‘‘We played all zone and made them shoot 
the ball from the outside, which they didn’t do very 
well. Fortunately, things worked out for us. We made 
our foul shots down the strech and it's just a great 
feeling.” 
~ Over an il-minute span, the Cats outscored Nor- 
theastern 28-11 to regain a second half lead they would 
never relinquish. After the Huskies closed to within four 
on a pair of free throws by Jenkins, Rich Tarrant hit a 
crucial three-pointer to give Vermont a 56-49 lead with 
6:48 remaining. 

Placing five players in double figures, Vermont did not 


have to rely on one player to win the game. Rich Tar- 
rant had one of his best outings of the year, finishing 
with 14 points, 10 rebounds, and five steals. Huland El 
led all Vermont scorers with 19 points and also added 
eight boards. Matt Johnson and Kenny White also 
finished in double figures with 18 and 10 points, 
respectively., 

Despite playing all five starters for the entire second 
half, fatigue was not a factor for the well-conditioned 
Catamounts, After upping their lead to eight points on a 
pair of free throws by Huland El, Rich Tarrant hauled in 
a blocked shot by Kevin Roberson and fed the outlet 
pass to back to Huland El who slammed it at the other 
end to give Vermont a commanding 65-55 edge with 
1:44 remaining. 

For a team that had lost so many games down the 


stretch, the win was especially impressive. Late in the . 


game, the Cats protected their lead like a true 20-game 
winner, Hitting 13-of-15 free throw attempts in the final 
four minutes, UVM secured a place in the NAC finals 
this Saturday. 

‘We didn’t make any substitutions because we played 
so well in the second half,”’ said Brennan. ‘‘When we 
came back from ten down in the second half, we were 
playing so well together that it just didn’t make any 
sense to break that for the sake of getting someone else 
in the game. The idea was that we were passing the ball 
well and everybody was playing their defensive 
assignments to perfection, so there was just no need of a 
charige at that point. Nobody got into foul trouble; it 


was just a case of staying with what we had, and for- 


tunately it was enough to win.” 

In Vermont's first playoff win since 1983, the fifth- 
seeded Catamounts earned the right to defeat Nor- 
theastern by downing the 11-16 Black Bears of Maine 


Tuesday. Sparked by the inside prowess of Roberson and 
the clutch shooting of Johnson, the Cats overcame an 
eight-point second half deficit en route to a 78-75 
victory. : 

Hitting 7-of-9 attempts fromthe field and 9-of-16 from 
the free-throw line, Roberson finished with a career-high 
23 points. Despite making only 5-of-15 attempts from 
the field, Johnson came though when the Cats needed 
him most. Converting 9-of-10 free throw attempts, 
Johnson finished with 21 points and a team-high five 
assists. In the final minute of play,Jehnson dashed all - 
hopes ofa Maine miracle by sinking six consecutive free 
throws. Rich Tarrant added 10 points while Rahim 
Huland El had nine and a team-high nine rebounds for 
the 13-16 Catamounts. ; 

Incredible as it may seem, the Catamounts are just one 
win away from earning a bid to the NCAA tournament 
— something no team has accomplished in the history of 
Vermont basketball. With a victory over second-seeded 
Boston University this Saturday, the Cats would be 
NAC Champions and could find themselves on the 
same court with the Syracuse Orangemen when the 
tournament begins.

Football’s folly

The inevitable has finally happened. The good old days 


of equality and fair dealing are over for the National 
Football League. The Wonder Years of Commissioner 
Pete Rozelle are over; Paul Tagliabue is running the 
show now. 

The recent playoff additions are the continuation of a 
process by which the NFL is caving in to the power of 
television. : 

Back in the pre-Rozellian days life in the NFL was a 
rather simple existence. The league was fairly small (12 
teams) and had less fan appeal than the college games. 
The playoff format was’a simple one as well. Divided in; 
to two conferences, the NFL would pit the teams with 
the best overall records from each conference in the all- 
decisive NFL Championship. It was as simple as that. 

Pete Rozelle, upon. succeeding thén-Commissioner 
Bert Bell in 1960, exploited the network television 
market. By the end of the decade, a merger with the 
upstart AFL<and the older league's own expansion had 
widened Rozelle’s flock to 26 teams. As the league grew, 
so-did its television market. 

Rozelle shepherded his flock wisely and saw that every 
team got a fair share of the television picture. He 
prevented teams with lucrative. television markets like 
New York from shutting out teams with significantly 
smaller markets, like Green Bay. Every team benefited, 
“and so did the fans. That is changing, at the expense of 
the latter. 

The jeague’s latest overture to television was a bit 
unexpected. The power of television is certainly of great 
magnitude, but no one ever expected to have the NFL 
cave in to_the extent it currently has. First it was Bud 
Bowl, then it was Bud Bow! Il. Now, from the same peo- 
ple who brought you the Wild Card, comes the Wild 
Card Jr. ; 

This latest innuendo came about by the unfortunate 
fact that Washington, Green Bay, and Kansas City all 
missed the playoffs by matters of probability. The NFL, 
in its crusade for parity, establishes two more Wild Card 
games, so, instead of a Sunday doubleheader, there is 
now a Saturday one as well. ABC, having just renewed 
its contract for almost double the price, will televise the

game in what the NFL sees as a placating measure. The 
owners get billions more in TV money, the networks get 
their money’s worth, and the fans get yet another 
feasting of football. Everyone is happy, right? w 

Wrong. This is just the beginning. In 1981, a televised 
game allowed 21.5 minutes of advertising, With 9C 
seconds added this year, and another 90 seconds tacked 
on in 1991, this figure will culminate (for the time being’ 
at 27 minutes.

For the NFL to reap its four-year goal of $3.6 billion it 
TV money, a 75 percent increase in television revenui 
from CBS and NBC is needed. Jay Rosenstein of CBS 
Sports, in a Boston Globe interview, denied that TV i 
pulling the strings. The NFL may be selling out, bu 
television is*not the buyer. f 

“Do you think we like the idea of few Sunda 
choices?”’ queried Rosenstein. 

The winner, then, is clearly the NFL. The owners ge 
huge sums of television revenue and more exposure 
Coming in a close second is CBS, whose top brass ha 
focused its emphasis on sports programming. afte 
pathetic ratings in news and prime-time segment: 
Although on the short end in terms of choices, the net 
work will feature teams from the much stronger Nation: 
Conference. 

The big losers are the fans. With the quality of game 
diluted sheerly by numbers alone, people will lose ir 
terest. The prospect of turning on the tube and catchin 
a classic Broncos-Raiders or a Redskins-Giants rivals 
becomes less probable, causing many fans to ask, “Wh 
cares?" 

The NFL is in an Oliver Twist scenario. The League 
under the impression that the public is saying, ‘Pleas 
sir, | want some more?”’ However, the viewing audienc 


is far from underfed.

We felt that it would 
be difficult for him to function in.a 
house set up this way. None of the 
brothers were ready to make an ef- 
fort towards accepting this — dif 
ference: I realize that being left- 
handed does not-affect the person in 
ways many people believe, but it’s 
really hard for them to understand 
that right now.”

Rosyln Righteous, the vice 
president for Student Affairs, com- 
mented on the measures the ad- 
ministration has taken. towards 
dealing with this issue. saying, 
“We've been trying to help Bob out 
us much as possible to deal with this 
unfortunate incident. It’s really a 
shame. that these things © still 
happen.” 


However helpful the administra- 
tion may. appear to: have been, 
they've successfully skirted around 
any real. steps towards bringing 
justice to the Issue. 


When asked about the 
disciplinary measures which are to 
be taken against the fraternity for 
this hate: crime, Righteous. said, 
“We're handling that within the 
proper realms of the university and 
the homogenous, autonomous, 
fraternity judicial system.” 

Ironically, Righteous is . right 
handed herself. 


Gauche pointed out that it isn’t 
quite so obvious, but the university 
and more. broadly, society as a 
whole, designs for right-handers. 
“Try- cutting a piece of paper with 


your lett. hand. And | everyone 
shakes With-their right hand, too. 


Gauche pelieves that every per 
son has been discriminated against 
on one: level or another, but-is 
unaware of: the dynamics involved 
in the manipulations of power pro- 
jected in this manner. By coming 
forth, Gauche hopes that more peo- 
ple will confront their own issues on 
discrimination and the all- 
consuming oppression can be fought 
together. 


We asked Gauche about his left- 
handedness. 


TNSFP: What do you think caus- 
ed you left-handedness? 


Gauehe: “I tried writing with my: 
right hand when I was younger, but 
it just didn’t feel right. For a long 
time I tried to be a righty because | 
wanted to be the same as most of 
the people appeared to be around 
me, 


TNSFP: When and how did you 
decide you were left-handed? 


Gauche: “It's not so much a deci- 
sion, it's more like the natural me. I 
mean, I guess everyone has to 
Hecide but the most. important thing 
is that you do what feels right.” 


TNSFP: Is it-possible your right- 
handedness is just a phase you may 
grow out of? 


Gauche: “Sucking my thumb was 
a phase. Listening, to Donny Os 
mond was a phase. Being. left- 
handed is who Pom.” 


TNSFP: If you've never written 
with, your left hand, would it’ be 
possible that all you need is to 
develop the dexterity in-you right 
hand? 


Gauche: “I have great dexterity 
in my left hand and express myself 
fine.. | may be able to increase my 
right-handed ability, but there is no 
reason to do su.” ; 


TNSFP: How can you become a 
whole person if you limit yourself to 
compulsive, exclusive. left- 
handedness and fail to develop your 
natural, healthy right-handedness 
potentials?

“Every year, we emit 6 billion tons of carbas.dioxide 
trom fossil tuel combustion, while ¢ utring down some 26 
million acres oft trees annually,” reported one’ of the 
group's members 

And according to the Sierra Club, “Trees have a 
special role to play in relation to global warming, as-theit 
growth is the only process that actually reduces the 
mount of atmospheric carbon dioxide.” 

Worldwatch Institute added, “By consuming CO2, 
trees mitigate the greenhouse effect. A mature tree con 
sumes, on average, about 13 pounds of CO2 per’ year 
And urban trees consume it ata rate about 15 times that 
of rural trees.” 

“By providing shade and evaporative cooling, trees 
so attect local temperature, again, urban trees more

“T live in Converse hall because it has a reputation 
of being quiet, Bur it’s still really hard, just becatise 
of people's social patterns. Even people in Converse 
party. Weekends are really lonely,” said Fred (a 
pseudonym), a recovering alcoholic at the Univers 
ty ot Vermont. : 

Fred realized he was an ateoholic while living ina 
freshman _tesidence hall-at the University ‘ot Ver- 
mont. “The hall definitely helped make the_pro- 
blem worse. It just made it easier to drink. It was 
very acceptable to drink every night. No one 
thought it was weird. There was quite a party at- 
mosphere.... Everything we did for fun included 
drinking,” Fred said. Only one girl in Fred's 
residence hall did not drink as far as he knew. 

After trying to control his drinking, Fred gave up. 
“I tried to stop at five beers every time | drank and 
found it didn't work. It scared the bleep out of 
me.... | realized by myself that'l had a problem,” 
Fred said, adding that some “‘authority figures” had 
confronted him about his problem. 

Fred finally called the Student Health Center and 
went to a counselor at Counseling and Testing 
because the “pain got so great’’ that he had 


nowhere ‘else ‘to go. Since then he has oscillated 
hetween regresston and abstinence, sought inten 
sive live-in treatment, begun attending Alcoholics 
Anonymous (AA) meetings regularly, and taken a 
semester off. Now Fred is back as a tirst-ssemester 
sophomore at UVM. 

“I didn't know anyone who would stay sober so | 
could live with them off-campus, so | decided to live 
in Converse. | took a semestét off before returning 
to UVM. | couldn't make it if | didn’t, even in Con- 
verse. It’s not peer pressure there, they just drink, 
when they have birthday parties, for lots of things,” 
Fred said. 

Beginning next year those students like Fred and 
others wishing to live in substance-free residence 
halls will have another option. Residential Life at 
UVM is converting Redstone Hall into a Substance 
and Alcohol Free Environment (SAFE)-for ptudents 
wishing to live in a substance-free hall beginning 
next year. “All residents who have been selected 
are committed to not using substances,” said Paul 
Oliaro, Director of Residential Life. “The message 


Hall went through an application process to deter 
reasons 


mine that they were applying torsthe right t 
not “simply because it is an attractive hall,’ Ohar 
said. Twenty’ women and 13 men have already beet 
chosen with ten spaces lett tor incoming fitst-yeat 
students. 

“Tam very pleased. with the response,” Oharo 
said. “We have a wait list and the people that are 
going to be there will be so because they want to 
be.” 

The idea for the residence hall arose trom sugges- 
tions from students like Fred who needed or wanted 
a hall designated as substance-tree. Suggestions had 
also come from the-Inter-Residence Association and 
the Housing Committee of Residéntial Lite 

“They, as acommunity, will make their own rules 
in addition to those that the rest of the campus — 
follows. They will meet once a month to decide 
how things are going,’’ Oliaro said. 

A stereotype should nort‘be applied to those who 
consider living in such a hall, Oliato stressed. ‘Just

Asa child growing up in Baltimore, Maryland, Barry Gogel 
always dreamed of playing second base for the Onoles: 
Although he didn't have the talent to make it beyond Little 
League, the 23 year-old UVM graduate (class of ‘88) is nou 
an employee of his favorite baseball club. By trading his glove 
and cap for a pair of wings and a beak, the former Charlie 
Catamount has made it to the show. Now, when ‘he is not 
working in the Community Relanons department of the 
Maryland Science Center, Gogel spends his time. sliding 
down the tops of dugouts and driving a: four- heeler around 
Memorial Stadium. Gogel took time out from his busy 
schedule to talk with the Cynic before Monday night's game 
between the Onoles and Royals. 

Cynic: How did you get involved with the Baltimore

Right now sthere are three of us (on the bird statt) 
When we're not in the suit, we are at the game following 
the other one around making sure that the fans don’t 
abuse him: | mean, the bird walks in to-the crowd and he

The heat is on and UVM

University. of Ver 
mont's new Campus Area 
Transportation System, 
CATS. 

The system, made up of a 
fleet of five buses, made its 
debut on Monday, August 
27, operating: fare. free, 
seven. days a week for UVM 
students, faculty, staff and 
Visitors. 

Initially operating with 
leased vehicles, CATS will 
be in full-stage Operation in 
mid-October 
brand 
buses. go into service, 
CATS i partially funded 
through a $40 student “tee 
approved last spring by the 
Student Association and 
the Board of Trustees. 

According to Kathleen 
Seaman, Director of Park- 
ing Services at UVM, the 
campus area shuttle took a 
major step forward last fall 
as UVM ‘began to consider 
construction of — alternate, 
remote parking lots. Plan- 
ners stressed that a shuttle 
must service those lots to 
make them feasible. But 
when the permit process fell 
through. at the lot near the 
Sheraton, .the Board of 
Trustees shifted the initial 
focus of the shurtle to ‘‘stu- 
dent transport.”

Five Steps To Success

st of us have heard the saying, “If at first you don't 
cceed, read rhe instructions.’’ Common sense would 
tate that in-order to avoid failing right off the bat, an 

‘perience which could lead to a rapid drop in selt 

steem, it would pay to read the instructions. first 
Lor inted, pride often gets in the way of common sense, 
but when the failure or success of one’s college educa- 
tron as on the line, there just isn’t any place tor pride. 
Consider the following a list of basic guidelines designed 
to make your educational experience at this institution 
of higher learning go as smoothly as possible. 

|. There is absolutely no need to shower before going 
to those hellish morning classes. The alarm clock must 
be set fifteen minutes to one half hour earlier than 
necessary when a shower is included in the moming 
routine. For some people, bathing knocks an entire hour 
out of what really should be R.E.M. sleep. A few quick

They know only too well chat their students 
can get by with skimming over less than half of the 
whole, which is’why it’s such a well kept secret This 
principle leads us to the fact that it is far from necessary 
to buy all of the “required” books for any given class. Go 
to classes for the first couple of weeks to get a feel for 
how much you'll really need to know, then buy those 
books you absolutely need. 

4, A bagel with cream cheese is a nutritionally com- 
plete meal. Along with a sufficient amount of diet Coke, 
this staple food can sustain one’s life for an entire 
academic year. Not only is this convenient form of fast 
food healthful, it’s remarkably inexpensive. A point is 
reached, of course, when the mere thought of a bagel 
with anything on it gives tise to powerful feelings of 
nausea.

Sil be in full-stage dress come mid-October when 
five brand new, UVM-owned buses go into. ser- 
vice. CATS is partially funded through a $40 stu- 
dent fee approved last spring by the Student Asso- 
ciation and the Board of Trustees. 

Though the implementation of the shuttle has 
happened swiftly, it isa project that has been in 
discussion for years. Likely, in-its-earhest stages 
the project was the daydream of a student making 
a long, cold walk from the main campus to a music 
class at Southwick. 

But the rationale for creating a Campus shuttle 
goes beyond providing a warm ride on bitter win- 
ter momings, according to Robert Penninnan, 
project manager. As an. alternative fo driving. 

CATS. will reduce the number of cars on city 
streets surrounding the campus and in the parking 
lots near the center of campus. Thrs ts integral to 
the university master plan to reduce traffic in the 
core and create a more pedestrian-oriented cam- 
pus ‘ 

"The shuttle is’ just one piece of an overall 

transportauion management system at UVM with 
an emphasis on reducing traffic in the core campus 


In June, Burlington officials gave the go ahead 
for a city Public Works project which would install 
a vehicle- and -pedestrian-activated traffic light at 
the intersection of Main Street and University 
Heights. The light is designed to create a safer 
crossing for pedestrians on one of Vermont's busi- 
est roadways. An estimated 8,000 pedestrian cross-

The campus area shuttle took a major step tor- 
ward as UVM began to consider construction of 
satellite parking lots. Planners stressed that a cred- 
ible shuttle must service those lots to make them 
feasible. As the satellite lot near the Sheraton 
lagged in permit processes, the Board ot Trustees 
at their May meeting shifted the initial focus of the 
shuttle to student transport. 

Penniman credits Trustee Luther F. Hackett 
with being the driving force who said in Novem- 
ber. “If you're going to run a shuttle for the satel- 
lite parking lots, why not go all the way and put in 
the campuswide shuttle you've been. talking about 
for generations.” ; 

Another trustee, Ray Allen, was insyumental 
in addressing ,the issue of crossing Main: Street. 
Penniman recalls that Allen said, “I don't under- 
stand why you couldn't just run something like a 
hay wagon pulled by a tractor and the driver would 
have a garage door opener to open a gate ee 

_ “it was a realistic question,” Penmiman says. 
Though, the CATS buses are a bit more posh than 
hay Wagons, the basics of Allen's suggestion serve 
to get the shuttle across Mar Street and through a

- Street which passes through the University of Ver- 


mont campus. For the CATS system. the Main 
Street light was a key. element, it facilitated con- 
necting the shuttle to Redstone Campus. 

Getting CATS underway has been a univer: 


sity-wide project. Much of the initial planning - 


work came out of the Parking Task Force, com- 
prised of: William Meyer, Faculty Senate chair, 
Mary Reilly. former Staff Council president: Rob- 
ert Rosen. former Student Association president: 
Jacque Grinnell, protessor in the School of Bust- 
ness; Ray Allen, former chair of the board of 
Trustees’ Buildings & Grounds Committee, and 
William Young, former Living/Learning Center 


director. Staff support was provided by Penniman; 


Bill Ballard, director of Administrative & Auxtl 
iary Services: and Kathy Seaman, director of the

“The mustering of people and resources from 
all parts. of this campus to get the shuttle off and 
running has been nothing short of amazing It has 
been a real community effort.” Penniman said. He 
added that future shuttle policy decisions will con- 
tinue to be made with the input of an on-going ad 
visory committee of students, faculty and staff 


The Vehicles 

The buses are World Trans 2500s. manutac- 
tured by Collins, one of the largest manufacturers 
of specialty, shuttle-type buses in the world. Ac- 
cording to Penniman, Collins has filled the niche 
created by the growing shuttle market seeking 
buses for medium duty in a middle price range 
The University of Connecticut also runs World 
Trans buses in their shuttle fleet. 

Features include air-conditioning and extra 
heating capacity. All buses will be handicapped 
accessible. Radios will allow drivers to keep in 
contact with other shuttle drivers, the Security dis 
patcher ‘and the Transportation and Parking Ser- 
vices Office 

A variety of alternative fuels were evaluated 
by the advisory committee, including expenmental 
fuels. Diesel engines were selected. because they 
are the safest, most serviceable and have proven to 
have the longest life. The CATS buses will run on 

«the highest grade. cleanest burning types of diesel 
fuel. An adapted tail pipe will carry the exhaust to 
the top of the bus and out. keeping it above pedes- 
trians’ level.

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More than a mile of existing walkways on 
campus have been upgraded with sub-base im 
provements this summer to be able to accommo 
date CATS 

‘The paths had to be improved to be able to 
carry more weight.” said Dick Streeter assistant 
director of Physical Plant. He explained that paths 
for pedestnan traffic need only about eight inches 
oft gravel and 1-1/2 inches of asphalt. while 12 
Inches of gravel and 2-1/2 inches of asphalt are 
needed when buses use the paths

Campus Roadways 

Roadways which will handle both pedestrian 
and shuttle traffic will be clearly marked with 
pavement striping and signs. Shuttle, pedestrian 
and bicycle lanes will be clearly designated for 
safety and convenience. 


Handicapped Accessibility 

All of the new CATS buses arriving in Octo- 
ber will be handicapped accessible. Norm Eldred, 
staff member in Computer Operations and chair of 
the UVM Committee for the Advancement of Em- 
ployment for the Person with Disabilities, assisted 
with the selection of wheelchair lifts for the buses. 
Lifts manufactured by Ricon Corp. were selected 
for their reliability. Leased buses running’ the 
CATS route initially are not handicapped acces- 
sible 


Future 

In the future. CATS may be used to connect fac 
ulty, staff and students with satellite parking lots or 
research facilities located off-campus. Other pos- 
sible uses’ include widening the loop during the 
evening to serve fraternities/sororities and students 
living in apartments close to Campus. Interest has 
also been expressed for a downtown oop

To the Editor:, 

I was recently in Northern 
Quebec investigating 
Hydro-Quebec’s hydro- 
electric projects. Burlington 
currently receives approx- 
imately 25% of its electric 
power from existing Hydro- 
Quebec facilities. There has 
been a proposal to sign a 
contract with Hydro- 
Quebec for more electricity. 
Hydro-Quebec has propos- 
ed further development. in 
the James Bay area to meet 
export demands and grow- 
ing further needs for elec- 
tricity in Quebec. 

My. travels in the James 
Bay area heightened- my 
concern for the environ- 
ment and. the ‘Native 
Americans of the. region. 
These concerns should be 
considered as people vote 
on. the proposed - contract 
and as they votre in the up 
coming elections. 

After six days of question- 
ing people from Hydro- 
Quebec and Native people | 
was startled at the effects of 
hydro-development in ‘the 
The Cree and Inuit 
people live along the rivers 
that have been dammed, 
diked, diverted and 
destroyed by Hydro- 
Quebec. “The rivers are our 
lite and blood, destroy: the 


region 


- rivers and you will destroy 


the Cree,"’ one of the elders 
told me. The Cree people 
have been living in- har- 
mony with the land for over 
500 years. Their life and 
culture depend on the 
natural resources on which 
they subsist. The people's 
spirituality is closely linked 
to the natural environment. 
They live a sustainable life- 
style, one we should all be 
proud of and learn from. 
We should _not_ invest 
another cent into a com- 
pany that is destroying their 
way of life. 

When Hydro-Quebec 
flooded the.La Grand river, 
organic mercury (natural in 
vegetation) methelated in 
the thousands of decaying 
trees that were inondated 
with water. Methal mercury 
contaminated the fish in 
the reservoirs to a level that 
is toxic to human beings. 
Fish are a major component 
of the Cree and Inuit diet in 
summer months. There are 
no alternitive food. sources 
in the natural area tor the 
people to consume. Hydro- 
Quebec has taken away an 
‘important food resource. 

In the fall and spring 
months the Cree and Inuit 
people eat migratory water- 


fowl, Hydro-Quebec - has 


done no studies on haw 
these birds will be effected 
by the project. The birds 
may come back to their 
traditional stagging grounds 
to find them under water if 
further development takes 
place. Cree spend winter 
months hunting and trapp- 
ing animals out in the bush. 
Many of the traditional pro- 
ductive areas to trap and 
hunt have been flooded by 
the first project in the area, 
many more will be flooded 
if more development takes 
place. 

The James Bay region ts 
very important en- 
vironmentally becausse it is 


of the 


one last en- 
vironments that isin its 
natural state. There are 


many species of land and 
sea mammals that depend 
on this area for their ex- 
istence.. Some species, like 
the fresh water séal have 
not yet been studied. Once 
the area is destroyed by 
hydro-electric development 
that will last approximarly 
one human life-time it can 
never return to its origional 
condition. Right. now peo- 
ple are concentrating on 
restoring natural areas 
How can we: support the 
destruction of a natural area 
that currently exists?

Out of the depths of the New York music scene there 
emerged a band. A band for Kurt Ralske, of Kurt Ralske, 
and by Kurt Ralske. Fortunately for the general listening 
public, Kurt Rlaske decided to share his musical visions 
with the world. He did it through the band, Ultra Vivid 
Scene. However, the trip to America for this musical 
genius was made via the United Kingdom and the small 
but highly influential label, 4AD records (who thankful- 
le still produce vinyl). The band’s latest release, Joy 


1967-1990, is another step for them that creates some ot 
the greatest alternative rock to hit the music scene in 
years. 

This album kicks off with the track ‘it happens every 
time’. A‘driving piece of layered guitar and Kurt Ralske 
vocals. ‘it happens every time/.] wake ‘up screaming..”

Hopefully, their live performance can do 
some justice to the beauty and power of this album. 


Jane’s Addiction Ruling WRUV 


Jane’s-Addiction rocked in to the music world on XXX 
records in a style that has yet to be identified or copied 
effectively, Their latest release on Warner Brothers, 
Ritwal De Lo Habitual, heads WRUV's top 35 this week 
climbing up from number 4.

When asked 
her reason for chosing As Is, Zoe said “AIDS is killing us 
all. Some in our bodies, some in our souls, but all in our 
ignorance. | chose this play to wage war on ignorance 
and began by combating my own.” Zoe is disturbed by 
the denial our generation flaunts regarding AIDS and 
our vulnerability. This denial was confronted after the 
play, with a panel meeting, including a client consultant 
from Vermont CARES, the mother of an AIDS victim, 
the director of the Student Health Center, and a person 
who is HIV positive.

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The Changing Face 
Of the World Cup

This summer, while the majority of us here in the States 
were glued attentively to baseball, history was being 
made in Italy where the U.S. national soccer team was 
making its firsts World Cup appearance in forty years. 
While this bunch of American college kids didn’t pull 
off a shocker like the 1950 team did in beating England, 
their appearance, coupled with the astounding success of 
the Indomitable Lions of Cameroon, signalled the begin- 
ning of a few era in the quadrennial Mondiale. 

The World Cup is facing a critical juncture in 1994. 
For the Cup to succeed on a global level, FIFA, the in- 
rernational governing body of football (soccer to our 
American ears), must enact certain changes in the game 
and capitalize on new markets, in particular the United 
States, who will play host to the 1994 Cup 

Soecer developed on the playing fields of the English 
public school and quickly spread to the rest of the world 
The United States following-has had.a shaky existence 
Succer is the fastest growing participatory sport in. the 
Linired States but as a spectator sport has struggled to get 

tt the ground. 

While the college game is quite popular, numerous at 
rempts at professional leagues have tned and tailed. The 
North American Soccer League brought in aging 
veterans like Pele and Franz Beckenbauer, but ultimatels 
tailed. The MISL game is played in indoor arenas on ar 
titictal turt, hardly a true likeness to the international 
vame. The Western Soccer League and American Soc 
-er League are shoestring operations that play short sum- 

» mer. seasons. While: the latter two: draw. fairly “good 
rowds, the following is nowhere neat ‘as large as Euro- 
pean club football or World Cup competition 

PIFA is fretfully concerned about rhis, and has had se-

end the fan violence that has plagued soccer competr- 
tions over the last tew years. f 

British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher has called 
them ‘‘a disgrace-to-civilized society.’ In the Britain, 
they are called ‘‘yobs’’ or ‘“‘yobboes,"’ a Cockney slang 
inversion of the word “‘boys.'’ The sole occupation of 
these young British lads is to roam the continent, follow- 
ing their club or natiénal team, and laying waste to 
anything in their wake. For Italia ‘90, FIFA exiled the 
English team.to Cagliari on the island of Sardinia, in 
der to contain the hooligans, hoping they would not 
be around for the whole show. Ironically, the English 
team made it to the semifinals, and with it went their 
obnoxious fans. While the English are not the sole 
hooligans on the European scene, they are by far the 
most prolific. 

The typical English yob appears to be between 19 and 

21 years of age, unemployed or in the lowest dead-end 
job, and a fierce defender of his “colors,’’ the Umon 
Jack and the colored scarf of the English club team he 
roots tor. Critics of Thatcherism have labelled the soccer 
hooliganism a result of government policies in a society 
plagued by unemployment and class differences. 
- At-the 1988 European championships in Germany, 
hordes of hooligans stormed the continent, wearing 
shirts with slogans like “England:Invasion of Germany 
1988" or “Germany ‘88: Two World Wars and One 
World Cup.”” 


But it is unfair to blame England alone. After English. 


yobs encountered German thugs in a Dusseldorf train 
station, over 200 people were arrested. Of those arrested, 
only about 15. were English fans. German thugs tend to 
shave theit heads and sport the Maltese cross, a 
substitute for the forbidden swastika. Dutch ‘rowdies, 
whose main rivals are the English, chant anti-Semitic 
slogans and wear Holland’s national color, orange. 
Regardless, hooliganism is. referred to as the English 
disease," 

With the problems riddling soccer, FIFA. must con- 
front them now. If World Cup is to make the transition 
inta the 90's, change must be embraced. To discover the 

character of America, baseball will provide the clues 
But to understand the nature of a re-unified Germany, 
the new Europe, and the complex world of the 1990's, 
soccer will define it all.

David Hinkley, former chairperson of Amnesty Interna- 
tional from 1978-80, came to Saint Michael's College 
on September 12th to speak on “Torture and 
Genocide."’ Hinkley has worked with Amnesty for 7 
years in various capacities. Currently he is working on a 
hook and touring universities. Mr. Hinkley was able to 
meet with the Cynic before his lecture, part of the Saint 
Michael's Lecture Series, 

Cynic: What is the history of Amnesty International? 
What is its purpose? 

Hinkley: Amnesty hgs its international headquarters 
in London and its U.S. headquarters in’ New York: It was 
founded in 1961. The purpose is to work for the protec: 
tion of human lives. Amnesty is particularly concerned 
with the lives of prisoners: the rights to be tree trom tor 
ture and cruel treatment, arbitrary attest, and unfair 
trials. It has a narrow focus, but it’s still involved in the 


lives of hundreds of thousands of people. Unfortunately...

‘Africa, Spain, and the Sovier Union where there were 
human rights violations. Beneson’s. observation, which 
is the heart-of Amnesty International, is that people get 
imprisoned unjustly by all kinds of governments “eom 
munist, right wing, non-aligned: He telr that since 
governments could not be trusted to, protect the human 
rights guaranteed under international law, that a const: 
ruency of people was needed to demand these rights 
That's what Amnesty International is: a constituency of 
people who constantly appeal for the release of prisoners 
of conscience and the end of torture and execution. 

Cynic: How many people would you estimate are involved 
in Amnesty International? * 

Hinkley: I think that the latest figure is 800,000 
members worldwide, The organization has membefs in 
160 countries, almost all the countries of the world. Ac- 
tive organizations, like the U.S. Section, as it’s called, 
work in 47 countries. It’s a very global group. 

Cynic: How did you personally become interested in 
working for Amnesty International? 

Hinkley:1 was involved in the Peace Movement and 
the Civil Rigdts Movement in the 1960's, I was already 
an activist. | heard about Amnesty International on the 
radio. Joan Baez, the folk singer, was doing an interview. 
| had known her slightly in the Peace Movement, so | 
called her up. She recruited me. : . 

Cynic: So you learned about Amnesty through a radio 
interview! 

Hinkley: It was on a rock and roll station. | was driving 
home from work listening to the radio. | was teaching 
history and social studies at a junior high school in San 
Jose, California. Joan was a very effective interview sub- 
ject becuase she kept it very simple; she didn't use 
political jargon. She simply said people were being un- 
justly treated and something ought to be done about it. 
If you want to know what to do, call Amnesty Interna- 
tional. That was 1973. 

Cynic: What has been your role in Amnesty Internatioanl 
when you travel? 

Hinkley: I’ve been to about 20 different countries, but 
1 don't go in the role of intervening on behalf of 
somebody, or, in the other more common role of fact- 
finding missions. I’ve been sent to Africa, Asia, and 
Latin America to run conferences or participate in con- 
ferences. | happen to have skills as a chairperson-to run 
meetings well. | was the elected chairperson of the Inter- 
national Council Meeting, a policy-making. body. The 
meetings consisted of about 450 Amnesty leaders from 
45 nations. We would come together annually (now 
every two years) to discuss policy issues. I chaired those 
meetings from 1980-85. I also visited Japan and Africa as 
an organizer and chairperson. 

Cynic:Is there any region that Amnesty is particularly 
concerned about right now! 

Hinkley: | read the annual report that Amnesty puts 
out in July or August. There is no one country that 
stands out as a crisis spot. Clearly, there is a crisis in 
Centtal America and an endemic emergency in El

deteriorating. If you look at the massive numbers in this 
report, like in Turkey for example, there are hundreds of 
thousands of political prisoners, and almost all are tor- 
tured. This is a situation that can’t be addressed by one 
campaign; it requires: a long-term . effort. 

Cynic: What issues will you address in tonight's lecture! 

Hinkley: Tonight | want to comment on the -unfinish- 
ed business of the Human Rights Movement. ‘Torture 
and Genocide" is not my usual title. It's too depressing. 
My normal title is ““The Remaining Agenda of the 
Human Rights Movement.”’ This is my first lecture: in a 
two year tour of college campuses in the U.S. and 
Canada. What | want to talk about is Amnestyinterna- 
tional. It is the largest and most powerful organization in 
the Human Rights Movement; it .leads the movement 
and is identified with it. However, Amnesty has not 
confronted some of the issues it had been conceived to 
confront. One of those issues is genocide. Another is 
the global emergency concerning refugees. Now there 
are more refugees than there ever have been. Genocide 
and the refugees need to get major attention and funding 


from governments and and private organizations. The 


book I’m writing is about genocide. 
Cynic: What is the book about? 
Hinkley: My book, Five Faces, Genocide in our Time, 
focuses on five survivors of genocide in Cambodia, 
Tibet, and so on. I'm going to Washington, D.C, tomor- 
row to interview the man from Cambodia. 
Cynic:What is the source of Amnesty’s information! 
Hinkley: We hear from family members, friends, sur- 
vivors, and witnesses. We might hear from a prisoner

While the show starts on shaky feet, it quickly finds 
great momentum and leaves the viewer satisfied. “A 
play about love and AIDS", reads the promotional 
posters and the. program cover, Ar first. the play seems 
exclusively to concern AIDS, without too much love 
Sexuality, confusion, and anger, yes, but the love part 
takes most of the play to really creep in. When it-does. it 
is quite definitely there, acted strongly and believably by 
Ziter and Steinberg. It is not sexual, but rather the love 
of one man caring tor another in his last days. Ziter 
delivers a soliloquy in his hospital bed to Saul which is 
not overacted, as soliloquies can so easily be. Instead.

Ziter speaks in a conversational manner that suits the 


tone perfectly. The make-up further adds to. his 
character by creating a weakened appearance. 

Overall, the ensemble of supporting actors, each of 
whom adopts between three to five characters, work 
very well together under the tight direction of Ms. 
MacKay. Two particularly impressive actors, who also 
add a great deal of comic relief, are Jennifer Fogliano and 
Jonathan , Silverstein. Silverstein and Jeff Baron 
brilliantly portray AIDS hotline workers in an especially 
humourous scene. Suhasini vaprasad does a fine job as 
a much more serious charactedy a hospice worker who 
periodically speaks to the audience about her job. Roun- 
ding out the ensemble are decent performances on the 
part of Chris Brady and Erik Steen.

Leno: Wit and Wisdom

On+Thursday night; comedian Jay. Leno made his first 


appearance in. Burlington, Leno, the forty-year old 
Boston comedian and heir apparent to Johnny Carson 
on NBC's ‘Tonight Show”’, performed before a sold out 
show at seven-thirty , and to a near capacity crowd at a 
later ten o'clock performance -at the Flynn theater 
downtown. He appeared on stage for nearly two hours, 
however, the show seemed much shorter as his wit and 
sarcasm never failed to evoke laughter. From his opening 
line to the close of the show, where Leno made some un- 
fortunate people in the front of the audience victims of 
his sarcasm, Leno's sense of humour proved as funny, if 
not funnier, live as: it does on his frequent appearances 
on cable and as guest host on the “Tonight Show” 

Leno, known for his jaunty jaw and. sareastic wit, has 
proven himself with a uniquely clean sense of humour 
His ability to produce laughs without employing gross 
vulgarity has allowed him to enjoy perhaps the widest 
audience of any present day comedian. Leno's wide ap 
peal was evident at the Flynn, where his audience in- 
choded virtually all ages and types of people. Starting as a 
club comedian in Boston, Leno has gradually grown in 
popularity. He began to achieve national acclaim in the 
early eighties with cable appearances and frequent visits 
as a guest on the David Letterman show,.For the latter 
halt of the eighties, Leno has been the most frequent fill- 
in for Johnny Carson on the “Tonight Show” after Joan 
Rivers and Gary Shandling who pursued their owa 
television ventures. Now, as perhaps the best comedian 
on the American scene and almost definitely the one 
with the greatest appeal, Leno continues to perform to 
live audiences and seems to be the one who will get the 
nod to replace Carson when, or if, he retires. 

Leno stuck to his usual subjects of politics, media 
events and family in his Thursday performance. Leno 
quickly made light of the4lraqi crisis, saying his first reac-

tion to Saddam Hussein was that Noriega had returned 
with his tace cleared up. Attacking any comedian's 
eastest political target, Leno pointed to the urgency of 
Dan. Quayle’s phone call to his tather when Bush an- 
nounced he was calling up-reserve troops: He then turn 
ed to-some current court, cases. Sighting the idiocy of the 
Judas Priest lyrics trial, Leno observed that Priest's lyrics 
deal with sex; murder, suicide and Satan, and that their 
“trying to claim that the music contains subliminal 
messages. The audience: went inte an uproar when Leno 
labeled «McDonald's advertising campaign to. attract 
elderly employees as the cradle to grave minimum wage 
program ; 

Leno then turned his sarcasm towards his family 
because it represents the typical American family and 
thus, everybody can relate to it. In reference to his 
parents, who are bordering on eighty, he told of their un- 
compromising reluctance to technology, calling the 
1950 black and white television seemingly all eighty 
yearrold people own as ‘‘kemovision.’’ The VCR that he 
bought his parents Leno claims functions to serve as a 
$1,200 digital clock. thar continually flashes 12:00 
because his father unplugs it nightly to save electricity, 
The accumulation of the gifts Leno bought his parents, 
he concluded, adds up to boxes of twinkling lights in his 
parents living room. 

Leno concluded the show by conversing with members 
of the audience, proving hé is equally as witty improvis- 
ing as he is with prepared material. Leno left the au- 
dience with the feeling that he could have easily stayed 
on for another few hours, even though his performance 
was about two hours in length. Not only was Leno im- 
mensely funny, he shed light on some eternal truths that 

“one will not learn at college. By providing insight into 
the facts that the biggest difference between men and 
women is that all men love the Three Stooges, whereas 
all women find them stupid, and that the greatest 
business endeavor: would be to deliver condoms with 
Domino's pizza, since by the time most guys are done 
with their condom, the pizza will most likely still be hor, 
Leno manages to put’ forth some very good humour. 
Leno proves himself as perhaps the only comedian able 
to produce honest laughs without venturing into the 
obscene. Between the vulgarity of Andrew Dice Clay 
and the stupidity of Bob Hope, Leno stands. alone in 
quality.

Conklin’s show, now on 
display at the Fleming Museum .showcases several 
photographs of ratlr vad cars along the Burlington. water- 
front and highlights the messages that have been left on 
them by passers by. In his photographic exhibit, ‘'graf- 
fiti, cryptography, iconography,’’” the artist exposes 
viewers to a wide array of images and writings through 
which he -attempts to introduce. them: to: a* history of 
themselves 

In the first section, “grattit,”’ Conklin shares several 
etchings trom the doors-ot railroad cars. These include 
everything from a drawing of-a-demontcathy possessed 
ealous boyfriend” to the words,.“"Jesus Saves,”” written 
in neatly flowing cursive letters. Each message seems to 
have a-story behind it through which the audience may 
identity with its author. While looking down the row of 
photographs it is easy to let imagination tun wild and to 
dream of explanations tor the inside jokes behind the 
words and pictures 

The second segment, “cryptography,"' Serves as a vivid 
reminder of the days of railroad. supremacy. Through 
shots of peeling, aged letters and numbers the. artist tb 
Juminates the plight of a nearly-deserted industry.

Less than two minutes later, the Minutemen finally 
scored With 17 minutes remaining, Umiass’s April 
Kater scored the first of her two goals on Vermont goalie 
Joey: Fritz. 

Three minutes later, Kater gave the Minutemen some 
insurance when she blasted one. past Fritz to the low 
right corner, this time off a penalty kick. 

Fritz, who: has played sensationally in her first three 
games, made nine big saves. The Cats were outshot 16-8. 

Vermont coach John Carter was nevertheless pleased 
with his team’s showing, especially considering 
Massachusetts’ national ranking. 

“Fritz had another fine game for us, making several 
outstanding saves,'’ remarked Carter. ‘Shelley Addison 
also had another outstanding game playing in front of 
Fritz. :

Each student at UVM gives $62 per year directly to the 


UVM Student Association. Most of this money then 
goes to support the over 60 clubs and organizations at 
the University of Vermont which are funded through 
the Student Association. Although this $62. tee 
represents an increase from the $58 students had been 
paying for the last few years, almost halt of the clubs and 
organizations are receiving less money this year than 
they were last year. : 

There are several reasons for the cutbacks for some 
clubs this year. First, some clubs are growing. For exam- 
ple, because the group has grown, the Vermont Student 
Environmental Program (VSTEP) saw a 225 percent in- 
crease in its budget. Growth in some clubs has left less 
money to be shared with the others. This year UVM’s 
radio station, WRUV, was allocated 42 percent less than 
it was last year. 

UVM senior and Student Association treasurer, 
Alfredo BoccaLandro, has seen how the growth in clubs 
has affected the budget. ‘“The budget amount hasn't 
changed over the past years,"’ hé said. ‘‘Its usually about 
$450,000 or $500,000 which was fine for five years ago.” 


Last year the budget for the Student Association was , 


$506,668.76. This year the budget” is $494,925. ~ 


The fact that the same budget amount is not as” 


satisfactory this year “is not because of inflation or 
anything like that,”’ said’ BoccaLandro. “‘Its simply 
because the clubs have grown so fast that we can’t keep 
up with it.” 

Although some organizations have sources of income 
other than the Student Association, BoccaLandro said

that “what we're looking at now is seeing which clubs 
have a potential of making money, that haven't done. it 
in the past. 

Another fact that has contributed to the apparent loss 
_of funds is that there was just about $100,000 left over 
‘from the, 1988-1989 school year for clubs to use for the 
budgets in the 1989-1990 school year. However, at the 
end of last year there was barely any money left over for 
use during this year. i 

Senior Jay Deuso is the Student Asissiniaihcie com- 
ptioller and oversees the accounting of the clubs and 


~ Organizations. He said that in many ways this year's pro-— 


blems with tightness of funds actually began last year. 
“The budget that year should have ony been. about 
$464,000,"" he said. — 


The estimated revenues for ii year came from the 


$58 per student fee and the interest earned on it over the 
year.

Psychiatry lecture is. given 


Topic covers liability and malpractice prevention

“Liability Prevention. in 
Psychiatry,”” was the topic 
of Friday's. Grand Rounds: 
lecture sponsored by the 
University of Vermont 
Department’ ot Psychiatry 
The presenters, Geraldine 
H. Amori, risk manager for 
the University Health 
Center, and her husband, 
Dr. John Ives, associate pro- 
fessor of psychiatry at the 
University. of, Vermont 
Medical School, — stressed 
that as long as psychiatrists 
remain practicing, they will 
encounter the risks of 
malpractice suits. However, 
Amori and Ives suggested 
that by following general 
guidelines and performing 
what they termed ‘‘defen- 
sive medicine,’ 
psychiatrists can control 
their liability and reduce 
the claims made against 
them. 

Though malpractice. suits 


are generally lower in 
psychiatry than other 
health fields, the rate. of 
suits continues to rise in the 
medical. profession in 
general. For example, the 
St. Paul Insurance Com- 
pany recorded that claims 
_paid to patients involved in 
malpractice suits with 
physicians rose almost 
seven-fold from 1976-1986. 
Additionally, American 
doctors appear to be par- 
ticalarly vulnerable — to 
malpractice suits. In 1988, 
sraristics showed that 90 
percent of all malpractice 


suits took: place in the 
United States. Amori at- 
tributed this to either the 
‘lascivious nature of 
Americans, hungry lawyers, 
or the growing cost) of 
medical. treatment in 
America,” he said. 

Amori and Ives emphasiz- 
ed two ways for psychiatrists 
to lower their contribution 
tro the. rising — statistics 
careful) documentation. ot 
all medical records or perti- 
nent information, and the 
essentiality of obraining in- 
formed. consent from the 
patient. 

Ives urged that informed 
consent bé obtaitied by a 
‘dialogue between the pa- 
tient and the provider, 
establishing the nature of 
the treatment, and the risks 
and... benefits involved."’ 
Ives also warned of the 
dangers of engaging in any 
kind. of! physical contact 
with the patient, including 
sexual relations and from 
accepting personal gifts

‘The true challenge to the 
psychiatrist, implied by 
both Amori and lves, is for 
the provider to practice 
defensive medicine and still 
maintain a strong 
therapeutic alliance with 
the patient. It was suggested 
that the best way to ac- 
complish this is through 
honest communication 
with both the patient and 
the family, particularly in 
circumstances where the 
psychiatrist is uncertain of a 
patient's intentions of 
prosecuting.

rhe first in a series of Sunday night tilm showings 


itothe Fleming Museum, in conjunction with Resonance 
Arts and Films. was indeed-a reminder rhat film is an art 
form. The 1981. French film was beautiful. It ingenious: 


ly entwined action, romance, even subtle humor in the 
subritlesL.D. stands for idiot’s delight’; making it 
seem rather charming that a UVM ID will get you in for 
$3.50. with other notable discounts 


The film was undoubtably dreamy. A mailboy falls in - 


love with a beautiful opera singer; he pirates her perfor- 
maices and steals her gown. These become. nice props 
for a rather spicy interlude where the mailboy gets a pro- 
stitute to ‘play his diva.” 

And stealing is not his only problem. Coincidently 
this mailboy is at the wrong place at the wrong time. As 
he’s making a routine delivery, a not-so-routine package 
1s secretly dropped into his possesion. He ends up carry’ 
ing a tape containing evidence that ties law enforcement 
officers to a not-so-legal endeavor. Innocently, the little 
romantic mopéd driver gets involved with a police run 
international prostitution ring. Not good for our hero. 
Believable? 

But what kind of hero was this guy? He loved opera 
enough to steal it: take the songs! from a musician he 
‘loved". and he stole her dress, her sacred garment. 
Since when has theft been the greatest form-of flattery? 

The film was appealing to the eyes. The pastel colors 
were striking. Every shade was intentional, contrasting 
the light and dark. Every short said ‘look at the screen: 
see all that is here.” The scenes in a wild artist's flat 
became a set designer's dream. Cars worked as sculptures 
ind a set up for cheap humor. The bad guy walked in 
and. exclaimed ‘I don’t like cars’. Chalk drawings 
covered the floor; in darkness a woman photograghed 
herself in the nude. In the kitchen a crazy swimming- 
masked and snorkled artist gave lessons:in’ “Zen and the 
Art of Buttering Bread’. New insight was offered to the 
world of culinary arts 

The audio effects were quite powerful tools as well. 
The sounds were extreme. They went up and down and 
wound all around. Music is powerful stuff. The smooth 
lure of the opera, the pulsing punk, absolute silence, and 
echoes all drawing : 

The story line was not a simple one. In fact by 11:00 
o'clock it became a little difficult to follow. But here’s a 
summation: first of all the little moped man had'an inkl- 
ing that the cops were out to get him for theft, simply for 
stealing some opera-types gown or something. Secondly, 
he had gotten himself into a little trouble for pirating 
the diva’s performance. But remember it was all for love, 
and therefore, okay. Then it got a little more hairy. The 
cops, not the good law abiding, god fearing cops, but the 
make-up-the-law-as-you-go-along cops sort of wanted 
him dead. It was not really a big deal because he had no 
idea that this problem even existed until there was a bit 
of blood shed. So you get the drift. Have you ever had 
the pleasure of riding a moped on the Metro in Paris? 
Too bad the film wasn’t in 3-D. (That's next week.) 
There were at least three interwoven tales of excitment 


and adventure to follow--chasing, being chased, and |

How to Make Love 
To a Negro Without 
Getting Tired

What’s in a name? According to the NAACP and many 
others alot. How To’ Make Love To A Negro Without Get 
ting Tired proved too outrageous a title to slip past un 
noticed. In fact, the NAACP objected whole-heartedly 
to this title, basing its arguement on the grounds that tt 
promoted the stereotyping of Blacks. Well, the title ts 
outrageous, attention grabbing, and subject to criticism 
but notice that. most groups, including the NAACP, 
avoided direct criticism of the movie itself. 

| would advise anyone considering going to this movie 


‘to ignore the title. This is a French-Canadian film. (in 


French with English sub-titles) and apparently the 
french language lacks a more comfortable word. tor 
African-French or African-Canadians than ‘‘Negre,”’ 
directly translated as Negro. We Americans tend to.see 
the word ‘'Negro’’. and automatically assume racism. 
Maybe once. you know that this movie is based on a 
semi-autobiographical book of the same title, written by 
the Haitian-Canadian Dany Laferrier, about his ex- 
periences upon arriving in French-Canada during the 


- seventies, you will feel less ambivalent ordering your 


ticket. wish I had known those things when I ordered 
my ticket. | had the sinking suspicion that | was walking 


‘into a Ku Klux Klan meeting, or something equally 


racist and scary. 
‘In actuality, | was walking into a funny and endearing 
movie. We fallow this Haitian emigre through his days. 
We watch him meet beautiful white women, piece 
together his first novel (which he playfully titles How To 
Make Love To A Negro Without Getting Tired) and discuss 
life in general with. his equally endearing roommate, 
Bouba, who reads Freud and the Koran, listens to 
Charlie Parker and John Coltrane, and sleeps for days at 
atime. At best How To Make Love To A Negro Without 
Getting Tired is a charming and honest “‘slice of life’’ 
comedy that loses none of its humor in the translation. 
Howver, this movie does have its flaws. One such flaw 
is a subplot involving whitetacist drug dealers and their 
attempts to reap revenge on the protagonists. Bur, this 
revenge is for an offense that was never clarified and pro- 
ves itself highly unnecessary. 
How To Make Love To A Negro Without Getting Tired 


and-concerns-due-to-its-subject- matter. This conflict 
poses many other problems. Because this film follows a 
black man through a predominantly white world, it con- 
fronts such controversial subjects as racism, interracial 
sex, and stereotypes, but it does so in an often superficial 
manner. | found the white woman fetish bothersome 
and really would have liked to see more than the one 
(yes, only one) black woman in this movie. | also 
thought it ironic that such a movie would rely so heavily 
on stereotypes itself. One militant feminist turns out to 
be a lesbian, suprise? And whites who aren't. racist 
almost always overcompensate. For instance, the white 
cyclist, Francois, pledges his love for blacks far too 
adamantly for it to be believable. 

Although this film isn’t trouble-free, it is definitely 
worth the price of the admission: It doesn't offer solu- 
tions to the problems posed by racism and stereotyping, 
but it does raise questions in the mind of the. viewer. 
This movie is amusing and thought provoking. It's no’ 
Do the Right Thing but it’s fresh and new and daring and 
absolutely worth seeing. ,

No, he thought. That was certainly not something Bil- 
ly could manage. And no, he would not attend 
philosophy class tommorrow. He believed in the harmful 
effects of having too much of a good thing, and if think- 
ing was good, then philosophy was definitely bad. Since 
it seemed to him that concrete answers to his questions 
were unattainable, at least through his meager reasoning 
powers, there was no point in pursuing it. He finished 
what remained in his can, and went to fetch himself 
another one.

This parking problem of an unconventional sort has 


Now 
that the University has completed the widening of 
walkways to accomodate shuttle busses, perhaps it can 
redirect its efforts toward development of a much less 
costly and mentally demanding nature.

While a team is maturing and gaining experience, there 
will he many tough challenges to face. When the UVM 
men's soccer team travelled to Boston to take on the 
Boston University Terriers, they faced one of those 
tough challenges 

Boston University, a traditional New England 
powerhouse and currently ranked number two in the 
region, gave the Cats all they could handle, but UVM 
stit} earned:a +t tie 

A team loaded with talent and experience like BU 
figured to give the Cats some problems. 

Bur, as the game began, the BU home field advantage 
appeared to be a problem for the young Catamounts. 
Playing on the artificial turf of Nickerson field, Vermont 
played tentatively for much of the first half. 

‘We struggled in the first half, The guys'were not used 
to that type of field, and it showed,"’ remarked coach 
Ron McEachen. “We played tentatively, and BU was 
on. They took it to us." 

The lone goal of the first half was scored by. the Ter- 
riers. Kyle Fresh passed the ball to Tim Horton, who 
then beat Cat goalie Dan Smith for the tally. : 

While the first half was dominated by the Terriers, 
Vermont rose to the occasion in the second half. Things 
finally began to fall into place. 

“We made some adjustments, inserted some new peo- 
ple and we began to make some things happen,”’ said 
McEachen. 


The Cats had several excellent scoring chances, as 


their midfield rose-to the occasion and dominated the. 


rest of the way.

“They worked really hard. We won the batt! —f the 
thidfield and that made a big difference,’ said 
McEachen. 

The Catamount pressure finally paid off. With nine 
minutes remaining, sophomore Stephane Delval, who 

- had been moved to midfield as one of McEachen’s ad- 
justments, raced down the right side. He then booted 


~ the ball towards the front of the net, where junior Jim 


Wawruck was waiting. Wawruck took the feed and burn- 
ed BU netminder Brad Rubin for the tying goal. 

Vermont had some decent chances after that, but the 
Terrier defense held firm. McEachen was fairly pleased 
with his team after the game. 

‘We played well, especially for a young team. It looks 
as if we are beginning to solidify as a group . We still 
have a lot of work to do, but hopefully we are getting 
there.” ‘, ; 

The goaltending and defense was once again strong for 
the Cats. 

“Dan Smith played really well, as did Chris Karwoski 
on defense. Roberto Beall and Jim’ Wawruck also played 


sn _ extremely well for us today,"’ said McEachen. 


Boston University was the first North Atlantic Con- 
ference matchup for Vermont this season. If the Cata- 
mounts are to make a run at another NAC title, the Ter- 
tiers are likely to be in their paths. Senior forward Mark 
Zola continues to lead the UVM scoring attack and sits 
at 8 in the New England scoring ranks. Jim Wawruck 
holds the 9 position along with Ricardo Martinez of URI 
and Wayne Janes of Central Connecticut. 


Andre and.Kevin Wylie, went 19-3-1 on the wings of a 
strong defense. Vermont's 1990 success comes in large 
part due to its offense, led by Zola and Jim Wawruck. 
After losing seven seniors, including two All 
Americans, the Catamounts were expected to place 
third in the North Atlantic Conference polls. By shut- 
ting down BU on the turf at Nickerson, Vermont proved 
that they are not merely shadows of their former selves. 
UVM is still NAC champion until dethroned, and that 
match-up is not set until November. Until then, Ver-

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Waterfront Plans Make Waves

The Burlington Waterfront Plan has finally risen above 
sea level. A unanimous vote by all. Burlington City 
Councilmembers _last-Monday_night pushed the plan 
from paper to the November sixth ballot box, where it 
will be voted upon by the citizens of Burlington. 

Key to the plan is the agreement reached between the 
city and the Central Vermont Railroad (CVR), relating 
to all of CVR's 62 acres of Burlington Waterfront land. 
According to the Waterfront Ten Year Conceptual 
Plan, ‘the agreement allowed the city to proceed im- 
mediatly with the development of an 1 l-acre park on 
filled lands and gives the city the option to purchase all 
of CVR's lands on the Waterfront not required for 
railroad. purposes.” 

The plan consists of a total of 121 acres, offering 17 
pércent for park land, 20 percent tor public uses and 
development, 25 percent for private development, and 
38 percent for an urban reserve. 

Although it has received the complete support of all 
three parties of the city council, not everyone is happy 
over the proposed plan. “The main objection | have to 
the plan,” said Eugene Resnick, a member of the Burl- 
ington Youth Greens, “‘is that it promotes development. 
It does provide for a park, but in many ways, (it) seems 
like a front yard for development — it seems to comple- 
mene the condominiums and luxury development that is 
planned for east of Lake Street.” ; 

According to C.E.D.0. (Community and Economic 


Development Office) Director, Michael Monte, the area 
east of Lake Street does call for development to Occur, 
however the land is already privately owned. “The thing 
that (the Greens) don't recognize is that the land has 
been privately owned and commercially dev eloped tor 
many years,” he said. “Besides that fact, it is my beliet 
that many people in the city want to have a waterfront 
which has generous open space, generous park space, 
conservation space, public spaces ... and they would like 
to see some level of private development: In fact out of 
“120 acres that are on the waterfront in this district, only 
25 percent will be availible for private devel ~pment.”” 

Claude Lehman, a public school English teacher and 
resident of Ward two doesn’t agree with Monte’s ex 
plaination of Lake Street. “Saying that the land east of 
Lake-Street has always been privately owned ts a very 
pessimistic and powerless view to take,’’ he said. “‘It’s 
like’ saying ‘Whether what we have done in the past ts 
good or bad, we've always done it — so it will continue.’ 
If we see something wrong, we can change it. I just don’t 
buy (Monte’s arguement).”’ 

According to Lehman, the waterfront development 
east of Lake Street will create a greater gap between the 
rich and the poor and will have a definite affect on sur- 
rounding neighborhoods, making real estate prices rise. 
“L see the city promoting development that would pro- 
mote gentrification,” Lehman said, ‘(the plan) also does 
not include any element: to do with rent control of 
households with lower incémes — this concept plan has 
been designed to meet the needs of developers.”’ 


atte Sng a “, ae 
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Monte said the Greens are exaggerating on the 
development of Lake Street. “Although the Greens 
have said that they are against the development east ot 
Lake Street, they really are trying to make the plans 
seem like it’s a very large-development activity that we 
are proposing: When you actually look at the tand-tise~ 
and the amount of land and the amount of development 
that will be occuring, compared to the park space and 
open space, that is not true. If you are against all 
development, then you would take the Greens position 

It you believe that some level of development should oc 

cur, then you would support the plan.” 

Resnick believes that what has been done with ‘the 
land east of Lake Street is simply greasing the wheels tor 
development. “In an article in the May. issue of Ver 
mont Business Magazine,’ he: said, ‘““Michael Monte 
describes the park across the street from where the 
development would occur of Lake Street as a ‘catalyst 
for development’ tor the area east of Lake Street. Also 
the C.E.D.O. department is doing a lot ot work to plan 
infrastructuré improvements. We don’t want the: city 
government to move forward with private development 
We feel that is not their role. Their role should be to 
serve the public interest, not to grease the wheels for 
development.” 

Monte said that even if he did not like what he said, it 
is still crue. “What they were attacking is a quote | had 
made that was totally true — even if | didn’t like it or

Cynic: Do you thinf that the tax changes would generate 


enough revenue to expand the state budget, which is now 


running at a deficit? 

Welch: The reality is that we're going to have a tight 
budget this year and its going to make it extremely dif- 
ficulr to meet the legitimate funding needs that 
everyone has — including UVM. But, unless we begin to 
deal. with the fundamental tairmess in the tax system, 
we're not going to be able to move ahead. That’s an 
essential issue 

Cynic: As far as the environment goes, you have ad- 
vocated. mandatory recycling and are against garbage in- 
cineration. What other environmental programs do you 
have planned? 

Welch: Well, the differences between us on the en- 
vironment are immense. Snelling sees the environment 
as an obstacle to economic progress. | see it as an ally. | 
favor recycling and he favors burning. He would claim 
that he favors both, but trash burning destroys the in- 
centive or ability of communities to effectively recycle. | 
favor the family farm; he favors the introduction of 
bovine growth hormone which threatens the economic 
survival of family farms. He favors the Williston Mall — 
or won't say. | oppose it. It will be an environmental and 
economic disaster. He favors signing a 20-year, $6 
billion contract with Hydro-Quebec. I oppose that $6 
billion contract. We should not export our environmen- 
tal problems and we should agressively implement an 
enérgy conservation strategy to spend more of our energy 
dollars at home supporting Vermont jobs and Vermont 
businesses. 

Cynic: Do you see any other energy sources? If the energy 
is not coming from Hydro-Quebec, where will it come from! 

Welch: Well, conservation in a demand-side strategy 
can be a source of energy. We've neglected that. 
Anytime we can conserve, that reduces demand and the 
pressure for capital intensive generating facilities. Also, 
part of our in-state strategy can be the creation of wood 

. gasification plants such as is now being p 
in Bennington. We've used Vermont wood products and 
state-of-the-art wood gasification technology that’s non- 
polluting. It would create Vermont jobs for construction 
workers and Vermont jobs for engineers and 
maintenance workers. There's a variety of technologies 
and opportunities that have been disregarded. We 
should be very aggressive in a demand-side strategy.

Cynic: How do you see the future of Vermont? Some peo- 
ple are predicting recession for the country as a whole. Do 
you think it will hit hard in- Vermont? 

Welch: Vermont is a part of the regional economy and 
is going to be affectéd by the oil squeeze. The S&L crisis 
is putting a credit squeeze on so that even credit-worthy 
businesses and individual borrowers are having a tough 
time getting the money they need. We're going into 
very difficult times and much of that is the legacy of the 
kind of giveaway policies that Richard Snelling and the 
other trickle-down economic advocates created. One of 
the biggest problems of the 80's is that we had tax 
policies that literally shifted the burden onto the middle 
income and working class and reduced it on the wealthy. 
These are policies that have transformed us from the 
largest creditor to the largest debtor nation in the world. 


_ They're all policies that Richard Snelling advocated. He 


was Ronald Reagan's choirboy for supply-side economics 
in Vermont: His legacy is six deficits in eight years when 
he was governor. We can’t return to that. We've got to 
pay our bills, have taxes based on ability to pay, not 
ability to evade, and reward investment over specula- 
tion. We cannot collapse under the~pressure of slow 
economic times in our commitment to protecting the 
environment and Richard Snelling keeps pointing his 
finger at the environment as the culprit. He’s wrong. 
He’s targetted two areas of. the budget for criticism. He 
says we're doing too much to protect our. farms and too 
much to protect the environment. In fact, environmen- 
tal spending is a paltry two percent of our entire state 
budget. . 

Cynic: How will you differ from Snelling in dealing with 
as recession!

with Crazy Horse and Ragged Glory

The whining hippie God puts down his Martin and goes 
electric for this most exemplary effort at raw rock and 
roll, therecent release, Ragged Glory. Neil Young teams 
up with his former and best band Crazy Horse for the 
first time in more than a decade to put out his first album 
of the nineties and second commendable LP in so many 
years. The album lacks any mellow acoustic numbers, 
but it more than makes up for it with great electric guitar 
rock and roll that only could come from the squeaky 
pipes and ‘sloppy fingers of Neil Young. 

The album is raw and passionate. Mostly recorded live 
at Neil’s California ranch, Ragged Glory shows. no 
evidence of studio tampering. Not only does the album 
lack any evidence of studio- sophistication, it sounds as 
though Neil and Crazy Horse; consisting of guitarist 
Frank Sampredo, bassist Billy Talbot, and drummer 
Ralph Molina, recorded the album live during a great gig 
held in some field. The solos are long, and for lack of-a 
better description, ever so Neil. The finger slop is in no 
way hidden, the precision is in no way theré, but the pas- 
sion is flowing. Neil's solos on Ragged Glory are reminis- 
cent of his voice, technically horrible, but emotionally 
impossible to reproduce, or to better. 

With Neil's guitar squalling solo after solo, he moans 
of the pains of city life as the album launches off with 
the a tune entitled ‘Country Home'’. Young and Crazy 
Horse maintain the intensity of “Country Home" ‘tor 
what turns out to be about an hour. The album had two 
tracks over ten minutes in length; ‘Love and Only 
Love” and ‘Love to Burn"’, where Neil wails the senti- 
ment that we must ‘‘take a chance on love’. Thé album, 
however, ts anything but sentimental. Neil reflects upon 
the sixties in his number ‘Mansion on the Hill", where 
he tells "Psychedelic music filled the air/Love and peace 
live their sll’. However, Neil realizes that these days 
are no longer in ‘The Days That Used to Be’. Here 
Young confesses that “It seems like such a stmple things 
to follow your own dreams/But possessions and conces- 
sions... Drag you down and load you down...But we never 
had to. make those deals in the-days that used to be.”

The song's rather ridiculous early 
sixties California surter’s lyrics are backed up by a funk 
punk beat provided by Crazy Horse, producing a break 
form the serious tone permeating the rest of the album, 


The album closes with a tribute to the environmental ° 


cause recorded live at the Farm Aid IV benefit concert 
in Indianapolis. The track is titled “Mother Earth’’ and 
comes off sounding like a combination of Hendrix's ren- 
dition of the national anthem and a choir ted by Young 
pleading that we must “Respect Mother Earth and her 
healing ways/Or trade away our children's days’’. The 
solo Neil employs in the middle of the song is perhaps 
his best on the album. It is intensely electric with cut- 
ting feedback, but it contains an element of lament and 
passion that could only come from a signitured Neil 
Young solo. 

The beauty of Ragged Glory is its passion and authen- 
ticity. Neil in no way did this album to sell out, nor did 
he take any shortcuts. The album is simply vintage Neil 
Young seen in a form he has not shown in‘more than a 
decade, Although Freedom was an outstanding effort, it 
does not achieve the raw passion that personified Neil 
during the heyday of his carreer. Ragged Glory, however, 
does achieve this-passion. Neil shows that he is perhaps 
the last musician who can still employ the power of pas- 
sion over the science of precision, and the charmingly 
‘flawed sounds of a raw rock and roll jam over the perfec- 
tion of studio production. Ragged Glory is a most satisfy- 
ing work, and provides proof that Young is yet to burn 
out or to rust.

In 1970, he got his chance. He was UVM's first film pro 
_ fessor until 1977, when he tov 1k over as Associate Dean of 
the College of Arts and Sciences In two years, he tamed 
around a Summer Session program then $75,000 in debt, to 
one $30,000 in the black. In 1979, he began the revision of 
Film Study ‘which he continued while working as Associate 
Dean until 1988. After a year’s sabbatical, he returned to 
teaching in 1989. He lives in St. George, Vermont with his 
wife Sheila. They have two children: Steven and Gary 
Recently. The Cynic caught up with Manc hel in his office. 
avhere the conversation touched on subjects ranging from 
huseball. university politics, and, inevitably, to film 
Cynic: By 1979, when you began. your revision of Film 
Study you were already published and had earned much 
praise for your work in film. Why, then, did you feel the 
need to revise the work? ‘ ’ 
Manchel: It didn’t really work. that way. When I took 
over as Associate Dean we were in a debt which, the 
man | worked with, John Jewett) said “see what you can 
do about it.” So | worked with a woman by the name of 
Lynn Ballard and, after two or three years we had turned 
a profit of néarly $30,000.

He said yes and let me have 
a computer terminal at home 1 set one up there «and 
here in my office. That's the reason why | started (re-) 
writing it —_as an experiment to help the college — but 
then it just went crazy. Originally, it was one volume ot 
abour 500. pages, now it's four volumes. If it hadn’r been 
tor the publisher and my wite, I'd probably still be going 
on it tight now, There's just-so much-te-do. 

Cynic: You took over as Associate Dean in June, 1977, 
and inherited a Summer Program deep in debt. What type of 
programs did you institute to turn that situation around? 

Manchel: It was just a question of how many courses 
we would offer, what kinds of courses we would offer, 
and how to make them more attractive, Most of the 
creative work was really done by Lynn Ballard. She 
deserves. most of the credit, | just happened to be in the 
right place at the right time to work with someone like 
her ’ 

Cynic: Your revision of Film Suady is subtitled ‘An 
Analvtical Bibliography,”’ while the original is “A Reference 
Guide.” What is the differentiation between the two, aside 
from simply one being four times as long? 

Manchel: It’s very different in aclot of ways The 
riginal book had a minimum of narrative and a heavy 
ddése of bibhographie annotations The whole poirtr ot 
film study is that there are basically six ditterent ways tn 
which fitm can be studied critically. What 1 originally 
decided tm do Was disc LISS what those six Ways were and 
to ofter resources, footnotes, distributors of film, running 
time, etc. But the new edition is primarily narrative, gt 
ing an overview of all the significant research done in 
the six areas of film study There are sections within the 
book listing films and articles written on them. There’s 
also: a-whole chapter devoted to genre. There, you would 
find annotations on books devoted to genre, advocating 
theones of genre, or combining theories of genre These 
are chapters that, for most people, would be equivaleng 
to. books. In Volume 1, tor example, there's a chapter on 
stereotyping which is over 500 pages The approaches 
that | take are different, In the original volume, | had 
film as a new form of literature. After seeing how people 
study film — and the misconceptions people have | 
argued that we should now study film as film and not as 
literature. | made a whole revision on the appt yach to 
the way people treat Hollywood, People tend to put 
Hollywood down, but I argued that we should take it 
much more seriously. Most of Hollywood's attackers are 
people who just couldn't make it out there failed 
screenwriters, for example. We have this myth because

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It Happens 
Even at UVM 


By an Anonymous Student 
Being called an alcoholic among college 
students is little more than a joke for most people. 
I've heard the joking accusations often during my 
time at UVM. I’ve attended many parties where 
I've heard “what a lush,” “s/he is such an alco- 
holic,” “you drink too much.” For some people 
* such statements are jokes, even things to brag 
about. 
When my friends started saying, things to me 
‘about my drinking during my first year at UVM, it 
wasn’t funny, even though | tred continually to 
laugh it off. | first started drinking when I was 12 
or 13. | didn’t think that to be extremely unusual 
all. my friends were experimenting then, too. 
What was to lie ahead over the next seven years 
was something | never expected. 


I could not sleep, go to school, do 
homework, play sports, talk to other 
people, introduce myself, sit through 
an interview, fill out a college appli-. 
cation, or exist without being drunk 

or high. Every social interaction I 

‘had during that time was contingent 
- upon alcohol. 


Shortly after my first few experiences with 
alcohol I was introduced to drugs. Nothing too 
heavy, | thought, just speed, marijuana and acid. 
This introduction was the beginning of a mental— 
and physical obsession, an addiction, to drugs and 
alcohol. From the time | was 13 years old until one 
month before my twentieth birthday I had not 
been straight or sober for more than 3 or 4 days in 
a row. 

Consequently, | did not learn to do anything 
__ sqber. | could not sleep, go to school, do home- 
‘work, play sports, talk to other people, introduce 
myself, sit through an interview, fill outa college 
application, or exist without being drunk or high. 
Every social interaction I had during that time was 
contingent upon alcohol. All of this may seem 
. hard to believe, but all it took was a few good 
enablers, and | had many through junior and high 
school. 

I brought two very good enablers to UVM 
with me and found a few more new ones. My 
intention is not to blame these people for my 
alcoholism. I mention them because these enablers 
helped keep me from hitting my bottom. But, by 
the end of my first year, even these people 
couldn't stand to witness my behavior or my 
abuse of them and of other people. 

Without people who would take notes for me 
in class, clean up the bathroom for me when I 
threw up, lie for me when I couldn’t make it in to 
work, (this list could go on) 1 couldn’t help but to 
hit a bottom from which I didn’t think I conte 
recover. 

I did recover from that bottom, and am in re- 
cavery today. I work a 12-step program of recov- 

_ ery and I don’t drink one day at a time. There are 
other UVM students also in this program from 
whom I draw a lot of support. Some days it is still 
‘hard to believe that I am a 22-year-old recovering 
alcoholic, but it does happen. I have been able to- 
not take a drink and to learn how to live one day 

. at a time for over two and half years ....even at 
UVM.

other people in relationship to that person who - 
suffer direct emotional costs. It is also generally 
accepted that family members are especially 
affected by the chemically dependent person with 
whom they live. As the chemical dependency 
progresses, life in the family becomes more 
unpredictable. To compensate, family members 
often take on increased responsibility and can 
inadvertently shield the chemically dependent 
person from the consequences of their actions. 
This process slowly destroys a family’s sense of 
stability, thust,;communication and overall health. 
A similar-shielding process often occurs in the 
workplace, at great emotional cost to the work 
“family.” With good intentions, a co-worker or 
colleague overlooks a performance problem or 
reassigns work responsibilities. Often a supervisor 
procrastinates in talking with someone about a 
change in mood or behavior that is affecting work. 


and cheese functions, students, staff and faculty 


are faced with a culture of drinking. The question 
then becomes how does UVM as g community 
develop a “culture of options” where there is a 
clear message that drinking is never required, 
inappropriate drinking behavior is not ignored - 
and assistance is available to those who need it. 

While the focus on drinking on campus is 
often aimed at students, it is important to remem- 
ber that national studies have shown that between 
10 percent and 20 percent of any workforce has 
employees who are abusing alcohol or drugs. 

UVM is both an institution of higher learning 
and a workplace. Economic costs have been’ 
estimated at over 60 billion dollars per year to 
American businesses through increased health 
care costs and decreased productivity. One study 
reported that 40 percent of all hospital costs were 
related to substance abuse. A 1988 Gallup Survey * 
reported that 95 percent of all American busi- 
nesses had dealt with a substance-abusing em- 

, Ployee and 65 percent of all people entering the 
‘ workforce have experimented with drugs. 

Yet these statistics barely convey the emo- 
tional cost of living with or working with someone 
who is chemically dependent. It is an axiom 
within the field of chemical dependency that for 


every one person who is addicted ~— are six 


Those-closest-to the problem drinker are the most 


-affected emotionally. Perhaps it should came as 


no ‘surprise, then, that a recent study indicated 
that the second most likely person after the spouse 
to cover up for the problem drinker is a person's 
work supervisor or colleague. The development of 
a culture of enabling that tolerates unhealthy ’ 
patterns in a family can likewise develop ina 
workplace, an academic department or a commu- 
nity at large. 

To build a culture of options in the workplace 
and community at large, there are several steps to 
take. The first step is to educate yourself and 
increase your awareness. Do you understand the 


«differences between social, problem and addictive 


drinking? Do you know the warning signs of 
problem drinking? Are you aware of how this 
problem would manifest itself in your specific 
environment? How does this issue surface in a 
faculty area as compared to someone in an admin- 
istrative role? As a supervisor, are vou aware of

Do 
you know what resources are available to assist 
you in the university?

Campus kicahel Use: 
An Ecological Perspective

When I joined the 
UVM community in , 
January of 1990, I was 
anxious to understand 
how environmental 
issues On campus 
relate to substance use. 
I knew of UVM’s 
reputation as a “party 
school.” As a long time 
Vermont resident I 
had read many Free Press articles concerning 
student drinking. My first experience with cam- 
pus-environmental messages carne quickly and 
from an unexpected source. 

Two days after my arrival | went to the : 
bookstore to purchase office supplies. I found 
myself staring at a large display of bar glasses. | 
had to remind myself that the majority of our 
students wére under the legal drinking age. As | 
stood there I thought about the message a first 


year student received from this display. Thereare 


many items a student may wish to purchase for 
his/her room that are not available on campus. 
On the other hand the university will be happy to 
supply you with shot glasses, beer mugs, rocks 
glasses. The message is-simple; a well-equipped 
bar is important for college life. After only two 
days on the job, environmental factors were 
asserting themselves. 

Quver the next few months I became more 
aware of campus ecology. | met many students 
who feel alienated because they do not drink or do 
not drink excessively. I know students who have 
accepted the “college as Animal House” social 
code because they prefer hangovers to social 
ostracism. One afternoon a multi-cultural student 
shared a very disturbing variation of this “party or 
don’t fit in” code. This young woman felt isolated 
during her first UVM semester. Her race, religion, 
place of birth: it seemed everything about her 
separated her from her peers. The culture she was 
raised in held a very different perspective on 
alcohol use than the one she was now a part of. 
She realized if she-discarded that view and 
adopted the drinking habits of the students 
around her she would be instantly accepted. 

She wanted to belong and alcohol provided 
the quickest path to acceptance. What a sad 
commentary on our community. 

Other environmental. influences become 
obvious over time. Every issue of the Cynic 
included at least one advertisement that encour- 
ages excessive drinking. How else can you de- 
scribe ads that offer reduced prices for only the 


most potent mixed drinks or ad copy dedicated to 
the “Motivated Drinker’? The campus yellow 
pages are not free from such messages. “Party! 
Party! Party!” announces one advertisement. 

A social ecological exploration of campus 
provides evidence of a community in need of self 
examination. Responsible use - of alcohol is not the 
problem; excessive use and abuse is. 

Irresponsible drinking hurts the entire com- 
munity. The majority of sexual assaults and other 
campus crime occur under the influence of 
alcohol. Long after the hangover dissipates, the 


‘ damage to the Community remains. A percentage 


of students who drink excessively will continue to 
do so after they leave UVM. The drinking pattern 


~ established as students will lead to troubled 


marriages, employment problems, dysfunctional 
families, serious illness and early death. 

Once we acknowledge the dark side of 
campus alcohol abuse, it becomes something we 
cannot support. We do not accept women living in 
fear walking alone at night or becoming the object 


_of crude sexual comments. We do not accept the 


threat presented by drunk drivers. We do not 


condone violence as a method of solving interper-.. 


sonal issues. All of these are frequently the result 
of the abuse of alcohol. Universities in their 
commitment to learning represent the promise of 
tomorrow. Alcohol abuse destroys that promise 
and is inconsistent with the historic mission of the 
university. 

We need to work toward a community in 
which people use alcohol responsibly, where 
individuals exercise the freedom to drink, con- 
scious of its impact on others. The majority of 
students at UVM are responsible drinkers. We 
need to find ways to give voice to those who 
mistakenly believe they are a minority. 

Students must become empowered to create 
social connections based on who they are and not 
how much they can drink. Building community 
can not be proscribed from above. We all must 
take responsibility. We must insist the Cynic’ take 
the initiative to develop sound internal policies 
towards alcohol advertising. As consumers we 
must let local businesses know how we feel about 
their advertising style. 

We must stop turning our heads, pretending 
we don’t see. Education, treatment arid enforce- 
ment of policies are our primary tools in reducing 
the misery caused by alcohol abuse. Let’s work 
together to build a healthier community, that 
celebrates differences, respects others as well as 
individual freedom, and shows compassion for 


those in need. .

Alcohol penetrates. When consumed, alcoho! 
permeates every cell in the body, captivating the 
senses, suffusing and enhancing experience. One 
“glows” with a sense of euphoria and union with 
the surroundings. -Attention is concentrated, 
thinking and activity are focused, and the range of 
competing thoughts and potential actions is 
narrowed. Seventy-five to 80 percent of adults 
partake of alcohol. 

Alcohol use and alcohol attitudes are chang- 
ing. In the American culture, alcohol is no longer 
viewed as an essential prerequisite for “a good 
time,” nor as a necessity for an adult party. The 
emerging awareness-alliows for a reality where 
alcohol use is no Jonger an indiscriminate activity, 
taken for granted, as a social emollient; a commu- 
nications “ice breaker,” or a way to “let one’s hair 
down.” 

Wellness-oriented individuals contend that 
alcohol is a powerful drug, requiring great care in 
use. The shift in America is from using alcohol to 
lessen consciousness to consciously using alcohol. 
For 10-20 percent of us, because of a pre-existing 
toxic response potential to alcohol, abstinence is 
essential. For the remainder, proper or “safe” 
drinking necessitates knowing the nature of 


- alcohol and using it accordingly, rather than being 


used by it. 
To broaden the context of individual aware- 


? ness around alcohol use, ask the following: What 


do I drink? When and why do | drink? (Drinking 
to reduce stress is dangerous 4d counterproduc- 
tive, especially when stress is a chronic concern.) 
With whom and where do I| drink? 

Study your drinking behavior — simply 
observing your activity results in change, allows 
for conscious choice. People do not consciously 


_ develop alcohol problems. Be aware.

to himself but in common with millions of other 
Americans. Richard is an adult child of an alco- 
holic (ACOA). Although he was never beaten or 
neglected, he still carries around the emotional 
wounds of growing up in an alcoholic household 
These scars can affect all relationships in his life — 
with his boss and co-workers, friends, lovers or 
any person or commitment in his life. And his 
feelings of distress typically. increase as he begins 
to increase his relahonshi ips and commetments 
osf ACOA's seek counseling soon after 
ving graduated ‘from college, entering long- 
term relahonships or beginning careers 
According to the Vermont Department of 
Icohol Abuse, one in six Vermonters are ad- 
versely affected bv alcohol. The effects of alcohol 
abuse are not limited to the abuser. Fnends, co 
workers and supervisors, and especially family 
members are deeply troubled and affected by the

While the effects of alcohol abuse are becom- 
ing More apparent and well known, the eff 
growing up in an alcoholic household are far more 
insidious and just as devastating 
“T thought that all 1 had to do to avoid being 
hke my tather was to not dnnk,” confessed Sally, a 
53-year-old ACOA. “Now Frealize that most of 
mv life has been ternbly affected by him. | make 
the same mistakes, but | do it without drinking.” 
Although physical and sexual abuse can be a 
devastating component of growing up with an 
alcohalic, many ACOA’s grow up without ever 
experiencing such overt and-easily identifiable 
acts. Asa result, they may go through life without 
understanding the effects growing up in an 
alcoholic household has had upon them. 
However, the insidious effects of such a 
“childhood can leave lasting emotional scars which 
can persist through adulthood. According to Janet 
Woititz, in her book Adult Children of Alcoholics,

ever knowing how a normal family operates. They 
must guess at what is “normal.” Ina later session, 
Richard reported that he would study Leave it to 
Beaver and Father Knows Best so that he would 
know how to act when he had his own family. 
However, while he has done a good job at creating 
an outward appearance of competence and A 
security, he continues to feel that there must be 


‘something wrong with him. 


_ Woititz, in her 1976 doctoral research, con- 
cluded that “Adult children of alcoholics have 
lower self-esteem than those who do not come 
from homes where alcohol is abused.” This low 

self-esteem, if not treated, can continue through- 

yut a child’s life, causing problems in virtually all 
relationships ACOA’s lear at an early age that 
it IS Not sate to trust, not safe to talk about impor- 
tant Issues, and even not safe to feel. 

They learn to pretend that everything is all 
nght, even when they are in ternble pain within. 
They learn to judge themselves without mercy, to 
teel responsible for everything that goes wrong, 
and they crave approval and affirmation from 
others. As a-result, they have little room for. 
intimacy with others 

According to Richard: “Every time | start to 
get close with someone, | get panicky and back — 
out. But then I'm left feeling lonely and afraid. So | 
find someone else and start the process over 
again.” | 

Frank, a 38-y enrol ACOA has never been 
able to stay in any job for more than two years. 
“My boss would do something to get me upset, 
but I didn’t feel like | could say anything about it. 
So I'd either quit, or screw up so badly that I'd get 
myself fired.” 

Claudia Black, Ph.D., in her book Jt Will Never 
Happen to Me , suggests that anyone who suspects 
they may have been affected by living with an 
alcoholic parent ask him or herself “When have | 
let another person be there for me, and when have 
| asked another person for help?” 


ACOA’s often have great difficulty in their 
ability to ask others for what they need — espe- 
cially for their emotional needs. Black suggests 
that if only negative experiences are remembered . 
and if it seems too difficult to take further risks, 
then therapy with a trained professional counselor _ 
may be needéd. In many instances, this may be 
critical. Left with their feelings of isolation, shame 
and unresolved pain, many ACOA‘s resort to the 
same pathological midis. pattern taught to them 
by their parents. 

Undoubtedly, the most difficult step in getting 
treatment for an ACOA is the first step. ACOA’s 
have spent a lifetime not trusting and never 


‘asking for help. However, taking the first step can 


often bring the greatest relief. “The minute | 
decided to get some help,” reported one ACOA, “1 
felt as if the weight of the world had been taken 
off my shoulders.” 

There are several ways in which an adult 
child of.an alcoholic can find help in gaining trust 
and intimacy, and in learning to express feelings. 
There are many therapists in the Burlington area 
who are trained in issues related to ACOA’s. 


’ Additionally, free “self-help” groups are offered 
- for ACOA’s throughout the greater Burlington 


area. Dates, times and locations for these meetings” 
can be found in the “Let's Meet” section of the 
Burlington Free Press, or by calling Howard Mental 
Health, or Champlain Drug and Alcohol Services. 

“Making the first call, attending the first 
session, asking for the help you've craved and 
feared for. so long can be frightening. But the 
results are almost always wonderful. 

“T've been. together with one woman for about 
a yearnow,” reported Richard. “It’s so scary and 
really hard, but I’m really enjoying it. And I'm so 
happy that I’m not making the same mistakes and 
continuing the same pattern as my parents.”

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Women and Codependence: 
"Too Good For Her Own Good' 


by Janet K. Brown 

The term. “codependence” originated in the 
field of chemical dependency to describe what 
happens to persons who live with a chemically 
dependent person. Anyone who spends consider- 
able time around an active alcoholic knows what 
it is like to walk on eggshells, to wait for “the right 
time” to talk about important topics, or to try to 
control the alcoholic’s behavior (“Maybe if I cook 
a nice dinner, he won't drink.” “If we're quiet, she 
won't yell.”) 

Codependence involves taking too much 
responsibility for the actions and/or feelings of 
another person. It involves operating under the 
illusion that we have control over other people’s 

' behaviors when, in fact, we do not. 

Robert Subby, a nationally recognized author- 
ity on codependence; defines it as “an emotional, 
psychological, and behavioral condition that 
develops as.a result of an individual's prolonged 
exposure to a set of oppressive rules.” These 
include: Don’t feel or talk about feelings. Don’t 
identify, talk about, or solve problems. Don’t be 
who you are — be good, right, strong, and perfect. 
Don’t have fur,be silly, or enjoy life. Don’t trust 
other people or yourself. These can be summed up 
as: don’t trust, don’t talk, don’t feel. 

Although codependence was first noticed in 
the study of chemical dependency, we now know 

_ that there need be no alcoholism or other chemical 
dependency to engender the qualities associated 
with codependente. Rigid religious systems, 
perfectionism, and workaholism all provide 

_ excellent breeding grounds for codependence. 

While there are certainly many men who are 
codependent, our'society actively and pervasively 
encourages women to focus on nurturing others 
rather than themselves. In their book, Too Goed for 
Her Own Good, Claudia Bepko and Jo-Ann Krestan 
destribe what.they call the “hypnotic messages” 
which our culture sends its female population. 

1. Be Attractive: A woman is as good as she 
looks. The authors cite numerous examples of 


Marital Relationships and the N on-Liciakina Alcoholic

Increases in marital

" separation, and divorce 
are common occur- 
rences after an alcoholic 
or chemically dependent 
spouse has achieved 
and maintained a period 
of sobriety. Surprisingly, 
in many cases, separa- 
tion or divorce is pursued by the alcoholic who 
has stopped drinking and not by the spouse who 

has lived through the period of decline associated 
with the alcoholism. 

In a family system in which one of the parents 
is alcoholic, over time, as the aleoholic begins to 


experience a decrease in certain areas of function- wt, 


ing, the other will typically compensate with an 
almost automatic increase in his or her own’ ~ 
functioning to.make up for the difference. As the 
alcoholism continues to progress within the 
spouse, this increased functioning likewise 
continues with the mate and at times can also be 
evidént in certain other members of the family. 
If one can view the family as an organism ~ 
with interrelated organs, it is as if the other organs 
are compensating for a decrease in functioning for 
one particular organ in the system. A certain 
amount of familial anxiety is normal. In families 
where anxiety is high, compensation for the 
functioning of the alcoholic is even more apparent. 
The more the alcoholic underfunctions, the more 
the mate overfunctions to compensate until finally

2. Bea Lady: A good woman always stays in 
sonteok Women are not supposed to get angry. 
They are supposed to be patient and calm at all 
times. When we get angry or upset, we tend to 
chide ourselves and tell ourselves to calm down. 

3. Be Unselfish and of Service: A good woman 
loves to give. “Selfish” is a very negative word for 
us. Remember Shel Silverstein’s The Giving Tree, a 
story in which the tree, who is a female, gives up 
her leaves and branches to help the boy until 
finally she is just a stump? Think how you would 
feel if the tree were a male and the person a girl. 
The story is about the traditional symbolism of 
women as nurturing and’ “feminine,” whereas 
nurturing needs to become recognized as not , 
“feminine” but simply human. : 

4, Make Relationships Work: A good woman 
loves first. In her landmark book, In A Different 
Voice, Carol Gilligan has shown that, while men 
‘are socialized to value autonomy, women are 


taught to value connectedness. Women frequently . 


take far more than a reasonable share of the 
responsibility for the quality of their relationships. 
When relationships fail, women tend to blame 
themselves and think they should have been able 
to “make it work somehow.” 

Traditional family values, plus cultural 
conditioning have encouraged women to focus on 
others at the expense of their own health and 
growth. Now that women have won the right to 
pursue full-time careers, they find themselves 
juggling work, childcare, and household Tresponsi- 
bilities. Studies continue to show that, though 
women are now out in the workforce in large 
numbers, their male partners are typically not 
doing half the housework and child care. This 


. leads to a kind of superwoman syndrome, in 


which the woman is expected to juggle even more~ 


separation, divorce, death or institutionalization 


w~ occurs.» 


The overfunctioning can be manifested in 
increased financial, parental and household 
responsibilities as well as enabling behaviors such 
as making excuses for the alcoholic. The tendency 
for most family members, as well as some protes- 
sionals, is to focus on the alcoholic and the behav- 
iors associated with alcohol use and not on the 
functioning of the individuals within the family 


“system, | 


In evaluating the roles under- and over- 
functioning behaviors play in the family, the 
readjustment which occurs when the alcoholic 
stops drinking can be seen in a different light. 

The marital relationship is.at a very vulner- 
able point when the alcoholic stops drinking and 
moves towards recovery. My observations over 
the years have indicated that upon cessation of 
chemical use, most individuals return to their 
original level of functioning. The impact of this 
change directly affects the relationship dynamics 
of the marriage and of the family system. When 
drinking, the alcoholic provided a focus for the 
familial and marital anxiety. When the drinking 
stops and a period of sobri¢ty is established, the 
marital and familial anxiety begins to shift within 


‘the system. This may be expressed in mantal 


conflict, development of physical / mental difficul- 
ties in the non-drinking spouse, parental over 
mvolvement with a child, or development of 
behavioral problems in a child. 

When individual members within a recover- 
ing alcoholic family can begin to look at their own 
functioning and the impact it has on others, they

“responsibilities while still keeping cool and calm 
at all times, an almost impossible standard. 

Under such pressures, as they try to remain in 
control, some women turn to,addiction to relieve 
the stress. Paradoxically, this leads.to further loss 
of control. Besides addiction, the other frequent 


. result of of codependence is physical illness, Colitis, 


heart arrhythmias, headaches, stomach ailments, 
and other illnesses can result from over- responsi- 
bility for the well-being of others. 

Bepko and Krestan provide helpful hints and 
a blueprint for recovery. We move from nes ge 
dent beliefs (“1 must be perfect:" “I can’t say No.” 
to healthy area ‘I don’t have to be perfect. eis 
have choices.”). We can learn to be comfortable 
with ac as we are, rather than trying to be 
something we are not. We can learn how to 
communicate directly with others rather than 
trying to control them indirectly. We can learn 
that it is possible to be a nurturing, caring person 
and yet set limits. 

When an alcoholic stops drinking, our natural 
response is to be glad the person is free of the 
addiction. But when a codependent person stops 
being “nice” and starts setting limits, those around 
the person often balk, unless they understand the 
principles of recowery. Often families and fnends 
accuse the recovering codependent of being 

“selfish,” “inconsiderate,” or “irresponsible,” since 
the codependent is no longer putting everyone 
else first. 

It is not easy to change. That is why groups 
such as Al-Anon and Codependents Anonymous 
are so helpful. Other recovering persons are there 
to share support and to let us know that there is a 
balance between selfishness and total self-sacri- 
fice. It’s called “healthy self-interest.”

This also avoids seeing 
the alcoholic as the problem and the codependent 
spouse as the victim. F 

In addition, when each spouse can view his/ 
her underfunctioning and overfunctioning behav- 
iors more objectively, they may be able to see how 
the alcoholism and codependency did indeed . 
provide a measure of equilibrium for marital and 
familial anxiety. This, however, is a difficult 
process for many because of the general tendency 
not to look at our own functioning but to concen- 
trate on others. It 1s also difficult for the codepen- 
dent partner to step back from the over function- 
ing role and to move towards establishing more of 
a self in the relationship instead of focusing on the 
recovering aleoholic, the marnage, or a difficult 
child. : 

These behaviors and shifts in relationship 
patterns, | believe, are part of a natural process 
which occurs in the recovering marriage and 
family. With the cessation of the alcoholic drink- 
ing, a new challenge emerges with the spouse and 
other family members. This is a time when each 
family member needs to evaluate his/her own 
functioning and concentrate on his/her own 
recovery. 

Family therapy as well as involvement in AA 
or ALANON proves to be extremely helpful with 
this process.

: It Works But It’s 


NOT EASY To Do Right

What is a “Johnson Intervention”? 

A Johnson Intervention, in its most brief 
form, is the coming together of a group of signifi- 
cant others (family, peers, co-workers, etc.) to 
confront a person who is in denial and delusion 
about the actual severity of their alcohol and/or ° 
drug abuse. This confrontation is not typical. 
Without anger or blame, each member of the 
Intervention Group does the following behaviors 

to make their information “hearable”: 

1. Presents deep feelings of love and concern 
for see subject of the intervention; 

2. Presents clearly documented examples of 
the person’s painful /harmful behaviors while 
she/he was intoxicated; 

3. Requests assertively (not aggressively) that 
the person enter into some form of treatment _ 
NOW. 

To “get help” may mean anything from going 
to AA/NA to entering residential treatment. 

If the alcohol/drug abusing person refuses to 
cooperate, often another set of rounds will occur 
to explain consequences for non-cooperation. 

How does it work? 

Usually a person close to the alcohol/drug 
abuser reaches a point at which she/he,can no 
longer tolerate things as they are. Sometimes “the 
client” who seeks help from a trained interven- 
tionist may also be co-dependent; other times this 
person suffers from other conditions (anxiety, 
depression, etc.). The client seeks resolution of 
their pathological condition by stopping the 
alcohol/drug abusing behaviors of the substance 
abusing person (often a family member). 

The interventionist trains the group to carry 
out the intervention, often completing short-term 
individual/ family psychotherapy with primary 
members. 

Is it difficult to do? 

An intervention is relatively difficult to do. 
Interventionists should have expertise and experi- 
ence in chemical dependency treatment recovery, 
group dyriamics, family therapy and teaching. Not 
only must the interventionist coordinator/ trainer 
educate the system’s members, but she/he must 
also be able to lead the procedure. Furthermore, 
the interventionist needs to know about other 
areas of concern to the group or family (e.g., 
diagnostic and treatment implications, admissions 
issues, third-party payer processes, eligibility, the 
disease process, etc.)The ror arora guides 
the process. 

Choose one carefully! Cautions! 

There are several areas of caution if you 
decide to pursue an intervention to help a loved 
one, your family, or yourself. 


Time/Fiming: Interventions may be traumatic. 
They are not to be rushed. We recommend two- 
three hours preparation for a quick 

Intervention. Although a greater number of 
people may be helped (or harmed) more effi- 
ciently via the short-term preparations, they tend 
to be inadequate for resolving emotjonal and 
behavioral “fallout” from the intervention. 

Leadership: Be sure your interventionist is 
competent! What training and direct intervention 
experience does the person have? Textbook 
preparation is not enough. We recommend that 


‘the interventionist who does the training/treat- 


ment also leads the actual intervention. Leader- 
ship requires strength, skill and objectivity. 
‘Resistance: Interventions tend to get deep fast. 
Therefore defenses come up quickly. People need 
to be ready and able to carry out an intervention. 
Sometimes people are eliminated from the group 
because of their own co;dependency, emotional ° 


_ instability,.ec. Sometimes resistance is simply lack 


of readiness, or fear. Effective interventions 
require from six to 10 hours to prepare for and 
carry out. Be prepared for some intense*psycho- 
therapy. 

Systemic Feedback; The family or network 
system always responds in an intervention. If it 


_ works and the abuser gets into the first step. 


recovery, other family members will have trouble’ 
adjusting (i.e., enabling). If it fails, all members are 
often quite upset and uneasy. 

Self-Help: Self-help (AA, NA, Al-anon, ete.) 
and treatment are usually needed to get an abuser 
into the first step of recovery. The intervention is 
only the first possible step in recovery — i.e., to 
stop use and accept help NOW! Family members 
are often not ready to deal with the trials and 
tribulations of slow recovery. 

Success/Failure: No matter what happens in a 
well-conducted intervention, things will probably 
not be the same. If the abuser accepts help, stops 
use and begins the first step of recovery, other 
family members need to heal/repair their trauma 
and pain. If it fails, the progression downward 
continues. In all casesp~group members must take 
care of their own needs beyond concerh for the 
abuser. 

In the final analysis, you and only you can 
decide to carry out an intervention. Once you 
decide to e ‘0 ahead, choose your interventionist 
carefully. Be sure you know what is ahead of you, 
practice, and do it! If successful, it could save a 
loved one’s life, and improve the t quality of _ for 
your entire family.

._ abusers and addicts may sometimes be question- 


able, but an attempt should be made to gather the 
information nonetheless. 

The following indicators may be symptomatic 
of a substance abuse problem: aberrant behavior, 
unexplained financial problem’, medical /dental 
problems that could be related to substance abuse 
(e.g. erosion of the septum or gingiva could be 


“indicative of cocaine use, mood swings/depres- 


sion, family /job/legal problems, increasing 
absenteeism from work, change in peer group, 
abnormally high tolerance to analgesic medica- 
tions, persistent infections, new tattoos (used to 
cover needle marks), forgetfulness, loss of energy 
or sudden surges of energy, obvious fabrications, 
complaints of “nervousness,” sleeping/eating 
disorders, dilated pupils, feelings of guilt, perse- 
cution or paranoia, sudden major lifestyle 
changes, request for frequent prescription refills, 
“red flags” (e.g. 30 cups of coffee daily indicates a 
serious addiction). 

Ifyou suspect that your patient has a problem 
with chemicals, avoid prescribing, mood-altering 
drugs (valium, xanax, diet pills) which could 
produce additional iatrogenic stress. 
Addressing the Issue 

If there is good reason to believe that your 
patient or Client is abusing substances, the prob- 
lem must be addressed; there is really no other 


_ choice. The best approach is one of directness and 


concern. Ask the necessary questions directly, i in 


- privacy; do not try to “work the question in” in 


conjunction with another topic. The tone should 
be firm but not threatening, and direct eye contact 
should be maintained. . he 

. Appropriate questions might be: “Do you feel 
you have a problem with chemicals?” “What 
problems is your (alcohol, valium, caffeine, etc.) 


"use causing in your life?” “What steps have you 


taken to address your use of (alcohol, marijuana, 
cocaine, etc.)?” “Have you tried to stop using 
(amphetamines, : sleeping medications, etc.) 
without success?” 

“Rehearsing” these and other questions is not 
a bad idea. This type of gentle confrontation can 
result in a wide range of emotions from a single 
tear to expressed anger. Generally speaking, the 
therapeutic relationship between professional and 
client/ patient will be strengthened rather than 
shattered by the professional's display of concern. 
What To Do Next 

It makes good: sense to maintain a ready file of 
chemical addictions treatment agencies in your 
area, with phone numbers, brochures and contact 
persons. Addictions treatment is basically divided 
into two areas: inpatient and outpatient. Most 
agencies will answer questions about the particu- 
lar services they-provide (e.g. Does the agency 
also involve the family or the patient in treat- 
ment?) and will send literature and information 
upon request. 

For treatment of chemical addictions, it is a 
good rule of thumb to use an agency specializing 
in this type of treatment rather than one witha 
wider focus. Using an established inpatient or 
outpatient agency with a good reputation rather 
than someone with a glitzy ad promising “cures” 
for any major life ailment is a sound practice. Most 
agencies invite professionals with a capacity to 
refer patients into treatment to tour their facilities. 

If your patient has, with your guidance, 
identified a substance abuse problem, the first step 
should be a call to a treatment center for addic- 
tions. If ible, the patient should make the call to 
the treatment center from your office that day 
with you, the professional, there to provide 
support. It may be helpful if you have cultivated a 
relationship with a contact person from the

When Is A Drug User A Drug Abuser

Do you have a friend who uses drugs “recrea- 
tionally”? How about a friend who uses alcohol 
daily? Or a friend who cat't stop smoking? 
_ In America, we have mainly focused our 


are far along into their dependence. We need to 
focus more on early intervention with “problem 
drinkers,” drug abusers who are just starting to 
have, problems, and young smokers. Drug abuse 
and dependence are like most behavioral and 
medical problems. They are much easier to treat 


and have much better outcomes if caught early on. 


Thus, the “conspiracy of silence” by friends and 
family about drug abuse and dependence can 
delay and thus severely compromise effective 
treatment. , 

The purpose of this article is to share with you 
the signs and symptoms most clinicians use in 
diagnosing alcohol/drug abuse or dependence so 
that you can better decide on whether you or a 
friend should consider treatment. 

First, let’s define our terms. We will use the 
term drug to refer not only to illegal drugs but also 
alcohol and nicotine. Drug use refers to use that © 
has not caused problems. Drug misuse refers to 


instances in which drug use causes problems (e.g.,_ 


DWI). Often, brief advice, counseling or short 
educational programs about the dangers of drug 
abuse might be indicated in these cases, but 


intensive outpatient or inpatient programs would . 


usually not be indicated. 

Drug abuse refers to continued drug use when 
such use repeatedly causes psychological, inter- 
personal, legal, occupational or physical problems 
to the individual. Most clinicians would see drug 
abuse as needing treatment. Thus, the crucial 
distinction between drug abuse and drug misuse 
or use is whether there is a pattern of problems 
from drug use. This definition of drug abuse is 
different than the definition held by many indi- 
viduals including many law enforcement officers 
and politicians. 

These individuals equate drug abuse as any 

" use of illegal drugs (alcohol and nicotine are 
considered OK), use of a drug to get high (use of 

"alcohol to get “loose” or use of nicotine are 
considered OK); etc. The major advantage of our 
definition is that it is less culturally bound and 
more directly related to the individual’s need for 
treatment. 

Drug dependence usually refers to an inability 
to stop or control drug use. This term is preferred 


to the older term drug addiction as the latter is 
pejorative and is biased in its application to illegal 
drugs but not nicotine and rarely alcohol (the term 
“alcoholism” is used instead of alcohol addiction). 
Three common indicators of dependence include 
1) desire to stop or control drug use but unable to 
do so or afraid to try, 2) drug use becomes a 
greater priority than relationships, work, friends, 
etc., and 3) using more of the drug than originally 
intended. 

Tolerance and withdrawal are two phenomena 
that often occur with drug dependence. Tolerance 
refers to getting less effect from a drug after 
repeated use of the drug; thus, tolerant drug users 


‘have to increase the amount of drug they use to: 


get the same effect. Withdrawal refers to the onset 


of unpleasant mental and physical symptgms 
upon cessation or reduction of the drug. ne 


drawal symptoms usually are opposite to that of 
the drug; e.g., stopping a sedating drug such as 
alcohol causes restlessness, high heart rate, etc., 
whereas stopping a stimulant such as cocaine 
causes depression and excessive sleeping. 

It is important to note that individuals can be 
drug dependent without developing tolerance and 
withdrawal. Also, some individuals can develop 
tolerance to and withdrawal from taking some 
medications as prescribed by a physician but not 
be drug dependent. In fact, the typical view that 
dependence refers to withdrawal symptoms, - 
blackouts and frequent intoxication describes late- 
stage drug dependence. Typically, individuals 
who are drug dependent need to see a drug abuse 
specialist. Some of them may need to undergo 
“detoxification”; i.e., be withdrawn from the drug 


‘by either psychological therapy or medications. 


Most will need a structured treatment program. 
In closing, we would like to comment on 
recent antidrug campaigns that have equated drug 
use with drug abuse. Pretending such differences 
do not exist causes at least two problems. First, it 
continues the hypocrisy that illegal drug use 
without problems is unacceptable but alcohol and 
nicotine use is OK. Second, it causes some drug | 
users and misusers to be overtreated and labeled 
with an undeserved diagnosis. Solving the drug 
“problem” requires more than slogans. It requires 
the honesty to educate the public on the difference 


‘between drug use and abuse/dependence so that 


early detection and treatment can occur.

Can We Prevent _ 
Fetal Alcohol 


Syndrome

There is no doubt that the consumption of 
alcohol during pregnancy has the potential for 


~causing birth defects, But there is disagreement 


about the level of consumption that is dangerous 
to the fetus. Many clinicians recommend abstain- 
ing from alcohol consumption during pregnancy; 
others do not oppose light use 

Fetal Alcohol Syndrome (FAS) is one of a 
broad spectrum of birth defects that can be caused 
by drinking alcohol during pregnancy. At one end 
of this spectrum are the severe consequences of 
spontaneous abortion and perinatal death."Next 
comes the cluster of detects called FAS. Abnor- 
malities affecting such vital organs as the heart 
and kidneys may be present in FAS infants or may 
occur with other alcohol-related birth defects. 
Infants exposed to excessive amounts of alcohol 
during pregnancy may exhibit hyperactivity, short 
attention span, poor motor coordination and 
learning problems. Other abnormalities (lack of 
empathy, emotional problems) have been de- 
scribed as well. Many of these problems are life- 
long and do not respond to therapy or medication. 
At the other end of the spectrum are milder effects 
such as lower birth weight. 

The current criteria for an FAS diagnosis 
include: (1) prenatal and/or postnatal growth 
retardation; (2) central nervous system involve- 
ment; and (3) characteristic facial malformation. 
When seen together, these criteria strongly

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suggest the fetus was exposed to excessive 
amounts of alcohol during pregnancy. 

The incidence of FAS worldwide is estimated 
to be 1.9 per 1,000 live births. The reported rate in 
the U.S. is approximately 2.2 per 1,000, a rate 


_ similar to those reported in Australia, Canada, 


Finland, France, Sweden, Switzerland and the 
U.K.. Countries where alcohol consumption is ° 
low, have low rates of FAS. 

In the U.S., most cases of FAS occur in places 
where the majority of the affected mothers are 
poor and powerless. Their estimated rate is 2.6 per 
1,000 compared with 0.6 per 1,000 for middle class 
mothers. These data suggest that women who are 
most disadvantaged in our society are more likely 
to use alcohol excessively and to have FAS chil- 
dren. The highest reported incidence of FAS 
occurs among women of the Apache and Ute 
tribes in thé southwestern part of the U.S. and in 
Canadian Indians in British Columbia. These are 
groups that have had serious damage done to 
their native cultures, accompanied by recent high 
consumption of alcohol. 

While it is known that the consumption of 
alcohol during pregnancy may cause birth defects, 


the critical quantity or frequency of consumption . 
_is unclear. There are few reports of FAS among 


“social” or “moderate” drinkers. The woman at 
greatest risk for delivering an FAS infant appears 


. to be a poverty level, chronic drinker before 


pregnancy who continues to drink heavily 


_ throughout her pregnancy. 


Despite national; state and local public 
education campaigns that have attempted to alert 
women to the dangers of drinking during preg- 
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nancy, there is no indication that these efforts 
have. yet reduced the incidence of FAS or the 
frequency of abusive drinking during pregnancy. 
The groups that most need to be targeted for the 
‘prevention of alcohol-related birth defects are not 
likely to be reached by mass-media-based public 
education efforts (like “Just Say No!”) nor dre they 
likely to respond to warning labels on alcoholic 
beverages. ae 

This suggests that major social changes are 
needed to improve the meaning and quality of life 
for those high-risk women who are most disad- 
vantaged and who live in fragmented societies, so 
they do not have to dull their pain with alcohol. . 
Prevention strategies that may succeed in lower- 
ing the incidence of FAS also include thé preven- 
tion of unwanted pregnancies and the develop- 
ment of better schools in these areas most affected 
by FAS. If children are educated in a manner that 
gives them hope for a happy and productive 
future, they will not need to turn te alcohol to 
escape from hopelessness. 

If at risk women are given access to family 
planning and free contraceptives, the number of 
high risk pregnancies will be reduced, thereby 
reducing the mcidence of FAS. Women who have 
given birth to an FAS child must be convinced (by 
financial or other rewards) not to have another 
pregnancy. Amniocentesis may lead to the early 
identification of damaged fetuses with the mater- » 
nal option of abortion. All of these solutions are 
clearly cofitroversial and merit full discussion and 
debate. Re

Record Promoters—an inside look at the music industry.

Noelle Giuffrida is the promotions head of the independent 
record label Mammpih. Located in North Carolina, this label 
has featured artists as the Blake Babies, the Sidewinders, and 
the Chainsaw Kittens. She has only been with Mammoth a 
couple months. She used to work for an independent tracking 
company called AAM. 

Cynic: What do, you think -are the advantages of 
working for an independent label? 

Giuffrida: I'd say that I have control over what bands 
we sign and-taking the band through the whole step of 
getting them signed and being involved in the recording 
and being involved in how the bands want to portray 
themselves and how we want to portray them. 
Everything from writing the bios (band biography’s) to 
folding the boxes and putting the records in the boxes. 
It’s nice to be involved from start to-finish with bands. 
It helps you feel like you're friends with them and you 
care about what happens to them and-I think it makes 
what I do more enjoyable than just getting something 
and saying,‘Here it is. You've got to have this top ten 
next week on the college radio chart. That’s it.”’ It 
makes it interesting for the band and for me. 

Cynic: What are the disadvantages, then? ; 

Giuffrida: Money. There’s-very little of ir. A lot of 
who we decide to send‘records to is determined by 


money. You know, we are not going to send, unlike a- 


major label, a record to every college station that reports 
to a trade so we have to pick and choose who we send 
records to. Also, we don't have much of a budget to. do 
promotions. We can’t send you ten free CD's and a t 
shirt or call you five times a week to make sure you're

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playing our record 20 times a day. The money thing you 
always have to be careful of. That's a big deal from the 
radio promotion end because there are a lot of things 
‘that we would like to be able to do that we can’t. I think 
also that it’s an advantage in some ways, even though 
from my end it’s a disadvantage to say, “‘Well, | only 
have 150 CD's for the Blake Babies and'I’m going to 
send them to these people and that’s it. There are no 
more.’’. Whereas, | think it’s an advatage with some sta- 
tions Because you can say, “‘Listen, we're an indepen- 
dent label and can’t send you five cassettes of each 
release to make sure your DJ’s listen to it. You have to 
care about the record and you have to help it out and 
care about the band.” | think it helps music directors to 
do a better job sometimes. Because I think they take it a 
little more seriously than just another major label record 
coming down the pipe. But that’s a Mammoth advan- 
tage too because we have a release every month or so, in- 
stead of five releases a month like a lot of independent 
labels, like Sub Pop or whatever, sometimes things get 
lost in the shuffle because there are so many bands: 
Cynic: What are your major job functions and t 
are your favorite ones? 
Giuffrida: I'd say it’s a split between actually calling 
, fadio stations or leaving. messages for them and plann- 
ing, marketing, and promotion strategies for how we're 
going to do things. That would be everything from when 
are we going to mail this record out to when are we go- 
ing to put ads in trade magazines, and what kind of ex- 


pectations are we going to have for it chart-wise, when is 
the band going to tour, who is going to see them, do-we 
want to get this band a major label distribution deal, is 
this a record just to sort of let people know about them 
or do we want to sell a lot. That sort of thing. 

Cynic: And the favorite parts of it, for you? 

Giuffrida: | really like when bands are on tour and be- 
ing able to hock up radio stations with the bands because 
L think that’s one of the things that makes alternative 
music and the alternative-scene so cool—because you 
can actually meet the bands and talk to them and they 
care what you think and vic¢-versa. And | think that’s a 
fun thing, that’s what I liked as a music director and as a 
music fan and I like to do that as much as possible. It’s 
always fun for the bands to come into town and see 
posters of their show coming up and have all these peo- 
ple coming to the show that really want to see them. | 
think that is what really makes"a difference on the bot- 
tom line and that’s what I like to do, get people together 
that like the music. - 

Cynic: What are the goods and bads of working in 
the record industry as opposed to any other industry? 

Giufftida: Well the goods are you have rock and roll 
hours, which are anywhere from 10:00 to 9:00 at night 
or 11:00 to 9:00 at night so.you do have to get up and 
you don’t have:to wear a suit to work. You can talk to 
people about things that matter to you, or you can men- 
tion what shows you-went to see on the weekend and 
most people that you are going to be friends with are go- 
ing to have similar interests and things. A lot of people 
that like alternative music also like relatively interesting 
movies and books and | think that a lot 6f times you 
have a lot in common. | think that’s something that is 
interesting. 

Cynic: Any problems working there as opposed to...’ 

Giuffrida: | think problems are how do you explain it 
to your relatives. Most people, | would say 60% maybe 


- higher, don’t care about music one way or the other. 


You know, they won't have a favorite band or they just 
listen to mainstream radio and don’t really give it much 
thought. It’s hard for people to understand alternative 
music, it’s bad enough just understanding the rffusic 
business.. Alternative music is something that is not 
making a lot of money, is not-on the cover of Rolling 
Stone, ‘is not on MTV every five minutes. It is 
something that the average person has a hard time 


- understanding. When you meet someone who doesn't 


like alternative music or doesn’t work in the alternative 
music industry, they sort of look at you like, ‘Do you 
have a real job, or what?"’ And that's something that is 
sometimes funny and a problem at the same time. Like 


the UPS men don't understand why we can’t quite do_ 


things the way they ‘want us to do things. 


Cynic: How does college promotion differ from, say, 


other formats? 

Giuffrida: | would say college is a lot more about, or at 
least 1 would like to hope it's a lot more about, new 
bands and trying to develop fans for the band and not 
play a certain track. It’s not more of a pressure thing. I’m 
not going to call up a college radio station and say, 
‘Well the paper wrote this article this-week and it’s sell- 
ing X amount in this store and this is the emphasis track 
and this is the Rolling Stone review that's coming out 
next week and Nah Nah Nah Nah Nah has added it this 
week and WSHIT is going to play it next week. It’s more 
of a “What did you think of the record musically? Do 
you like the band? Do you think people at your station 
will like the band?’’ That sort of thing is how you get a 
record played as opposed to a commercial station of any 
type, you're saying ‘‘Get on the boat..Other people are 
already playing this record. Be a lemming and join the 
crew" or just sort of trying to pressure them. Whereas a 
lot of times we'll have to say, “Well, in Chicago the 
Blake Babies sold X thousand records on the last one and 
your station played the record when there was another 
music director there. Now there is a new music director 
and that’s you and you claim you are not going to play 
this-band and you supported them in the past and you 


‘ are abandoning them. It's a lot more of a game then kind 


of a pressure thing with commercial stations. That can 
be fun but I don’t think it’s very sincere. Whereas col- 
lege stations, on the whole, are a lot more sincere and 


_ know a lot more about the music. 


Cynic: What do you see as the biggest challenge fac- 
ing the recording industry in the next couple of years’ 
Giuffrida: I ‘would say a combination of censorship and 
CD problems. A lot of bands | don't think are ever going 


to sell enough units to make it worth while tor record 
companies to keep them on as a CD only artist. People 
are either going to adjust to only buying cassettes, you 
know kids are only go to buy cassettes, or the bands are 
going to be thrown off their labels because things like 
Megadeath are going to sell a ton of cassettes, but 
something in between has to push for an audience to buy 
cassettes because the LP audience is kind of overlooked. 
There’s a big difference between an audience that's go- 
ing to buy an LP or a cassette, and a CD, and | think 
that there is a big switch going on trying to remarket ar- 
tists to younger kids. | think that's what's going on. A 
lot of bands are trying to, be marketed to kids that are 
buying cassettes now, On the other end the Michael 
Penn's are being marketed to people that have money 


‘for CD's and all the people that used to buy SST records 


and Touch and Go records are kind of lost in the shuffle 
with the decline. of vinyl. The.censorship thing goes 
right along with that. Bands can’t make the music they 
want to make. I’m not sure a fans are go- 
ing to want to listen-to homogeniz ngs. They may 


just stop buying things. 


Josh Rosenthal started his music career as a music director of 
WCDB. He built this station from a minor college station to 
the influential station it is today. Upon graduating he got a 
job-with Columbia in promotions. Columbia is one of the ma- 
jor divisions of the miulti-giant CBS records 

Cynic: What are the advantages of working for a ma- 
jor label? \ 

Rosenthal: The advantages meaning what? 

Cynic: Like, why is it better than working for, say, 


‘an independent label? 


Rosenthal: I'm not sure it is. | mean everybody's situa- 
tion is different. Some people's work situations are bet- 
ter at an independent label than they would be at a ma- 
jor label. I think that there is a misconception among 
many people that there is less pressure at an indie label 


-than there might be at a major label. 1 think a lot of the 


structures, in terms of the hierarchy:at an indie label,

can be just as severe if not more severe than they are at a 
major label simply because there are less people at an in- 
die label, and that causes there to be more of a delinea- 
tion of job importance. You know what | mean? | think 
somebody that works at Twintone records might be in a 
more pressured job, than somebody doing ‘the same 
things at Elektra records. It could also be the other way 
around, | mean, it really depends. Every company is dit” 
ferent and operates differently. What are some of the ad- 
vantages’? Well, one of the advantages of working at Col- 
umbia specifically, and maybe a handful of other labels 
like Capitol and Atlantic, is that you have the resources 
of a deep and incredibly rich catalogue. A catalogue is a 
great thing to have on‘a label just to collect all this 
great, old stuff, whether it be Jazz or the Rock catalogue 
or whatever. It’s also a great resource wher you're doing 
promotions. For instance, we got a band called Alice in 
Chains going out on tour with Iggy Pop and we're going 
to send out Iggy Pop and the Stooges record Raw Power

old, or 15 years old by now. We'll send it out with the 
Alice in Chains CD as sort of an on tour together type 
thing. And that’s a cool thing to do. Most indié labels 
don't have a richness of a catalogue in all different 
genres of music that makes it fun. Another thing about a 
major label, especially Columbia or the ones ] mention- 
ed, is that at those labels there is always something hap- 
pening. At any giver time, there's something going on 
that’s intéresting and cool. That can happen at any in- 
die as well but there's always a great Folk record or great 
Classical record or great Jazz recard coming out, and it 
kind of breaks up the monotony of only having three or 
four priorities that you are banging away.at every day. A 
good example of that is the Robert Johnson box. That's 
4 record that every college station has and a lot of them 
are playing them in their regular rotation. That gives me 
a lot_of satisfacrion because I'm turning them on to dif- 
ferent music, samething that is very old and very vintage 
and very important in terms of the history and lineage ot 
the music 

Cynic: What are your major job functions and what are 
your favorite? i : 

Rosenthal: My major job functions are promotion to 
about 50 of what are called the top seeded college radio 
stations on one half of the country. | have a counterpart 
who deals with about 50 on the other half of the coun- 
try. Plus, CBS, Columbia, Epic, etc...(all one company), 
is buffered by a college department. But | deal with 50 
key stations-east of the Mississippi. | also do. tour coor: 
dinatiohs for when’ bands are on the road: -And I also 
deal with sort of the marketing aspect of the alternative 
side of what we do here at Columbia and that includes 
sort of general things that you can't really put a finger on 
like imaging, working with product managers to oversee 
projects to make sure they go smoothly. Tour coordina- 
tion can kind of be a-bitch sometimes when you have 


‘certain bands that have rough time schedules and it just 


becomes a juggling act, you know? That can be really 
rough and I like to talk to college stations as long as they 
are open and willing to-try a lor of different things. | 
think I challenge them to do that. | enjoy them all and 
not enjoy them all-to varying degrees. Nobody is 100 
percent. So, that’s what | do 

Cynic: How would you say college promotion differs 
from doing other formats? , 

Rosenthal: Well, you have to sort of walk a tight rope 
with alot of whar you do. There are many college sta- 
tions for whom a certain record might be too clean or 


too poppy, then there might be other stations. for whom. 


that record is too hard. There ts less uniformity in what 
college radio programs than in any other format. That's 
why it’s hard to chart and get a concensus among sta- 
tions generally, With a record like Alice in Chains that 
at some stations it really takes of and is in the top 5 and 
at other stations they think it’s too hard and they can't 
play it. Some records you achieve that wniformity except 


alot of the deft-wing stations, the one’s who play mostly 


indie music and deal with the harderrock format on the 
left side of the dial. They sort of deal with a different 
animal. A band like Midnight Oil, we'll get a good 85% 
of our stations on that record bur there will be that other 
15% that won't deal. Whereas with other projects you 
might get half. And when we deal with you know, a 
Third Bass record, I can’t hope to crack the top 15. It 
would be a total fluke. You can’t hit the top 15 with a 
record like Third Bass because there is a built-in number 
of stations that won't go for it and that can be 
frustrating. | think, generally, talking about college radio 
there is an unfortunate amount of uniformity. Numbers 
wise it’s nice to see my records do well but I have to look 
beyond that and think about the human aspect and the 
asthetic aspect of it. It’s kind of sad to see that many sta- 
tions just jumping on the bandwagon and playing what 
everybody else is playing and it-becomes as rigid as any 
commercial station might be and that's not what college 
radio should téally be about. So, I guess it's an inherent 
conflict or disagreement between what I do and how | 
really feel about it. It’s reconcilable because | do a lot of 
other things with q lot of other projects that I feel are 
worthwhile. 

Cynic: What would you say are the goods and bads of 
working in the record industry as opposed to another 
job? AN ie 
Rosenthal: Well, I'd say there are more -goods than 
bad. | can wear what I want. | can basically say what | 


want most of the time. I'm not forced to live some silly “ 


yuppie 9 to 5 existence. | can sleep late. I get up when 
most people are at work already; however, I’m here later 
éhan everybody. I’m here to almost 7 or 8 o'clock. Just 


_the hours, you know, I’m into the hours because I’m into 


staying late at work and getting in late to work. So I'm 
into that part of it. It’s the entertainment business. 
Basically, when you get down to it, it’s really show 
business. There's all kind of fun events that happen a 
lor. There's all kinds of good shows to go to. Going out 
at night is really an extension of the business and it's 
something that’s really fun to go out to shows at night 
and see your competition, who are actually your friends, 
out at shows. That's really fun. There's sort of «a 
camaraderie involved. on the alternative side of that. 
~That’s really evident at conventions ‘and stuff, Some of 
those people you don’t want to see anywhere, . but 
they're there. Most of them are pretty cool so you get 
‘along with everybody. You get a lot of free CD's. You 
probably wouldn't get’ that many free CD's anywhere 
else. | like having a lot of really good albums at my 
house. It’s just a good life. | think the best thing about it 
is that | can mess my two greatest passions in life, you 
know, music and ... | don't know what the other one ts. 
Baseball probably. But | can mesh work and pleasure at 
the same time and I think a lot of people really can't say 
that. It's too bad that most people hate their jobs, | 
think. For me, it’s not just sustenance like paying the 
rent, it's having a lot of fun here. It’s a very good post- 
tion to be in when you can enjoy your work and really 
get into it and not dread getting up in the morning and 
going to work because that’s a really bad way. to. spend 
your days, you know.. kind of a waste ot life ro have a job 
you can’t stand, you know...so that’s a really good ele- 
ment of it I'd say... P , 

Cynic: One final question, what would you say are 
the biggest challenges that the record industry faces in 
the next couple of years? 

Rosenthal: I think the long box is going to be a 
challenge, to see what kind of package they can come up 
with to be both environmentally conscious and also at 
the same time of being environmentally sound and nor 
being wasteful-to come up With packaging that will ac- 
tually sell the product, because in past years the vinyl Ip 
has been one of the best forms of marketing that exists. 
Because you go into the store and there it is, you 
know:..so that’s one major challenge that we face; and | 
guess the censorship issue is something that the industry 
is just starting to address in differerit ways, I’m not sure 
that we're 100% there yer, in‘terms. of really getting 
down, and rolling up our sleeves and grappling with the 
problem..1 think -that. most companies just turn their 
heads from it and just put out what they can as quietly as 
they can, and that's going to be a major tssue throughout 
the 90's | think as it is reflective-of a larger political 


elimate, and. | think as hard as the industry is going to . 


atterfipr, and as thé government is going to try to put an 
end to it, or clam everyone up, the artists are just going 
«to come hack twice as hard, and make twice as brutal 
music and use twice as vulgar language, that’s been the 
case historically and I think it's going to continue in 
that way. Society is just going to revolt, at least’ the 
underground, alternative society, is going to smash that 
back in their faces, which will-be fun to watch, you 
know...1 don't ‘know, | guess that’s about it. 


Mike Stuto. is the college-representative for the English label 
Beggar's Banquet. Beggar's Banquet has put out such diverse 
acts as Love and Rockets, Bauhaus, Passion Fodder, and 
Fields of the Nephilim. The label is not incorporated in the 
United States. ‘ 


Cynic: Whatare the advantages of working for an in- 
dependent label distributed... 

-Stuto: First let me explain the part about distributed. 
Beggar’s Banquet is an English company, they don’t 
have an incorporation in America, they aren't incor- 
porated here...so basically what we have done is we're 
licensed to RCA records in America, which means that 
they have the rights to our records in America, they put 
them out and they go out in their distribution system. 
So that’s the set-up, we are not owned by RCA, we are 


‘completely separate, we are simply licensed through 


them, so that’s the situation so you have that-straight. 

Cynic: Okay, so what are the advantages? 

Stuto: The advantages of being through a major label 
are well, Beggar's is company that started, um, is into 
artist development and in bringing bands up to different 
levels, | mean we have bands at all differents levels, we 
have bands the size of Love and Rockets who are, you 
know capping gold records, and we have binds like But-, 
falo Tom or Thee Hypnotics, which are very 
underground and maybe don’t sell 25,000 records. ,.so 
the advantage is that we can start our bands small, but 
that we have the backing of a large company so that 
when the time comes for the band to cross over of to get 
the right push that the major label is there...And in- 
dependent distributers can always pay, so we always get 
paid. 


Cynic: But as far as being an independent label, what 
are the advantages of that, then? 

Stuto: | think that the advantages of being an in 
dependent label are’ I guess, | mean fm not really into 
the way that people distinguish between major and indie 
labels. Arista is an independent label, they are-owned by 
a guy named Clive Davis, he owns their. company’ so 
they are really, technically they are an independent 
company...so, its a very, the difference ts small com- 
panies and big companies, that's how people usually 
distinguish...] enjoy my label, working for Beggar's Ban- 
quet, | think its a great company because the label never 
puts any pressure on, its artists to make a certain kind bf 
record, the bands make the kind of records that: they 
want to make, and I think the AGR yision of the com 
panies have proven themselves over the years, with 
hands like the whole Bauhaus situation and as well as 
bands like Died Pretty and Thee Hypnorics; Loop, Buf 
falo. Tom, and then the larger things like the Cult 
which came from a very small alternative band which at 
the time no one we wuld've thought thar they'd be a huge 
mega success... The label has that kind of a long term vi 
sion, and so that's why I like where | am, and that's the 
benefit of our company...! can’t necessarily speak for all 
independent labels, or even all major labels. Seo that's

-Cynic: What would you say are the goods and the 
bads of working in the record industry as opposed to 
any other kind of job are? - 

Stuto: Well; | haven't done much else, | haven't held 
many full time jobs outside of what I’m doing. Again, | 
don't want. to make comparisons to other things that | 
don’t know about. Its probably not all chat different 
than lots of other industries excepethat people probabal- 
iy dress a lot more informally, and they are much more 
like ‘Hey, Dude", they are much more casual in their 
approach, but there is just as much protocol in this in- 


dustry, a thfferent kind-of protocol. In an advertistag—————— 


agency, the protocol*is. what color tie you wear and the 
look of your haircut and it's much more.-traditional, you 
call people ‘Sir’, guess, whereas in the music industry, 
it's much more an issue of being hip and being cool and 
all of rhat. But, you know, it’s just-as cut-throat, it's just 
cut-throat in different ways. It isn’t necessarily a much 
“cooler industry because its all about music, and 
there's cool people, and your allowed to have long hair 
and you don’t have to own a tie. That doesn’t really 
matter, there are just as many dishonest people here as 
theré are in Wall Street. 

Cynic: One final question, what do you see as the 
biggest challenges facing the recording industry in the 
next couple of years? 

Stuto: Well, there are 8 10 new

labels...all that many more records will be out...and . 


there'll be just as many-radio stations, so there's going to 
be a big problem with trafficking a lot of records, 
especially when we ‘have a recession coming. I think 
that’s the biggest thing, is that the record industry is try- 
ing to expand in many, many ways, and there's a reces- 
sion going on and people aren't going to be having all 
that much money to be going out and buying stuff. The 
second issue, I think, it that what record labels have to 
do in the alternative area, which is the area | really 
‘know most'about, I think they have to learn how to set 
up bands better than they do, and they have to learn to 
take bands step by step and think big, but take it step by 
step.-.And a lot of labels expect a band to go gold on 
their first record or you know, forget about them, just 
drop them. It shouldn't necessarily be that way, you 
have to go step by step, you can't ga out there and spend 
millions and millions of dollars on Utban Dance Squad 
because it's not going to sell millions and millions right 
off the bat. .

The UVM Crew ventured to Boston last weekend to compete in the Head of the Charles Regatta. The team exceeded the legacy of its beer tent 
with a surprisingly strong finish that most likely ensures. them an invite in 199].

LVM. crew established: itself as a rowing force to.be | 
contended with, this- past Sunday at the Head-ot-the- 
Charles Regatta in Boston. A quarter of a million spec- 
tators lining the banks of the Charles River and a 
beautiful October afternoon, provided a near perfect set- 
ting for the four thousand rowers who competed’ in the 
25th anniversary of the prestigious event. This: year 
marked only the second time that UVM has ever had an 
entry in the three and a half mile race. Despite a couple 
of unfortunate. incidents Which took place; beth the 
men’s and women’s teams placed high and expect future 
‘invitations. : 

The women’s team was entered in the club fours event 
and ended up placing seventh out of thirty-nine crews: 
They passed tive boats including Clark; Skidmore. 
Baltimore Rowing Assn., Housatonic Rowing Assn., 
and Brandeis. The crew. was not passed by any of the 
other boats that followed them. 

“We.took it off and dictated the race from the beginn- 
ing. There was never a time when (the rowers) let up,”’ 
said coxswain Becky Adams. 

The women’s time of 20:40 was 41 seconds behind the 
winner, Williamstown Boat-Club (MA), who broke ‘a 
course record. UVM's time, however, was only ten 
seconds off the previous course record set in 1987, 
ar disaster about a 
mile and a half into the race. Having passed two boats 
on the straightaway, the crew from Brandeis would not 


__give way as UVM_ approached a turn and ‘it looked: like. 


they. would: be forced outside, losing valuablé time 
Adams negotiated a daring turn on the ‘inside @t the 
Brandeis boat that just cleared the buoy markers. 

The men’s club eight was involved in <a similar inci 
dent but was not so lucky. About: two miles into the 
race, the crew from Detroit Boat Club refused to give 
way as the UVM oarsmen overtook them. UVM ended 
up. tangling oars with Detrdir, ‘alniost ramming them 
Due to Detroit's blunder and violation ‘ot regatta rules 
precious seconds were lost : hs 

Rower Andy Adams said the team was “exceptionally 
pissed...it probably cost us being in the trop ten: We had 
to take the outside of the turn,”’ ’ 

Despite the-tangling with Detroit, the UVM men still 
finished 24th. our of 48 boats in a respectable time of 
16:43. Only 30 seconds separated the men from the win 
ner, Peterborough Rowing Club (Canada) 

All in all, Suaday was an {mportant stepping stone for 
UVM crew. With: the.team’s performances, it seems 
clear that there will be many more October appearances 
at the Charles River classic in years to come. Becky 
Adams, who. raged in the Head five years ago. during 
UVM's only other appearance, said the whole club. was 
really psyched. 

“We've come such a long way. Five years ago Re-cne 
knew who UVM crew was,"’ said Adams, “only tharwe. 
had a big beer tent. We went out (this year) really took- 
ing to win.”

Election Day Surprises: Sanders wins big; Snelling wins squeaker

Surprises and close calls were the norm last Tuesday as 


Vermonters cast their ballots on Election’ Day 1990. 


Former Butlington Mayor Bernie Sanders pulled oft a big 
win over Republican incumbent Peter Smith in the race 
for Vermont's lone seat in the U.S: House of Represen- 
tatives. Republican Richard Snelling staved off 
Detnocrat Peter W elch in a tighter gubernatorial race 
than expected. ) 

The biggest news was Sanders, the only independent 
bray sect from Vermont and the first 
Socialist elected to Congress in 40 years. Sanders receiv 
ed 57 -percent of the vore while*Smith received 39 per 


“cent. Democrat Dolores Sandoval was a distant third, 


receiving three percent. 
“I think that there is something compelling about Ber- 
nié Sanders, something compelling about his cause,” 


said UVM Political Science Professor Frank Bryan, who 


was featured in Sanders’ campaign commercials. “He's

Smith's wi 
began as budget problems developed in W sshinigtos 
The first bi-partisan budget agreement, which took four 
monthes to negotiate, would have increased gasoline 
and cigarette taxes and, at the same time, would cut 
Medicare benefits :

“T voted for Sanders,”” said Debbie Howarth, a l VM 
senior and small business management major. “I feel 
that. we need gun control, but (Smith) s aid one thing to 
the people and did the exact opposite when he got to 
Washington D.€: and had a chance to.vote on tt.”’ 

“On balance, it may have helped Smith,”’ said Bryan 
ot the gun issue 
probably got one from she liberals who view gun control 
as a litmus test for their position. There is no position in 


the world that will endear you to the hearts ot-tibesals 


than to be for gun control. But, some people teel they’ 


had been snookered by Peter Smith.” 

Davitt’ Michlovitz;— President “of UVM _ College 
Democrats, said that he was “kind of upset with the loss 
of Peter Smith.

Walking home with my cone, 1 pondered the irony of 
being in my fourth year of college as a political science 
major - nevét. having voted. There had to be some

was. Resolving not to dwell on sins of the past, | told 
myself this yedr represented 4 new beginning. 

From the time | registered until election day however, 
Twas annoyed by my own past apathy. Everything I had 
learned about voting behavior made no difference. They 
say the more education a person has, the more likely 
that person is to participate politically. | believe my 
education had the opposite effect. The more | knew 
about the system and its workings, the less enthusiastic 


about participating | became. 

On Tuesday, November 6, 1990, 1 voted tor the first 
time. It was everything | had expected and more 

1 got.out of work at about 2 p.m. and set.out to locate 
the H.O. Wheeler School. | knew my designated voting 
location Was somewhere in the north end of Burlington, 
but had no idea beyond thar.

The current policy states 
that. ‘‘a’ student -may 
withdraw from. a__coufse 
from the end of the second 
to the end of the 
ninth week of classes."’ In 
this-case, the instructor has 
three options to evaluate 
the students’ performance. 

First, if. no are 
available to’ assess the com- 
pleted course work, then a 
“W (withdraw) is entered: 
The “W" has no effect on 
the student's grade point 
average (GPA). 

Second, if the student has 
passed . completed course 
work, then a grade. of 
“WP” (withdraw passing) ts 
entered, which has no et- 
fect on the GPA — similar 
to the “'P"' (pass) given in a

South African peoples, mostly the oppressed blacks, 
with geveral hundred images presented on a three pic- 
ture scréen.

rural area of Cape Town, and working up the eastern

Leslie's presentation was ultimately moving, as her 
documentation went beyond.the mere political conflict 
most Américans are presented in regards to South 
Africa, and revealed the actual people being suppressed. 
What Leslie finds, and successfully conveys to her au- 
dience both with her slides and the accompanying South 
African music and interviews, is a people with an amaz- 
ing sense of the spiritual, with a rich culture of thetr own 
and amazing perserverance given the tragic injustice of 
apartheid that ultimately birds not -only their civil 
freedom, but also binds them in extreme conditions ot 
poverty. oem 
Perhaps the most moving vision of South Africa 
presented by Leslie, is the poverty in which the South 
African blacks are entrenched. Dan Rather simply is not 
able to show more than the riotstin-Soweto, however, 
Leslie’s depiction of the blacks pdverty, especially in 
eomparison to the gross wealth of the minority whites, 
_-clearly depicts the raping of a people and their land that 
‘s apartheid. Yet, furthering the images of poverty por- 
traved by’ Leslie, was the depiction’ of how the South 
African blacks have adapted to their lives in this condi- 
tion of poverty, establishing a strong and genuine sense 
of extended family out of necessity for survival. 
However, the sense of family they have and the extent 
to which it is teal to them is something that, at least in 
‘the so-called-modern world, has been almost, umpletely 
lost. i , 
The images of poverty pérmeate the black community, 
from Leslié’s rural profiles to the city life. Scenes of one-

Bill T. Jones offers auditions for his upcoming show 


Internationally-acclaimed choreographer, Bill T. Jones, 
has premiered,a work so complex and controversial that 
only two Venues of his cross-country tour (Burlington's 
Flynn Theatre is one) have agreed to present the 
evening-length work in,its entirety. ‘Last Supper at Un- 
cle Tom’s Cabin/The Promised Land”’ intends, as do all 
of his works, pointed social commentary, and strikes at 
the heart of many of our pre-conceived fhotions and 
predjudices-about people. Adding to the controversy is 
the fact that Jones is casting up to 39 additionaltocal ar- 
< tists -for each performance, and thus every. community 

which sees his work is also participating-directly in it. 
His latest achievement is loosly based on Harriet 
Beecher Stowe’s Uncle Tom's Cabin, and includes a com- 
missioned score by Julius Hemphill, founding member of 
the World Saxophone Quartet. It also contains 
references to LeRoy Jones's play “Dutchman,” ‘da
